Mulai HaficI Proclaimed at Fez 
as Sultan of the Whole 
Country 



ABDEL FORMALLY DEPOSED 



New Situation Gives Much 

Anxiety to Government of 
A,* France 



Tangier, ,Tan. 11.— llulai Ilalid ha.s 
been proclaimed HUltan at Fez, one of the 
Cii.pltal.'i of Morocco, and a ho]y war has 
l)cen declared. Unreliable reports to 
tlua effect have been In circulation for 
a day or two, but today ofticlal' con- 
tirniation of them wa.s received. MuIal 
Plalid, who .sonn; montha ago was pro- 
claimed Sultan at Morocco Cit^', waa 
not present at Fez;, and consequently 
his uncle Mulal Caramlnl, was made 
vlceregeiit pending the .arrival of 
l-lafid himself. Abde! Aziz, the sultan 
of recc'd, was formally depo.sed from 
the sultanate. 

'These thinKs occurred on Januar.v 8. 
.The i)rocIamations wore l;-sued at the 
principal mos(iuc, and all the Moorl.sh 
formalities attending such ceremonies 
wore scrupously observed. The ulo- 
mas, or body of JMoslem doctors., who 
Interpret ' the Koran, the heads of the 
Choffas trlbe.s, and the city offlcials 
were the pr!nci!)al leadersiin the move- 
ment.

Further advices received here state 
that Mulai Hafid was proclaimed sul- 
tan on condition that, he abolish, taxa- 
tion, make an alllnce with the Sultan 
of Turkey and suppress all rel.alious 
with Europeans exci-pt those "pre- 
.scrlb(;d ]jy c\iKlom and rules." 

Couriers have be-on despatched to 
Morocco City to summon Mulal Hafld 
to Fez. That city is reported to be In 
an uproar. The re.s'idents are' armed, 
and are fearful lestioutbreaka of plllase 
or a massacre occuy. , , '

Barrisley, England, Jan. 11. — Sixteen 
children were trampled to death a'nd 
forty others, several of whom cannot 
live, were injured in a mad rush for 
better seats at an piiterlainment given 
in the public hall here this afternoon. 
There was a great crush to secure ad- 
mittance to tlie entortiiinnioni;, and 
when the show opened every seat was 
taken and the gallery wa.s literally 
jiacked with cliiklren, who filled the 
aisles and were dangerously massed 
against the lower railing. With a' view 
to relieving the crush, the attendants 
attempted to transfer eome of the 
children to tiie body of the house, 
and one of tlie usherp 
"Some of yoii children 
stairs." 

Immediately the rusli 
v.'illiin a few .=;e(N)ucls liun.hc.l 
dren i.Tie Ij.'/n-,' irainpled under foot, 
liven those wli.j had seats in the gal- 
lory, doubtless being jianic-stricken by 
the sereanis and struggles of tiie 
crowds n.gliting rii-aeh the staircases, 
Joined in the stampede. 

The sei'ue was a terri!)le one, the 
cries of the injured ar.d tlie moans of 
the dying causing the gn-atest excite- 
ment among those gathered in the 
l)ody,of the luxll. Police and ushers 
I'ushed to the head of the staircase, 
v.-v.i'-h ,„ii^ lltnr'iily strewn with dead 
and dying, and by the mpst desperate 
efforts, uianuged to drag scores ,.ot; the 
..jiraggihig eiiiiaren to tli'e' 'c'o'riel4o4's' l>e- 
low. It was wdtliithe greatest, diffloul- 
ty that ji panic among the children in 
the lower part of the house was avert- 
ed, ail of thiSn eventually being talcen 
to the streets in safety. 

Wiien the reserve police arrl\'ed 
tliey'found the narrow stairway prac- 
tically bioclted with bodies, wliieli 
were cruslied . in some cases almost 
beyond recognition. Scores of chil- 
dren were forced by the pressure 
from the crowd^ljelilnd tliem to scram- 
ble ov^r thoeevthftt haa fallen', whether 
living or dead, arid mapy of the in- 
jured children were .found later to be 
suffering, froni '.fractured bones and 
severe lacerationp,., caused by the in- 
descrlbab.lp. m.inner .in which they had 
been trampled upon. 

Soon after the accident the ^.ap- 
proaches to 'the hall were croWded 
with sobbing women searching for 
their missing children.

make use of the abilities of Yuan SliI 
Kal, who eoinplains tha.f his hands are 
tied and powerless. ; 

Indo-Cliliia has repeatedly sent 
warnings to Peking of the dangers 
attending the revolutionary move- 
ments on the Tongklng boarder, where 
the course pursued by the rebels has 
provoked troops from . Tongklng, 
which is a i''rench possession, to cross 
over into the Chinese province of 
Kwang Si. Against this the foreign 
board lias prote.s,ted, and the French 
minister hero, M. Bnpst, has replied 
with adequate assurances. 

Sir John .Jordan, the British min- 
ister to China, Is today sanguine 
of a satisfactory solution of the West 
River difficulty. This arises from the 
prevalence of piracy on this water- 
way, which Great Britain Is now po- 
licing wltli a small fleet of gunboats 
Sir John is particularly' hopeful in- 
somuch as the province of Kwang- 
Tung has conceded u claim of 80,000 
teals for piracy outrages. 

A British gunboat, while searching 
for pirates on the "West River, re- 
cently stopped and boarded a French 
boat. As soon as the nationality of 
the suspected vessel was made known 
she was released and proceeded on her 
way. ^ , 

The coiirser-of. action followed by 
Great Britain ' with,, regard to Man- 
churia is .expected to' ultimately de- 
termine whether or not capital other 
than Japanese' .will be permitted to 
find investments in .that territory. 

The evacuation of the Chungi "Val- 
ley In' Thibet by British troops is be- 
ing delayed;; among other things by 
the necessity of settling the question 
of wJiethei'-THibet shall be included in 
the .provialons of. the Anglo-Chinese 
treaty 'cbnoeirning , Thibetan trade. If! 
Is hoped tliat Thibet will be admittedi 
to his agreement and that an under- | 
standing to this effect will sliortly be 
signed. 



St John's, Nfld., Jan, 11.— The herd 
ot reindeer imported from Norway by 
Br. "\^'llfrid Grenfell, the celebrated 
missionary, were landed at Cremella 
Iiaruor, Laoraaor, under dlltlcultles. 
The deer were placed on board the 
.steamer Anita, ut St. John's, but on 
account of numerous lea floes, the boat 
was una'olo to get near the shore. The 
animals were lowered from the steamer 
to a body of Ice. AVhen the deck 
hands started to drive the deer to 
land. It was found that the ice was 
very thin and in sp.te of the efforts of 
th(i men, several animals broke 
through ;ind perished. 

The bull of the herd was driven 
ashore .safely. A short time later a 
storm arose .and the steamer was 
forced on a reef.

Berlin, Jan.'' 11.— An 6fflclar com- 
munication issued yesterday, set torth 
that Prince Henry of Prussia, brother 
of Empei'or William,, who' represents 
His Majesty, as . patron,*of the navy 
league, has decided to.- retire from this 
position in the event of. Major General 
Kenn continuing as managing direc- 
tor of the league. 

This decisicn was reached in agree- 
ment with the Emperor. It would ap- 
pear to be a result of a recent lengthy 
conference between Emperor "WlUiam 
and Prince Rupprecht, of Bavaria, 
during which the Prince explained tliat 
his retlrem-.int from the Bavarian 
branch of the league was due to the 
fact tiiat Major General Keim has 
made u.^e of the resources of the as- 
sociation for political purposes. 

The attitude taken by the Emperor 
will undoubtedly result in forcing 
Major General Kclm to resign.

New York Firemen Helpless at 
Parker , Building—One 
Body Recovered 



Xew York, Jan. 11.— The body of 
Thomas 1''. Phillips one of thi? llireo 
firemen wliose lives wore snuffed out 
in tlio burning of the thirtcen-storv 
Parker building on Fourth avenue last 
night, was • reco\'ereil late loday. 
Search for the remaining dead will be 
continued when the ruins are cooled. 
The great blackened walls of the sky- 
scraper threaten to topple into tlie 
Ktreet. The police have ordered the 
tenants of the .smaller bulldlng.s in 
the vicinity to leave. ' A dozen build- 
ings have been \'acated for fear tlie 
wall- of^ the., burned building will fall 
on'themVl^'V;;;' ' 

Fire tarbke out again tonight on the 
fifth and sixth iloors of the- Parker 
building, but the ilames were quickly 
oxtlngulshed/by tlio Are companies, 
vviio are still pouring columns of water 
on the smouldering rultij. 

Phillips' body was found lying 
among the debris near the elevator 
shaft. It was identified by one of , his 
biother.s, who recognlf.ed u bunch of 
keys found in his pocket. It may be 
several days before the bodies of Fire- 
men Fallon and O'Connor are riscov- 
ercd. 

Robert Beyer, a printer, reported as 
missing, was found today at lils'honie. 

In addition to the missing, ,;i score 
of lii-eiuon were hurt, tlioir injuries 
riinglng from bruises to broken lliubs. 

Tlie lire department has been dread- 
ing ;l lire in a skyscraper, and as the 
i:'ark-er building was oi.Iy thirteen 
stories in height, the fate of one of the 
modern buildings of twice that height 
Is easily Imagliidd.

Dublin, Jan. 11. — The Intjuirv bv a 
viceregal commission into the disap- 
pearance from Dublin Castle of the 
regalia of the order of St. Patrick, 
valued at $250,000, was resumed hero 
today. 

Neither Sir Arthur Edward Vicars, 
who was custodian' of the missing 
Jewels, nor his legal representatives, 
were present. 

The members of the commission are 
Inclined to let the proceedings drop, 
and they so informed the Solicitor 
General, declaring that in their opinion 
no iiijeful purpose could be served by 
prpdeedlrigs-Without the information 
that Sir Arthur could give. The Soli- 
citor GeneraIi;;howover,i.d9clared that 
the Govern^neWt;'' ■wleKed^^'t ' continue 
the imiuiry, ;a,ria'said ho was in apoisi- 
tion' to bring i'Wlt'hesses who could give 
lmporta.nt^evid6nce.'

The 
wi:irld would bo better off if this clii.-^s 
of workers received wages enougli to

I riiay ^tell 
Sir. O'Sulllvan that when players ^are 
earnest In their determinaiton to Re- 
main Btrlctly amaifeur, and are com- 
pelled to. lie, considerable out of po6ket 
in order, to follow the game they lOve, 
it hurti. the feelings of them to ,li&ve 
the^e mallisnant staternsnts- ' flung,iln 
their tee"th,' and the public misledv^as 
to the real state- of affairs. If Mr. 
O'Sullivan has any knowledge of pVo- 
fessionalism in Vancouver he wohld 
be conferring a favor on tho Thistle 
club and on .the. Soccer league by giv- 
ing the public the hencflt of his infor- 
mation.

lict. Slie was a new .steauiei' boi-nl 
from fialvoston, Tt-xas, witli a c:irq:')

Ifft her off the Irish coast ow inij io 
tlio provisions and c.oa. havin.g run 
short. They landed near 15onegal, 
making a fair trip in the boats, )>ut 
had a trying time after landin.g, one 
man succumbing to privations en- 
dured in !i ten mile walk over the 
mountains. 

AVlien they reported the abandon- 
ment of the steamer, a large lleet of 
salvaiTo steauior.s, tugs and other craft 
went to sctik her. The search was 
unsuocoKsful for some- time and all 
; steamers arriving from the ocean were 
i^'ea^erly; a-waited, but none brought 
sp'-nvoEtl of the missing vessel for two or 
Vthiee' weeks when the steamer Mary- 
s';' v'.land arrived and reoorted having had 

■ ■ ■ lien iii. to'vv for ,a time, but that she 
v v had lost her owing to the hawser 
i ' .paifting-in a gale,v It was March, and 

heavy storms 'occurred durins the 
greater p.trt of the month. Mean- 
while the searching flotilla scoured 
the ocean off the Trish coast. 

The William .Tolliffo had soent throe 
weeks .'^winging about the higli seas 
when slio out into a .■^mafl ]iort on the 
Irish coast for orders. i-Tcr regular 
master, Capt. Clare. w;js ill at Ijiver- 
pool when sl\o starLcd. ;\nd she was 
ordered homo ,to the ;Mersoy to coal 
and provision. It seems tl'.at a tip 
had been brought to the sick sea cap- 
tain by some fisliermen he h.id be- 
friended. Capt. Clare, who died in Oc- 
tober last, 'in givin.g his account of the 
matter said ho had during his leisure 
worked out the tides, currents, pro- 
vailing \vinds, etc , but It was gener- 
ally- undor.stood that a fisherman, 
hat in' hand lind stood on the carpet of 
the tu.gbont owners and told of sight- 
ing the derelict far north of where the 
fleet was searching. 

The salvage tug when she loft Uv- 
erpool started north innnediatcly, 
leaving the other vessels to c<mtinue 
to scour the seas off the Irish coast. 
She had fliled her big hunkers and 
,1 was well-provisioned, and it was 
!?. .evident to the crew at once that Capt. 

• Clare knew what he was doing when 
lie started northward. Par up toward 
the Iceland coast the tug steamed and 
one morning as the grey dawn 'showed 
on the dull grey sea, the derelict was 
sigh led swinging hull down In the 
trough of the distant sea. Some ot 
the sailors of the tng danced a. Jig on 
the wet decks, hats were ' thrown up, 
and there was considerable joy; for 
the vessel was the rich prize they\vere 
seeking. 

The Willinm .jolliffe ran well oyer 
to the T.och Maree and put n boat's 
crew on hoai-d.

The Sappho is a twin screw pro- 
tected cruiser of the ihird class of 
3,400 tons displacement,' and with 7,000 
indicated horse power. She is com- 
mended by Capt, Michael II.

The Sappho was built in 1801-3 at 
Poplar at a cost of .C t7(i.Sl;!. and is 300 
feet long, 43 feet beam. i(i'.-j teet deep, 
with total displac(!nieiit ot O.tiSI tone.

She hit, drew 
away and hit again, after ^ which the 
ships separated. 

"The damage to the lightshlij whl 
amount -to about $6,000. H er galley- 
house was smashed, thirty feet of her 
bulwarks wrecked and a section of the 
ship above the water line torn out. 
Had she been an. ixm vessel she prob- 
ably would have sunk." 

' BATTLES HIP F OR TEST 

H. M. S. Collossus to Be Used to Test 
Effect of Explosions in 
Magazines 

Following the programme of using 
olil liattleships to test war conditions 
the II. M. S. Collossus iji, tp.'Jbe used 
bv the British admiralty Ho 'test maga- 
zine conditions In modem warships. 
This is. a Tesult of the terrible acci- 
dent In the French battleship .lena, a t 
Toulon early last yeitr caused by 
the explosion of powder in the maga- 
zines. A committee was appointed by 
the admiralty iilter the disaster to ex- 
amine the system of storing oxiilosives 
in British warships. One outcoino of 
this comniittei-'s worlc lias beon the lit- 
tiiig of a coolliig apparatus in the 
ship's niiiga/anc, Init the committee is 
not yet sa.tU<li(^(l that absolute safety 
has been insiircil. 

In order to a.s.-ji.st it in its resean.-he.s 
the iidmiralty has iihn cd the Colossus 
at its disposal. 'I''h<! (."oiussus is t.i be; 
litterl with magiizincs similar to those 
In modern battleships, and these are 
to be stored with cordite, Lyddite and 
other exiilosives usi-d in the navy.

LIGHT LUMBER CUT 
FOR THE PAST YEAR 



Figures Show R Heavy Reduc- 
♦ tion as Compared With 
Year of 1906 



Vancouver, Jan. 11. — Three hundred 
and soveiitoen million feet of lumber 
was BoUl last vooi- by tho coast mills 
of British Columbia, alid 178,000,000 feet 
by tho mountain ■mills, or an aggregate 
of 495,065,223 feet for the entire prov- 
ince. This is a heavy falling off from 
lUOC. These figures liavo been carefidly 
computed by tlioso interested in logging. 
Tho figures are not claimed as exact, 
but as a very near approximate of the 
sales for the. year. 

Tlie: inland papers state that at the 
beginning of 190G there was a stock of 
lumber on hand amounting to .S8, 000, 000 
feet. Tliero was cut duVing the year 
400,000,000 feet, of which 280,000,000 was 
put tlirough by tho fifty mills connected 
with the Mountain Lumber association, 
leaving 120,000,000 feet in tho woods 
and wii.tor. The slock on hand at the 
end of tho season was 190,000,000. Thus 
tho sales were but 178,000,000 feet, a 
decrease from tiie figures of tho prev- 
ious year, b'or tin; year 190S there is 
therefore 100.000,000 feet stock on hand, 
■1,200,000 I'eot in tlio woods' and water 
and about 1.000,000 to be logged, giving 
a total pos.siblo output of 410,000,000 feet 
more than double tho sale of the. prev- 
ious season. 

On tho coast it has been estimated 
that ,10,000,000 foot have been taken 
from Dominion lands, which added to 
liie 1711,000,000 feet sold in the moun- 
tains, makes 228,000,000 feet. Tho stock, 
on hand in . ttio- beginning., of .the year 
on thb doost waB''100;000,OOOifeet, the ac- 
tual scale of logs for the year was 407,- 
005,223, or a total of 507,005,223. There 
are logs in tlio water Including boqms 
at Harrison, Nimkish, and other north- 
ern rivers, 100,000,000 foot, while there 
is SO. 000, 000 feet of dumber in the mill 
yards. The total unsold Is 240,000,000, 
which subtracted from 507,065,223, cut 
an on »liand, leaves a balance of sold 
lumber for the coast of 207,005,223 foot. 
This amount, plus the 50,000,000 feet 
cut off tho Pomlnlon lands, and the 178,- 
000,000 sold in the mountains, makes the 
grand aggreg,'ite of the sale of lum- 
ber in British Columbia during -1907, 
reach 495,065,223 feet.

"How many eonvor.slons 
havo you been responsible for while 
enjoying this blessed state'.'" was the 
Instant test question of Mr. Moody, 
am sure I cannot say, sir," "Then you 
had better get down — you are too high 
up; God loveth the humble." The 
great evangelist's ' advice might well 
be taken any day 'by ' many who; seem 
to have but meagre- comprehension of 
the scope and claims i'bf ^Christian cit 
izenship. ; ! ; ; ^ .' ' 

Jesus Christ preached a practical 
religion and in ahe Golden Rule, the 
sermon in tho Mount," Parables, M ir 
acles and His Own Life and Deatli 
and Ressurectiort 'elaborated his ben- 
ellcent principles '-.for ' the betterment 
of inankirid:),7^'e. aire in God's world 
today, and ' consequently in tho realm 
of practical politics, and there is much 
that wo made do to help alleviate the 
suffering and need of our brother men. 
It lis a sad rollection on ClU'lstianity 
to intimate that as Chrisllans "we arc 
in the world, but not of it" to excuse 
ourselves from the tasks that are ap- 
parent. Certainly tliey are dillicult, 
and ho who would have staunch prin- 
ciples, and have the courage of his 
convictions to sound them and fight 
for them, must expect oppo.sitlon. 
Christianity itself was vainly created 
in keen, bloody opposition to tlio truth 
but tho apostles and early fatlior.-i 
cared not for opposition in faith — 
they fought their way through to vic- 
tory. 

It is ours today tb emulate their 
example and realize that ours Is not a 
religion of negotlsiii, but position and 
practical. It is riot that we should 
seek the line of least resistance, but 
have intelligent convictions andstren- 
uously struggle for tbeli' existence in 
fact lu men's lives and .th^ community. 
Walter Bftbcbck .oatcflies'-^he thought 
and passes iti' en Iji strong 'verse:

Today wo need men of action 
to do things tfu^elflshly for their fel- 
low men. ' Itliigsley, the Utopian 'stu-

One grand, sweet song." 

This programme la a broad one. It 
Is, all inclusive. Its, pnlic.v is broad- 
minded. It sinks seifisli individualism 
and seeks the greatest good for the 
greatest number. Such principles will 
obviato the need for the many argu- 
ments about personal liberty which 
often are ahe personification of self- 
ishness. 

Studying to bring, about such , a con- 
dition of government ini%;Cpi9munlty 
will make me'n stude£t5p^6f<;i4ffairs. 
They will .think, and thinfeingi'ih^n' are 
.in tre'rriendous demand ',:tbdayr The 
tendency is to accept' ttiji; t'hlnkitng of 
others as final, and thus 6b'minunltles 
and men lose the genius for con- 
structing reasonable, rational, health- 
ful government. 

Christian men must malic their con- 
tribution of time and thought to this 
great all import.ant topic. In Canada 
wo believe in the democratic principle 
of government of the people, for tho 
people, by the people and tho best 
thought and experience must bo 
brought to bear upon the problems in- 
volved. 

It is easy to elaborate on these needs, 
but two points especially need tn be 
emjihaslzed- 

The sacn-edness of the ballot .is an 
important theme. Too f^vy men' have 
a vision of this importance. Too. many 
men prostitute this their inalienable 
birthright for. a few paltry dollars, a 
drink of whiskey or some form of the 
wretched patronage system. When will 
men learn that the ballot. Is a gacred 
gift. and; is for- the . expression of a 
man's best self In the interests of his 
community and country? Today men' 
.seemingly tolerate with good grace tho 
base appeals of candidates to vote for 
thom instead of relying on their judg- 
ment and treating such a request as 
an Insult to intelligence and free 
choice. If thinking men, would thus 
reply to narrow-gauge, self-'seeklng 
politicians the practice would; soon 
end. 

Then, too, tho time has come, es- 
pecially in our municipal elections, to 
remove party lines and prejudices and 
choose the man whose career is the 
cleanest, whoso brain is clearest, and 
whoso backbone Is strongest. Vacil- 
lating weak characters abhor in spite 
of their pious pi-etinisions. Support 
the man of character who hews to the 
line without fear or. favoir.-. 'Wbon a 
man bids for the votes of all parties 
and elements and trim<|.. his sails to 
catch every favorable breeze« watch 
him, trust him not.. All honor . to the 
man who' makes enefmies' because of 
his staunch 'prinblples; he can bo 
trusted In- an emergency and is worthy 
of support. ' - ~ 

The call, of today and of this great 
vast west is for men of calibre and 
independent virile thought, that be- 
.spoaks more backbone than wishbone. 
Wo might well respond to the heart 
appeal of Joslah Gilbert Holland: 
"God give us men! A time like this

It's a strange aggregation of freaks 
and genuine old-time moss-backs, to 
be sure, is that which calls Itself the 
"Property Owners' Association" of our 
city.

There is, however, a rather amusing 
side to one of its 'recent efforts. When 
the voters' lists were being made up 
some of the leading spirits of this as- 
sociation hustled around and had the 
names of all their lady friends added to 
the list of voters, securing in the ag- 
gregate a hundred names, or there- 
abouts. Later they discovered that 
what they called "those Hunter and 
Crosley people up at the churches" had 
added some five or six hundred names 
to tho list, whereupon they turned 
arovmd and employed a lawyer to go 
Into ttie courts' and try to have re- 
mb'ired froni "the" list 'not, only those 
added at tho churches but those put 
on by themselves.'as,. well.'. . They were 
evidehtly In favor of telhaie,. suffrage 
while they thought the game was going 
thoir way, and it was ihot until they 
found themselves beaten at their own 
game that their views on that question 
underwent a radical change. Wo can 
feel some respect for a genuine old 
moss-back who tells us that he does 
not believe in female sitffrage and will 
have nothing to do with it, for we feel 
that while he Is'-wrong in his views ho 
is at least -cobslstent; but who, can 
have any respect for a crowd of this 
kind. 

Why is It, too, that the members of 
the Property Owners' association are 
.so opposed to having those women vote 
whose names were put on "at the 
churches " Why do they fear that 
particular vote? There is certainly 
something very suggestive as well as 
very suspicious in the attitude of these 
gentlemen in this matter. Let the read- 
er.declde for himself what it ls.„-

OF CHARLES WESLEY 

Interesting to a Large Circle 
. Outside the Methodist 
" " Community""-,

The bl-centeii£try oi the birth of 
Charles Wesley, wliich look placo on 
Doceniber 18th, 1307, is of Interest to' u 
much larger circle than that compris- 
ing tht! Jilothodist community. For 
the author of "Jesus, I^over of My 
Soul" and ."Hark, the Herald Angels 
■Sing"— to mention only two of his best 
Ichown compositions — has a refutation 
tluit .ls aa extensive as Chrlstianltj-. 
In hymns like theae.and many others 
ho ihaai hot only transcended the nar- 
rower, bpuridarles of the sects, and 
r,ea&h'ed**0'a.'regloh'iOi^^^^^^^^^^ to 
theSt'-an/ il3'Ut'-:hfi> -r' h^^^ > j^uqceeded In 
giving^ a* ;genultt,e-:'literaryk: expression 
t6 tlle l^indamefttstlHruth^ of vital re- 
ligion. If it were pesslble at any time 
that Christianity fihoulS" die , out .;Xrom 
tho'human race, tliefe'ls novdottbt'that 
much of his .■sacred verse would ho 
preserved by future ages as represen- 
tative and beautiful specimens of a 
certain class of literatare very niucli 
in vogue amongst the religiou.H people 
of tlie eighteenth century in England. 

Charles Wesley was the thini son of 
the Rev. Samuel Wealoy, rector of Ep- 
worth, in L.liicoln.'^hirc, where he, -as 
well as Ills two brothers, Samuel and 
John, was born.. They were all or- 
dained ministers of tlu> Church ol' 
Englan,d, and the three. sons also in- 
herited their ■. father's poetical talent. 
But Charles.,, possessed gifts whlcli 
placed, him far. beyond thp bthermem- 
• berg.'of-hls lamlly, and which ejititled 
him to- rank fis one of tlie most re- 
niarkable writers of hymns of .whom 
wre : have any record; ' 
:;J' HlS:.flrst-.J{nown-po6m; -curiously en- 
ough; is a metrical, letter addressed to 
his sister' Martha in donneotlbn with 
her' contemplated m&.rrifl;ge>wlth' a cer- 
tain Mr. Hall. This gl6ntlema:n was 
evidently of a very vaclllatlns- and 
Impressionable disposition. •For. meet- 
, ing.Mlss Martha Wesley in London, ho 
immediately fell in love with her, pro- 
posed marriage to her, and was ac- 
cepted. And shortly afterwards, but 
before the engagement was announced, 
visiting the family at Epvvorth, he bo- 
came so infatuated witli her si.=ter 
ICe^zy that he could not refrain from 
making a similar proijosltion to her. 
Thus it came to pass that ho was en- 
gaged at the same time to the two 
ulsters, with the result that when .he 
resumed his intercourse with the first 
lady of his choice, and she in due 
course gave notice of her intended 
wedding, she was ruthlessly and un- 
sparingly denounced by her family for 
trying to steal; her. -isister's promised 
: husband. It was ' under these strange 
s-clrcumstances.. that i the .future hymn- 
W.rlter discovered his poetical powers, 
and, hot knowing the true facts of the 
case, sent a strong letter, of . expostu- 
lation in verse to his sister Martha. 
It was, however, a wasted effort, for 
Martha's defence was incontrovertible. 
Kezay .immediately relinquished Mr. 
Hall, and Martha, probably fearing any 
further inconstancy , on his ,part,of . a 
more sericBi'a' . nature; ' took "'prompll 



measures to secure liim in the bonds 
of matrimony. The match did not 
xn'ovo successful, for Mr. Hall, as 
might have been expected from his 
conduct in the matter just related, 
turuc'd nut to be a very unsatisfactory 
husband. 

This incitloiit took place in the year 
'1734, and we hear nothing more of 
Charles's poetical work until 1739, 
wlien. at tlie age of thirty-two, ho 
joined v.itU his brother .Tohn in pub- 
llsiiing- tlio llrst of tlieir celebrated 
hymn-book.s under the title of "Hymns 
and Silvered Poems."

He died on the 29th March, 1788, in 
Ills olghty-flrst year, and was burled 
in the churchyard of St. lilary-le-bone, 
London. 

Though 117 years have now elapsed 
since his death the s.taten3ent in . his 
epitaph regarding" liis . poetlcar. work;

Testing Cars for tho Desert 
During his stay at Dunbar the Sir- 
dar, Sir Francis . Wlngate,. has been 
carrying out experiments 'with a view 
of obtaining a type of motor car suit- 
able for use in tho Egyptian desert. 
Oyer a portion of. the sands at Bel- 
haven, near Dunbar, recently tests 
were made with a motor par which has 
been .specially . cortsttucted. ■ fbr Sir 
Francis. 

Tlic car, wliich has wheels of excep- 
tional dimensions, was lirst talcen over 
a stretch of very heavy sand, into 
which it o-ank from nine Inches to 
twelve inches, and it got along well at 
a speed of about six miles an liour. 

Tlie next test v/as over a stretch of 
tile heaviest sand, and after proceed- 
ing some distance the wheels kidded, 
and the car had to be extricated by 
tho aid of planks. 

In the third test the car again be- 
came imbedded in a sand bed, but was 
also sot out. On the whole the tests

Many influences have contributed to 
bring about the prevalent unrest In 
India, Ijiil there was one immediate 
predi.sposing cause which .seems to be 
already half forgotten lu JSngland. 4I 
i mean tho circumstances attending the 
I departure of Lord Curzon. It doea not 
I matter whether ijord Curzon.was right 
I or wrong upon tho Issue which led lo 
his resignation, though those with the 
i best oi)portunitieK of judging are now 
beglning to realize tliat he was prob- 
ably right. Still less does it matter 
whether ho was 111 requited for his 
brilliant services to India. It is the 
ollice, and not the man, that matters 
chiefly in this Instance. People in 
England do not fully i;rasp the way 
in whlth the viceroy h-.slUs largely In 
tho imagination of the Indian, popula- 
tion. He is the. kihg.-e'iti'perbr's vice- 
gerent, the clibsen rcpresbntativo of 
the distant monarch, whom.' all men 
hold in a certain awe. He typifies, 
and Is tlio outward embodiment of 
the whole administration. Any inci- 
dent wliich weakens his ollice. %\'hlcli 
suggests to the million tliat he is as 
prone to overthrow and defeat as any 
ihumblo man, must inevitably react 
upon tho whole machinery ot gov- 
ernment. These tendencies were ■ in- 
tensllied a hundredfold in tho case of 
Lord Curzon, because he was the 
strongest Viceroy India had known for 
llfty years. When it dawned upon the 
people that ev6n' an exalted Tpersonage 
of his ideemlng omnipotence might be 
driven froin his high ofhco, it made 
them, think. It does. -not do to beldttlo 
the prestige of the viceregal position. 
IJvil was bound to ensue from the 
events of 1905, and it has conic. An 
almost equally unfortunate se(iuel was 
the sudflen disappearance of Sir Banip- 
fylde Fuller from Eastern Bengal. 
Tlic (.Calcutta agitators believed thai 
his overthrow had been brought about 
by their activities. "If - a llentcnant- 
governor, why not a whole method of 
adniinidtration?" was their line of 
reasoning. Sir. Bampfylfla Fuller's de- 
parture was '■ anbther ' regrettable bl u n - 
dor. 

These, liowever, are iminediate 
causes. Far larger inlluences lie be- 
hind. Principal among- these is the rise 
of .liipan into a groat power, which ha.s 
brought about a sllrriiig of dry bones 
all over Asia. The reformers in India 
only see the results In the Jar, east; 
they do not realize the distance , -wliich 
divides them from compact, united Jar- 
pan, with its capacity for organization 
and self-^sacriflce, and its burning spirit 
o£ pra.etlcal, silent patriotism. In- the 
! Punjab the. ravages of ..plague have 
i constituted' an almbstjiihiiercelved but 
i potent - factpr 'in^.-inducing discontent,

The cayaco nut is found' growing in great 
abundance in this locality but no where else for hundreds of miles, up or down the coast. 
The trees jjvoduce great clusters of nuts about the size of a green walnut and grow on 
bunches practically the same as bananas, each bunch weighing from 40 pounds to 70 
pounds. 

The meat of the nut yields according to the analysis of Professor Byers, bend che- 
mist of the University of 'Washington, 47.4 pure cocoanut oil and the nut itself will burn 
like a candle, so high Is the percentage ; of oil, This product at the present time Iirings 
$21 per cargo or mule load, or 7c per pound in Acapulco. I'rom hero It Is shipped to the 
manufacturers of fine soap who use It in preference to all other oils or J'ats. "The demand 
is always greatly in e.Nco.ss of the supply, so that high prices always prevail. It requires 
40" years for the trees to eonio into bearing. It then bears from two to four clusters of 
nuts per annum for ;i00 years. There arc more than 500,000 trees on this property, each 
of which will yield .'50c per annum when tlic nuts are properly gathered and preserved. 
The nut is very similar in apijearaiice to tliat of a lilacic walnut, the shell being very 
hard, w'nilo the kernel or meat is solid and when slielied, about the size of a Pecan. At 
tho present time they are cracked by tlio natives with rocks, a'-'very slow, expeftsi-ve and 
tedious .1ob. AVith iiiodeni machinery for the cracking of these nuts the revenije derived 
from them will bo large and they •will be one of our most profitable crops.

There are seVepal 'reasons for. this, 
the strongest of which Is tho splendid 
knowledge, vpossessed by Mr. AVither- 
spoori'. of-i.'modern, a.-i well as classical 
composers' works, added to which he 
is tho possessor of a tremendous rep- 
ertoire, and Is a fluent linguist, and a 
composer himself. 

Take for examiile the programs 
which he is singing on bis present 
tour of the west; a group of old mel- 
dles, including English and old Irish 
songs, a group of French songs, in- 
cluding Hahn's celebrated monotone 
composition, "La Paix"; a group ot 
modern songs In English from the pens 
of Albert Mack, Sidney Homer, Her- 
man Lohr and a pastorale by Sara 
Wilson. 

His programs always open with an 
oratorio selection, and include one or 
more operatic arias from Wagner, 
Mozart, Verdi, and very often a selec- 
tion from Mascagnl or Leoncavallo.

If 
the gnat were IncieaBed In size until It 
was as larKO an the Australian crane, 
and it tho u-liiKS of the Inseet were en- 
larged to maintain the rn-oportlon they 
now bear to Its body, they would he 
about one hundred and fil'ty times larger 
than the ciaiu 's. 

It requlreH .l.lla .sipiare feet of wing 
.nrea per pound to lloat Iho liaiilc swal- 
low. l)iit to sustain the tawny vulturo!, 
a monstrous bird In comparison, requires 
only .nS oC a square toot of wln^- surl'ace 
per pound of Ijoily. The albatross, 
%veighlng riKhteen pounds, has a apiead 
of wing 11 feet 11 Inches, while Iho 
trumpeter swan, wolKliIng twenty-eight 
pounds, has a spread of wing only . 8 
feet. The stork weighs eight times 
inoro than the pigeon, but In proportion 
has only half as much wing surface. —

Disputes wore more numer- 
ous in tho building trades than in any 
other- twontv-nlno out of 138 having 
occurred- Tho next highest was in the 
metal trades. In whlcli there were 
twenty-one disputes. 

Nearly half the whole number of 
strikes In tlie Dominion took place in 
the province of Ontario, sixty-one out 
of 138 strikes having occurred tlicro. 
Fifty disputes ended in favor of the 
omployors, and forty-one in ,favor of 
the employees. compromises being 
reached in twenty-tiireo other casei. 

The total number of fatalities to 
wm-kpcople was 1,107, as compared 
witli 931 for the year l!)Oij, an increase 
of nearly twenty jior cent.

He" of- 
ten thought ,that.'.those. wJid looked at 
them,.'frdrii^i9,crpS3;"rthe seia, were ynvy 
apt to mis^'trderstahd'the position of a 
Sovereign 'Irii-this/.tfdiintrjr.^L:^^ 
monarch .■'^isv''a.."oojnBte 
arch, '-there Hvjire is'tfriie'ipeople \vho as- 
sumed that he ' took no. part, took no 
initiative. In the -business of govern- 
ment. There never was a more pro- 
found mistake. He liellevcd that in 
[ill countries, whatever the theory of 
tholr constitutions, the tendency of 
tho day wa.? that the King should act 
aS tho expression, and i as no more 
than the expression In his course of 
action, of the wishes of the people 
whom he ruled. That was so even 
under even the most absolute forms 
ot monarchy. \ nioiiareli hiid nowa- 
days to. study closcl.v the tendencies 
and tho liabits of mind and aic res.i- 
lution of Ills people. Beyond tho 
wishes of his people he could not go, 
oven uiuini- the least democratic , of 
m.-idern eonslitutions. 

With llioiii in tiiis country tlio ma- 
chinery worked smoothly, and not the 
less smnotlily because they gave no 
delliiition of the relation of tiie parts 
t.) one aiiollier. Tho government of 
lliis eouiiti-y Wiis one whole. The liet- 
ter the Sovereign and the greater the 
.Siivei i.'l.nii, the more Initiative did he 
and could he show, because his grout- 
ne.?s coii.--iste<l in tlii.s: tiiat lie liiiew 
adcqu.'itely how to interpret tho spirit 
and wishes of Ids jieople (cheers). 
And he thought one cliaraetori.stic of 
the King was the ,!.cifr lie had for ia- 
teipreling tlic puldic mind (applause), 
lie was deejiiy interested In educa- 
tion, the Army, tlie Navy, In foreign 
;ilTairs, and in every department of 
governniont./ And in all of these his 
great qualltjr was tho Capacity, of tak- 
ing the initiative and yet being In 
e(uiiplcto harmony, not only with his 
ministers, but wUh his parliament anti 
witli his people. Now, when tho con- 
stitutional Sovereign had tho gift of 
doing that he was the greatest of all 
soverislgns. (applause). He had tho 
nation behind hl,m, and his action was 
tho aCtiiJn of the nation. Ho had 
touched on this delicate topic because 
ho thought that there w;is a great 
deal i)f iiiisunderstandfng in tlu! mliuls 
of people who did not know tlie ;-eal 
nature of that delicate organization, 
their fjoiistltntloii. Its laws wcro un- 
written, but they were none the less 
real, and they were laws wliieli gave 
freedoii of initiative to tlie man who 
kne-,v how to idontify hliiiself with the 
\vli6le and tlie whole with liimsolf. 

It was just in so far as a sovereign 
succeded in doing tliat that a sover- 
elKii was great, and ho thought that 
tho.v had had no greater sovereign 
tha.t.i the ( iii! who now occupied the 
tbriAio (cheers).

Small Business in American 
Stocks— Money Market 
Much Easier 



-London, Jan. 11.^ — Business on the 
stock exchange this week did not ex- 
pand to such an extent as had been 
hoped. The- advent of cheaper money 
brought out a number of new Issues, 
which affected existing securities ad- 
versely, and although there -vvas fair 
amount of investment buying of col- 
onial and other trustee stocks, the 
gilt-edged section of the market closed 
fractionally lower than last week. 

American rallrads experienced some 
rather sharp movements under pre- 
ferentliii options. The biisfiicss of 
yesterday showed prices of the Pa- 
cific stocks, as well as Reading and 
B. O., several points above last Sat- 
urday's close, but today another set- 
back occurred and cuiotations were 
left irregular. Compared with last 
wecl<, Chicago , Milwaukee and St. 
Paul was 5, Heading and U. P. each 
;i points lower. There was little pub- 
lic buying id , tills section during tlie 
week, ill spife'of the improvement in 
the monetary situation in the United 
States, it being generally thou.glit 
that litiuidatlon will go on for some 
time yet, while rumors regarding the 
financial condition of the .Southern 
and I'ji'ie roads create an unfavorable 
Imjiression. 

Foreigners on the week moved gcn- 
erall.y upward on good support from 
the continent, and the reduction in 
the rate of discount of the Hank of 
France assisted in the weel-c-end cheer- 
fulness. Monetary conditions have 
improved considerably, not onl.v Ik rc, 
tiut in the other markets, and this 
caused a sharp drop In dlscou.it atcs, 
which was fidlo\ved by the rcdiction 
made by the Bank of I'^'rance, iind 
created the firm belief th.at G.-.-rmany 
will follow suit on Alonday and the 
Bank of I-jnglaad next week. 

Tile reserve of the l^ank of Ungl.and, 
whicli is now over ,C -i-l, 000,000, will 
probably be augnieiited by fresh gold 
arrivals and cash returns from the 
country, but in some tiuarters it is 
considered imprudent to further re- 
duce the bank's rate pending further 
announcement of the resumption of 
cash payments Ijy the American 
banks.

'.To many people' Who 'have/been folr 
lowing- the Druce-Portland case it 
may be Intere.sting to recall cases 
where the last resting places of great 
men have been di.sturbed for various 
reasons. ' ' 

W. P. Frith, R.A., tells of a relic 
which wa.i once shown him by an of- 
tlclal of St. George's Chapel, "Wind.sor 
— a frtigment of the llesh of Gharle.s I., 
enshrined in a locket, and 'the story I 
it.s owner told of it was this: "When' 
ho was a lad he accompanied hi.s mas- ! 
tor and George IV. into the vaults of I 
Windsor Castio to open the collin of j 
the 'Martyr King.' The head had been 
removed for George's close insiiection. 
After the head had been restored to 
I'Jie cotlin th(^ boy discovered on the 
floor a piece of flesh, which ho quietly 
secured and preserved, all jhis life as a 
precious relic of ■ the unhappy 'king."' : 

Tlie head.. of Ch^rlps'. grea|, enemy, 
Cromwell, met. ■with much more Irrev- 
erent treatment. After- -the la'te Pro- 
tector's remains had Tseen' dug up 
from their /b'iirlal place at Tyburn his 
head wa'S 'exposed for twonty-live 
years on the top of Westminster Hall 
un'tll one stormy night It was blown 
down and was picked up by a sentry 
who, hiding It under his cloak, took It 
homo and secreted It In the chimney 
corner. It was later sold to a man 
named Russell, one of whoso needy 
descendants exhibited it in a place 
near Clare Market. By him it was 
sojd to Jamej Co.x, owner of a mus- 
eum, who in turn parted with it for 
£230 to three men who exhibited It in 
Mead Court, Bond Street, at half a 
crown a head, and after further 
strange vicissitudes. It caiiie into tho 
possession of a medical iiiaii named 
Wilkin.son, in whose family It remain- 
ed a revered possession down to our 
own tUne. 

Rare Ben Jonson's grave was open- 
ed at dead of night in...Dean Buck- 
land's time, with 'the ' Object-Tpf. ascer- 
taining whether or .not 'lie -had been 
burled upright.. A. collecting maniac 
Who had been jjerinUted to be. present 
Wertamp . his reverence ^or Ben's re- 
ipalns to the extent of carrying away 
some relics,; and it , was. only after a 
threat of public , exposure that they 
were ultimately restored. The Vener- 
able Bede's liones were dug up 'some 
centuries afftr his death by d iiioiik 
named Alfrq/S, who exposed them to 
public view, and then carried them to 
the monastey at Durham, where, in 
company with those of his pupil, St. 
Cuthbert, they were found in later 
years huddled up In a suck. 

.Tames 11. 's cotlin Itiy in tho church 
of the English Beneillctines in Paris 
until the days of, tho J'-rench Revolu- 
tion, when the lead wa.-J .stripped from 
it for conversion into bullets before It 
was put underground. Edward IV.'s 
tomb at Windsor was opened about 
the same time, and his skeleton iwas 
found shetithed In lead, with wisps of 
brown hair tis fresh in appearance as 
if they had just been removed from a 
living head; and when Henry IV.'s 
remains were brought to light seven- 
ty-four years ago b's- bearded face 
was described as almost lifelike In ap- 
poiiranco. 

. . Edward J.'s. Jomb was opened in 
1774 at tlie reciuest of the Society of 
Antiquaries, and liis body in it.s royal 
I'oljps and with a sceptre in the left 
hand was alnicst untouched by time ; 
the actual height of Longshank^, by 
the way, was found to bo (i feet 2 in- 
ches. A fe-w. years ■ later King .lohn's 
body was disclosed- In equal preserva- 
tion, a.nd with a corroded sword by 
ills side; and in 1888 the brave heart 
of coeur de Uon wa,s found beneath 
the cathedral of Roiien, enclosed in 
two leaden' c^taketsi and still retaining 
its shape more than six centuries af- 
ter it had ceased to beat. — Tit-Bits.

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The Problem of the Songhees Reserve 



HEif spectacle of a community of 
: 30,CK»0 v souls -being g baffl^ in-; 
their endeavors to reriiove from 
their path a great obstacle to 
civic growth and expansion by a 
small group of Indians, is suf- 
ficient warrant for some at- 
tempt at comprehending the 
exact situation as it is today in 
respect to the Songhees. reserve problem and 
the duty of the peoplewof i Victoria in regard 
thereto. ■ 
, ^ At various times during the last quarter o'f 
- -a century determined' efforts have been exert- 
ed by certain . public '{bqdies t in Victoria and 
agents of the Government in the direction of 
inducing the Indians to consent to take up an- 
other domicile and accept adequate remunera- 
tion for the relinquishment of their present 
abode. While these attempts have all proved 
abortive, it has never been suggested, either 
by the Indians,' or those acting in their behalf, 
that the city was not justified, in view of all 
,;,;;the circumstances, in pressing for the opening ' 
.t|otv;'(ii^';resei^ There .is, indeed, absolute un- 
r;':animity among all parties on a most important 
'■■'pointY-^the wisdom and desirability of the re- 
■maining members of the.^onghees tribe— about 
100 in number — removin'g'*ir6m ' the confines 
. ,of the municipality. 

It has, of course, been universally recbg- 
nized that, inasmucli as the Indians were 
granted the use of the land in question by the 
terms of a solemn treaty, the legal difficulties 
to be overcome were of the most serious char- 
acter. ,It would be extremely foolish for a lay- 
rnai; ,to ' attempt to.;tmra7el- any legal tangle, or 
'sfeek.everi. to stateiithe exact. status of this' case 
■in respect to the'Indjans' rights';J but:one ni^ 
with confidence assume ". that - a correct pro- 
nouncement upon this' phase of the matter is 
■.;the following opinion forwarded the niavor 
•and council on January 17, 1905, by W, J. Taj'- 
lor, K. C, city barrister, who,- by the way, en- 
joys more than a local reputation as a very able 
and leHrne'd lawyer: 

victoria, B. C, January 17. 1905. 
His Worship the Mayor, Victoria, B. C. 

Sir; — I liavo the lionor to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter containing request for an opinion a.s to 
,the respective rights of, (a). The Indians; (h). The 
Provincial Government; (c), The Dominion Govern- 
ment; (d). The City of Victoria, to tlio land commonlv 
•:known as tho Song-liees Indian Reserve^ stpgethgT: -with 
my views as to the best means of bringing, about' the 
■removal of the Indians. 

In reply I beg to state, that in the vear 1S50 a 
tract of land within ■which, tlie land now Ivnown as 
'the Songhees Reserve, was evidently intended tb be 
■ 'Inpluded, was coftveyed by certain Indians to tho 
Hudson's Bay Company. / 

For convenience of reference, the document of 
transfer is set forth and reads as follows: 

"Know all men, we the chiefs and pcopie 
. , of 'Kosampson Tribe who have signed our 
' > names and made our mark to this deed 
on tlie thirteenth day of April, one 
,. thousand eight hundred and fifty, do 
consent to surrender entirely and forever. 
, ., - to James Douglas, the agent of the Hudson's 
.Bay company, in Vancouver i.^iland, tliat is 
to say, for the Governor, Deputy Governor 
and Committee of tho same, the whole 01 tlio 
lands situate and lying between the Island of 
the Dead In .the Arm or Inlet of . Camoson and 
the head of . the.f^ald. inlet embracing the lands 
■ on the 'west aide and north of that line to 
Ksquiraalt; heyond the inlet three miles of the 
' CoIqnitZ' valley, and the land, on the east side 
of the arm enclosing Christmas bill and lake 
and ' the ' lands west of those ' objects. The 
condition of or understanding of- this sale is 
this, that our village sites and enclosed fields 
V are to bo kept for our own use; for the use 
,' of our children and for those who may fol- • 
V' low after us; and the land shall be properly 
surveyed hereafter. It is understood, liow- 
ever, that the land Itself with these small ex- 
ceptions becomes the entire property of tho 
white people forever; it is also understood 
that we are at liberty to hunt over the un- 
occupied lands, and to carry on our fisheries 
as formerly. Wo have received as payment 
fifty-two pounds ten shillings sterling. 

"In token vvheroof, we have signed our 
. names and made our marks at Fort Victoria 
on the thirtieth day of April, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty. 

(Sgd) Hookoowltz his X mark and 20 others 
■• "Done in the presense of (Sgd.) Alfred 
Robson Benson, M. -R. 0. -S. L., Joseph ■William 
McKay." 

This treaty extinguished tho Indian title to the 
land. It will be noted that the dp.scrii)tion of the 
land in this document is vag-ue, but sufficient defi- 
nltoness appears to make it operative. The "Western 
boundary line of tho tract has since tho treaty been 
definitely surveyed, the shores of Victoria harbor 
forming tho remaining boundary lines. 

While the verbiage of the document varies from 
that commonly used .in conveyance, it must bo re- 
membered that the document is not an ordinary con- 
veyance but a treaty and the language used, was, 
under tho circumstances, rtouhtloss aprojiriatc to the 
understanding of all parties to the compact. 
' It will also be noted that the tract "was conveyed 
subject to certain reservations in favor of the Indian.s, 
namely a right to occupy and enjoy their village .slto 
and enclosed landjs together with a right of hunting 
over the unoccupied portion of the tract conveyed 
with certain appurtenant rights of fishing. 
'J In the year 1867 (3rd April) the Hudson's Bay 
.company ; re-conveyed (with certajin exceptions not 
, ;inaterl{il;-.!to this Inquiry) Vancouver's Island to the 
Crown. ... 

At this perlodv namely, the year 1867, thitt otown be- 
came possessed of the land occupied by the Itidlans 
subject to the Inai^ns' rights therein. 
.. By clause 13,.' of the .terms of the union, under 
{Which British .Columbia entered tli.e (Confederation 
,bf Canada, it wis provided as follows: 

' "13. The^charge of the Indians' and the 
r!' trusteeship' and management 'of the:.'" lands j,.: 
.r- < ' reserved for their use atad ' benefit ishftlP be''

By section 91 oC the British North America , '-'Act, 
all crown land^ -within the various provinces were 
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vested in the respective provinces subject 'to the in- 
terests already created therein. 

At this time (1S71) the land in question became 
tho property of the province but had not then been 
definitely set apart as an Indian reserve by the 
province being uierely crown land held in right of 
the province aabjuct to Llie occupation rights of the 
Indians, the precedure proscribed by clause 13, for 
tlie creation of a-, reserve after confederation; is set 
forth in tlie latter part of the clause and ia shortly 
as foUow.s. • 1 ■»; 

(a) Application by the Dominion therefor - to- tho 
province. • '''' 

(b) Absent of tho province thereto ' '. 

(c) .Failing an agreement between the province 
and the Dominion li refei:ence to th« . secretary ' of 
state for the colonies 

Since confederation, so far as I have been able to 
ascertain upon enquiry and search at the govern- 
ment offices, Victoria, the Dominion has novor for- 
mally made, application, to the province for a convey- 
ance of the lajid nor .has the province ever executed 
a conveyance thereof to the Dominion nor- yet Set it 
apart as an Indistn reserve. Aa a matter, of .fact, over 
since confederation, the. Dominion government has 
exercised administrative control of the, Songhees In- 
dians without'-th^ ireserve having been ' formally 'Crt^- 
• ated for such purposes. However it has been judicially 
■ declfired that neither 'the province nor the Dominion

The reasons applied In order to exclude as against 
tho Indians the operation of the rule against per- 
petuity of estate do not it seems to me. apply to 
questions relating to the after di.sposition of such es- 
tate. In ono case the Indians were treated as an in- 
dependent body upon a pl.ane of equality for the pur- 
pose of contracting whereby the Hud.son's Bay com- 
pany secured the good will of the Indians as well as 
title, to the land. The Indians in turn by the words of 
the treaty secured certain rights and privileges for 
themselvca and .their descendants. After the treaty 
the Indians passed under the 'control, became wards 
of and dependent, upon the crovyTj- for- protection and 
fulfillment of . those rights^' One privilege retained 
was 'a- personal right of 'occupation o'f the land pos- 
sessed by each Indian. NeUher -within the terms of 
the treaty nor v^ithout its terms un'der existing law, 
may an Itidlan or number of Indian^ dispose of the 
rights of other IniJians, whether it^. ease or in futuro. 
■iBven -if every Indian ll-ving should sell' his or her re- 
'spective • occupation right ana? the: Dominion Tjgovern' 




Now, no one disputes that ■m;;this..:they,; are- 
acting -within their 'exacfe.frightSi.;.nor-;ithat,-:' ex-^ 
cept for the gravestr.reasonsi'vvourd'it'be jlisti- 
.fiable.to suggest. that they should be interfered 
with in that attitude.' v But they themselves 
tacitly admit, by their consent to the opening 
of negotiations, that such grave reasons exist. 
And the questipn; naturally arises. How long, 
under these circumstances, will a. situation 
working such a serious disability to the com- 
munity be permitted to cofltirjue? 

Quite recently we have been told that it 
would be 'most unwise and impolitic at the 
present juncture to discuss publicly tliis mat- 
ter; that ne^-otiations looking to a settlement 
were still being earned on by the federal gov- 
ernment, and that a harsh word at tliis' time, 
might undo all that 'has been accomplished in 
the direction -of; solvirigca very .delicate pro^- 
..I'^iti. ..... ,. ■ -, .■. , ' 




are bound by alleged acts of acquiescence on the 
part of various officers of departments which are 
not brought homo to or authorized by the iiroper 
executive or artmlni.strative organs of tho respective 
governments and are not manifested by ordcr-in- 
council or other authentic testimony; so that .acts of 
control over the Indians by tho Dominion in no wise 
affect the question of title. 

The Hudson's Bay company as absolute lords and 
proprietors of the territory (.'jubject only to tho sov- 
ereign dominion of the crown) accepted surrender of 
the Indian.s' claim of title upon certain terms. 

The crown having sub.seQUontly accepted a re- 
conveyance from the Hudson's Bay company of tho 
land and revoked tho Hudson's Bay company's char- 
ter, recognized the treaty terms and vested the pro- 
prietary rights in such land In the province subject 
to the Indians' rights. • ♦ « ♦ ♦ ^ 

Upon the faith of an undertaking given by the 
predecessors in title of the province, the Indians were 
induced to relinquish title to the land. One term of 
tho undertaking was that the Indians, their children 
and children's children and so indefinitely for as long 
a period as any of the tribe survived, should be per- 
mitted to occupy certain parts of the land. Assume 
Thelluson's Act, (an act wl^ich limits tho period for 
which an estate 'may be (entailed) In force at the. time. 
Its existence must have been unknown, to the In- 
dians. A law shortening and interfering as it would, 
with tho period of enjoyment of the lands preserved 
to the Indians by tho words of tho treaty, could never 
have been in contemplation of the Indians else they- 
u'DuUl noi. Iiave surreiidcred their claim for so j)han- 
t:oniliko a consideration. To get land in considera- 
tion of preserving part thereof in perpetuity for the 
use and benefit of the grantor, and then repudiate 
the consideration, for technical or other reasons, 
.Mavour.s too much of obtaining property under false 
preteni^e.'^, to bo seriously considered. The Hudson's 
Bay company when It accepted surrender of tho In- 
dian title, entered Into an honorable agreement to ful- 
fil the terms upon the faith of which the surrender 
was made. Tho comjiany did fulfil those terms. Tho 
province as its successor in title, did likewise. Tho 
Dominion assented to, assumed and undertook to 
continue a similar policy of liberal and fair treatment 
and has never questioned its obligation or sought to 
infringe upon the rights and privileges of tho Indians 
as set forth in the tniaty or to substract froiri or 
restrict those rights by anything outside the plain 
words of tho treaty. 

Any such, interpretation would bo so contrary to 
tho policy of amit.y, good faith and conciliation ob- 
served by tho crown us represented by either tho 
Dominion or province in all dealings with Indians, 
as . to -warrant a conclusion to tho contrary. Prior 
,»tq' confederation, the province In its dealings with the 
Indians never attenipted to apply such a canon of 
.odnslruption to thaitterms .of the . treaty as would: 
eliinina,te the words :i^*aiii4;;tho9e,' that Jollow after us", 
upon the ground thai such words ^^ere Inoperative in 
view of the principles against p6ri).Qtu^t3<;.iset^, f in 
Thelluson's Act, The Dorain}bh Hkying^un^f^ to 
cgntlnuo a policy with tho'Iijdians "is'.liberal as that 
hitherto pursued by the^i'Britlsh.f'dolumbla' Govern- 
ment" lends 8trenig:th').tOf j;thepi^^^ that.'Courts 
would adopt a brodidor" prihditile of interpretation in 
construing the effect of the treaty, than ordinarily 



roent, as trustee should approve of such sale, the title 
to tho land woujd still remain subject to a prospective 
encumbrance in favor of any Indian child born after 
tho date of such. sale. ' 

For tho foregoing reasons, in my opinion, the status 
of the ,Songliee.'5 reserve is as follov.'s: 

(a) The title to the land is vested in the province. 

(b) The Indians have rights of occupation and in- 
cidental riglits of hunting thcr<!ovcr together with 
fishing rights in adjacent waters. 

(c) The Dominion lias administrative control of 
the Indians and the exorcise of tlieir rights and priv- 
ileges. 

(d) The city is without status in tho premises, 
save as a iniblic corporation in the exercise of its 
police power empowereil to iiroserve law, order and 
morality in the comniunitj' and the fact that tho 
proximity of the Indians' setllument is a mena.ce to 
the city's welfare. 

(0) Mndor tlie existing state of the law, the land 
c'uinot bo alienated, so as to transfer a marketablo 
titli\ The consent of all tho Indians living, together 
with the consent of tho Dominion and Provincial ' 
governments i. e. the executives, would not be suf- 
ficient to overcome this .difficulty, as any remedy 
necessitates concurrent legislation by the Dominion 
and the province. 

(f) One method of relief would lie to obtain the 
consent of an Indians living, .to a transfer of the land; 
th6n have the Dominion pass a statute authorizing 
a disposition pf the rights of the Indians whether in 
esse or in futui'b, and the province pass a statute au- 
authori^ing the sale of land free from encumber- 
ances. 

Provision would have to be made for the approval 
of the governor-in-council and lieutenant governor-ln- 
cbuncil respectively, of any jiroposals for the removal 
of the Indians, so as that, in any .scheme of rehabili- 
tation of the Indians elsewhere, pi-lvlleges and advan- 
tages should bo secured for them equal at least, to 
those now enjoyed. I have the honor to be, Sir. Tour 
obedient servant, (Signed) W. J. TAYLOR. 

It seems to have, been cqnceded by all those 
who at any time ha-i/e been engaged in an at- 
tempt to arrange a settlement with the Indians 
that, in any event, and at any period, whether 
it be tomorrow, or fift}' years lience, 110 ad- 
justment of the difficulty can be final without 
legislation both by the provincial and federal 
go ve rnrttents': liormally dispossessin g- ;the--;'ih- 
dians. 

But the monumental fact staring tlie i)eo- 
ple of Victoria in the face is that the vSonghees 
Indians:;have shown fthat itiiey do not wish to 
remo-ve froiii the reserve,, They have not only 
repeatedly ref usedttH^imbst generous of £ers of 
compensation and rehablHtatioh;' but have in-' 
dicated l)y their whole attitude that they are 
anxious to avoid reaching an agreement, ra- 
ther than to aid in the bringing of o^e about. 



One has but little difficulty in discovering 
what is hinted at here — and this is that if an 
attempt were made to force a settlement, , the 
faith of the whole of the. Indian population of 
British' Columbia in the government' of Canada 
triight be shattered. He'' wotild, indeed, be reck- 
less who would advise any action calculated to 
create .so dangerous a situation. 

But has the time not arrived when it is per- 
missible to ask, in all seriousness, whether the 
necessities of a community of 30,000 white 
people should not be placed in the scale against 
the whims of a few Indians? To put it another 
way— igoing on the ground of those who now 
cry "hush" — is it less . desirable to satisfy Vic- 
toria's legitimate (iemands — ^nay, ineet .its ac- 
tual risquiiremenfe: — than to so proceed as to 
ensure that the faith of the Indians shall re- 
main unshaken? 

The present situation is simply intolerable, 
and to ptit it baldly, is a glaring advertisement 
of an appalling apathy on the part of the people 
of Victoria. A'Ve have, in characteristic fash- 
ion, merely toyed witli a question which ought 
to have elicited unanimous sictiori of the most 
aggressive sort. 

It may be said that aggressive action is not 
wanted. It is wanted. We have no choice. 
We do not desire to rob the Indians of a single 
penny. We are, on. the contrary, willing, nay, 
determine^ that in any settlement which may- 
be- arri-ved at they shall be munificently re- 
munerated and provision -made for the com- 
plete preservation of their every right. Why, 
then, sliouUl we have any hesitanc).- in adopt- 
ing a course of action which we can defend on 
every ground and which we know will be uni- 
versall}' pronounced viaiti^and honorable and 
just? ' ' ' ' . 

We were told the other day in a semi-official 
way that negotiations looking to a settlement 
were proceeding nicely, and that it v/ould 
];)robably be brought about at an early date, 
but iia. yievvr ; pf .the disiappointments of the past, 
we' are justified in attempting to ascertain; 
what ought to be our course'of action should 
there be indications that a .solutioniof the dif- 
ficulty is to be delayed still further, 



Of course, it. is quite-'apparent that if the 
Dominion government takes the position that 
the consent of the Indians must first be se- 
cured to any proposed terms of settlement, and 
if the Indians absolutely refuse to givci that 
consent, we are quite powerless to secure any 
remedy until there shall be a change of gov- 
ernment at Ottawa. But one is inclined to 
harbor the thought that perhajasythexDominion 
government might not be 'inclinfed.'Vd'take such 
attitude in defiance of the wishes of an im- 
portant city of 3(),poo pegpl^. ^ ^ , ' 

With these considerations' inw rnind/ vthen, 
let us indulge in' a 'little speculation as to what 
might result if a certain course of procedure 
were to be adopted. Suppose that the people 
of Victoria — not a little set of politicians, but 
the people of Victoria — were to outline the en- 
tire case to the federal authorities and say to 
them : "We ask that you will be good enough 
to arrange to have the Songhees reserve 
thrown open as a ,pprtioni\p£. Ihe area within 
the bounds of the city of 'Victoria by July ist. 
1908. The situation is utterly intolerable., The, ^ 
time has arrived when the preservation of the ■ 
rights of the Songhees tribe of Indians on 
'their reserve in ttje'Keart of this city conflicts 
with and works an injury to the interests of 
the entire people." And suppose that a dele-.., 
gation ot leading citizens made the trip to Ot- 
tawa and in person presented this proppsal to 
the government, is it not reasonable to think • 
that .a grpat/lip:ht'-v^ould;dawn on the govern'- 
ment :and fhat;iso .reasonable ^ a demand would ' 
be met? ' ■ - ' ;y . - 

There would be' nothing savoring of the 
hysterical about' such a' line of procedure— -oi).'r 
the contrary,, it- would exhibit what has beeli" 
lacking up to this very moment— a deteri;iTna- 
tion on the part of the people of Victoria to ' 
resist the perpetiiation of -what^ can only be . 
characterized.^as ;an;abbiTiinable and a grevioiis 
wrong. ' ■ _ 

Is it conceivable for an instant that an 
equal number of white men bound to a similar 
possession by exactly the same solemn treaty , 
as are the twenty-five Songhees Indian men/- 
wouldibe treated-->yith thejcpnsideratioh ^ho\yn 
the latt^?:'-Why> their position -would be de- . 
clarei; tjnfenabl e . in : short order ; but because 
those 'in possession of the reserve are Indians, 
and not white men, there is an atmosphere 
of mystery and sentimentalism thrown around 
them which has been permitted to entirely ob- 
scure the real issue. 

One is hardly called upon to offer any ar- 
gument to show. how serious a need exists for 
the immediate opening of the reserve so that 
it may become a part and parcel of the munjci- 
pality. Dotted here and there with a number 
of shabby structures:',;which are the most glar- 
ing eyesores, inimune^;";. from any supervision 
on the part of.the authorities.spvthat sanitary 
facilities could tie ajDjjliedi'^a'Ta^^ 
vous for tramps and vagrants, frequentlyvthrf;' 
scene of unseemly proceedings, it is at once,S" 
menace to the pretty suburb of Victoria West, 
which it so closely adjoins, and a blot on the' 
civic landscape.

Outside of those who make a specialty of 
fruit growing, those who make a living from 
the land on Vancouver Island are engaged in 
mixed farming. Dairying is the most import- 
ant feature olithis,. and. consequently the mos^ 
important source .of wealth. The farmers de-i 
pend upon their'cbws for their livirigjVthe qther 
lines providing the luxuries. Because of this, 
it is quite natural, that .tl^.e breed,ofjpc(^i 
receive a good deal of attention.*''' ' 

The Island is divided into several different: 
farming districts which are quite separate and'.-- 
distinct. There is the Victoria district, with 
a creamery just outside of the city; the Saan-',/:> 
ich district, with its creamery at Sidney; the 
Cowichan valley with a creamery at Duncans, 
and the Comox district, with a creamery at 
Courtenay. Besides these on Vancouver Island 
there, is a creamery at Nprth Salt Spring,' 
which caters , to^ihe business of Salt Spring 
Island and the 'smaller'islands of tlie gulf. All 
of these districts are larger and capable of a 
good deal of expansion as the land becomes 
cleared up, and thus larger areas are brought 
into cultivation. A^'ery few farms but have 
Some uncleared bush land which if cleared 
would enlarge the [>]^cc by many acres. Num- ' 
bers of farms have only one or two spots clear- 
ed, perhaps ten or twenty acres out of several 
hundred. When these have brought the other 
part under cultivation it can easily be esti- 
mated what the expansion of wealth must be. 

Nearly all Victorians have gardens of their 
own and a good many have conservatories, yet 
the florists do good trade, some of the smaller 
houses devoting themselves wholly to that de- 
partment. The fact that the residents want to 
raise flowers makes .them also ready to buy 
them when they have none themselves. " 

That the florist business is capable of very 
extensive development is clear. There is a 
big demand for flov/ers in the cold climate of 
the prairies, which cannot be satisfied by local 
growers, as the cost of heating is too great. 
In Victoria usually the thermometer is above 
the freezing point, except for a week or; two*' 
now and then, when it fall?, a few degrees^' 
low. There are numbers of towns in AIt) 
and the other prairie provinces, where-' th^ 
not a florist in town and where if the bits' 
were cultivated it could be worked up to.' 
dimensions. .

Distinctness in Speaking and Writing 

T seems really a pity that so, many people 
laying claim to a fair amount of educa- 
tion should speak our language in what 
may .best be termed a slipshod way. 
English is a beautiful language, but it 
does need :to be beautifully spoken, witli 
due t'egard to isrammar and to the use of 
the voice. Comparing the way in wliicli 
our language is spoken by a cultured 
person and by a lov/ class Londoaer ono 
could hardly believe it to be the same in 
both cu.ses.- Much might be done to Im- 
prove the spealciiig of Engllsli In our 
schools, in addition to the learning already Imparted 
" to tlio children which would teach them to .speak their 
own language well. In speech as writing, di.stlnct- 
ness is no longer so highly esteemed as it- deserves to 
be. We are in a hurry, or our thoughts are confused, 
or we have somehow pi'fcked up the silly notion that 
it is "good fornV to mumble our words and scrawl 
our letters; hence a painful lack of sense, a, distress- 
ing waste of time. It is essentially selfish to ' Write 
indistinctly, for what does It mean but that the; ■wmei? 
saves time at the expense of the, reader , , Nor Is It < 
i less selfish to speak In such a way as tojglye-unneoes- . 
sary pain, inconvenience or mortification to oiir hear- 
ers, be they gentle or simple, old or young, few or 
many. It Is sometimes urged against wom.en who 
speak in public that their voices are monotonous, but 
a more serious fault woiild seem to be that with the 
exception of those who have seriously studied elocu- 
tion they will not take the trouble to enunciate with 
sufficient distinctness to make their words intelligible 
to tliose at a distance. Nor la distinctness, or rather 
Intelligibility of speech simply a matter of pronuncia- 
tion. The gi-eatest care should be given to the con- 
struction of every sentence and , pronunciation — the . 
greatest difficulty In our languagoHb-'Ja^fprei^^ 
of course, often merely a matter of fashion,' or at any 
rate there, are few rules with regard to It. Foreign 
poor.''do .n6t speak their language half so badly as our 
poor do ait" home. Mistakes they make, no doubt, but 
not such glaring ones, nor do their voices sound so 
harsh and vulgar. Ours is a beautiful language, dif- 
ficult if you "Will, to write or speak fluently, but cap- 
able of infinite variety of expression and well able to 
repay .those who will take the trouble to study it. 
But how little really correct and beautiful English do 
we hear spoken round about us, or find in the pages 
of what we truly call current literature. Clearness 
suffers in many ways by the needless Introduction of 
forelj-n, technical or cant words, by the Incorrect ap- 
plication of words allowable In themselves, by sloven- 
ly construction or by having recourse, to '.pome tricks 
of expression as a short cut. But wha.t pure Joy It ls«k 
to heaf 'ourMieautlful language spoken as It ought to 
.■be.'... Should ,wei'. not look to our mother tongue as an 
!helrlo6m;"a' thing not to be lightly altered to suit our 
'■fancy,'-or given over to those Ignorant of its value. Its 
dignity and its historical position. Mothers may do 
much in bringing about this desirable consummation 
by training their children from their earliest days to 
speak well, by letting them hear correct speaking. If 
we read more we should probably speak and write 
better, "Reading," in Bacon's old but still unchal- 
lenged definition "maketh a full man, conference a 
ready man, and writing an exact man," .and of these 
ciuallties, fulness, readiness and exactness, our need 
today is great, for who knows but In this age of re- 
form even our manner of spaaMng, our beautiful lan- 
, guage may still be Improved without reverting to 
^orms of address and modes of speech that appear to 
us artificial and Insincere, we may at least take the 
trouble to say what we mean, to utter it distinctly, or 
to write it legibly. Courtesy cannot demand from us 
less than that we should prefer our neighbor's ease 
and convenience to our own. while common .sense is 
bound to remind us that by writing or speaking so as 
not to be understood we defeat our own object. 
""Writing," said a dear old lady of the old school, "Is 
meant to be read, not to serve as an ornament to note 
paper. When some of us. old fogies were at school we 
were constantly reminded by our teachers that a thing 
worth doing at all was worth doing well. The secret 
of the whole matter, then. Is the gentle, art of talk- 
ing, and-^not^maklng trouble, It Is quite easy to ex- 
press ourselves clearly, to speak, or to write dls- 
' .tlnotly If we- stop to consider and think what we are 
{doing, "and carelesFness cannot appeal to any educated 
person of either sex. May I venture to remind my 
'readers that distinctness Is undoubtedly akin to dis-

The Lace and Jewels of: Queen Alexandra 

Having written last week on the "Revived Art of 
'lUice Making," It may interest my readers to hear 
'about Queen Alexandra's^lace and J^Wels. " ■ - • ' 
. .Queen Alexandra is well known to be a connlsseur 
,' In^' Iac^, .acquainted with the technicalities that mark 
out 're'al' lace from even the best imitations, and 
possessed of the same kind of "flair" for that exqui- 
site fabric as distinguishes the experts in old mas- 
ters, old Ivories and old china. Long before the death 
of the late sovereign the . Queen's trea.'jures of lace 
were valued at £ 50,000, while (Jueen "VMclorla's own 
were worth £75,000, and the only personage In Eur- 
ope whose collection outvied theirs was the late Pope, 
whose store of lace at the "Vatican was estimated to 
beworth £175,000. 

The most remarkable and costly piece of Brussels 
lace is doubtless the very fine and exquisitely, design- 
ed dress, with scarf and handkerchief .;tb liiatch;'- pre- 
sented by the king of the Belgians*t<».APrlncej^s Alex- 
andra as a wedding gift, which, sh'etjh'aa worn, over 
arid over again ia':varlous.formay.arid;SoombInatlons. 
Queen Victoria gave her some very wonderfurhoniton 
point lace flounces and garnitures, which are literally 
"more precious than rubies," and .yhe has more than 
one beautiful honiton laco veil. There is a particu- 
larly fine one of most lovely design which her majesty 
wore on the day when she accompanied the king to 
the opening of parliament, during- the first week of 
his reign. Queen Alexandra has always .shown her.self 
very appreciative of the laces made in the Emenild 
Isle. A point lace shawl was given her by Irish ladles 
at her wedding. Many years ago she purchased some 
very handsome cappoquln lace and a considerable 
quantity of.LlmerIck lace, so fine that vast widths of 
It pan be drawn without, injury through the prover- 
bial" wedding ring. Of the, needlepoint , laces ,:mad.e In 
Irish conVentsl^He-bai^^b^igii' a lavish purchaser;' and a^ 
most elaborate ''sp'ecl'men' presented to her during Jier 
last visit to Ireland was at once placed among' lier 
special treasures. She by no means Ignores the most 
modern Irish laces, but buys fine specimens of crochet 
and once fell In love with and purchased a parasol 
covered with "frlvollte," or tatting, that looked as If 
it could only have been the work of fairy fingers. 
She also expresses great admiration for the revived 
Buckinghamshire pillow laces that are made In the 
centre and n rth of the country, and has made sojne 
important purchases. From lace to Jewels the transi- 
tion is natural, since both are among the choicest or- 
naments that can adorn a queen or any other woman. 
The most remarkable trinket in the jewel case of the 
Danish prltlcess when she came to Bngland -\yas a 
replica of the cross made fpr Queen Dagmar, who 
died In i212. In It are set some relics of Canute, and 
It is an heirloom in the Danish royal family. Her 
father had given lier a splendid diamond and i)earl 
necklace and Jewels g.alore were speedily showered on 
the young bride of the heir to the British throne. The 
royal bridegroom's first offerings were a necklace,' 
formed of eight clusters of diamonds, each centered 
by a large and perfect pearl and connected hy fes- 
toons of brilliants with a pear-shaped j]earl jiendant 
from each of the three principal cluster.s and a 
brooch to correspond, as well as a diadem with two 
rows of brilliants with ten very large brilliants at 
efiual distances, surmounted by scroll work and Greek 
devices in briiU.ants. 

Queen "Victoria, who did not share the papular 
superstition regarding opals, at once gave her now 
daughter a parnu of diamonds and opals, and a set of 
Indian jewels, comprising a coronet, two bracelets and 
an armlet set with emeralds, pearls and diamonds. 
Barrings were then very much In vogue and the cor- 
p<)ratlon of the city of London gave a splendid pair, 
matching a .diamond necklace. £iiverpool and Man- 
chester were not behind with costly gifts, for the 
ladles of the former city sent a string of pearls, which 
the Queen has always much prized, and a ditiinond 
cross, while the ladles of Manchester sent .a bracelet 
in which diamonds atad opals were intersperseil with 
emeralds. Her Majesty's unique set of pearls Is well 
known because her portrait li.as been so often taken 
when she wore them. They are great favorites and 
she usually wears them when the court is In mourn- 
ing. The silver wedding of the King and Queen Avas 
the occasion of many splendid offerings of ex(iulsltely 
set gems. First and foremo.9t was the King's present 
to the true wife of quarter of a century. He gave her 
a largo diamond and ruby cross, and her sister the 
Czarina, and the Czar of Russia sent her a diamond 
and ruby necklace. The Duke and Duchess of Edin- 
burgh, who always gave sapphires In preference to 
.any other stones, presented .a sapjohire .and diamond 
brooch. The principal Jewels given to her fn.'ni out- 
side the family circle were , the famous old Roman 
coronet, set with three Inindred and sixty-five dia- 
monds from ladles who were personal friends fif her 
Majesty, each of whom g.ave rme, and their names are 
all Inscribed In .an hau'v-bound volume that accom- 
panied the gift. The CIrand Lodge of .l''reenuvsons 
sent her a butterfly ornament set witli two hundred 
•and seventeen diamonds of the finest water, with 
rubles for eyes. Queon Alexandra has a vast collec- 
tion of pretty lace pins and brooches, and the great- 
est taste In wearing them. Many of them are me- 
mentoes.frpm her children and are -greatly prized and 
valued by . h^. - - ^

Required: One poiind of fresli beef, frying fat, a" 
little oocoanut'mllk, twpjshallo.te, a clove of garlic, a 
piece of cln'ri_amoni' a chilli,', a : bay leaf, a . little green 
gliiger, a Uttle diirry paste, pepper and salt, boiled 
rice. 

Method: Make a sauce by frying two shallots, a 
clove of garlic, a piece of cinnamon, a cut up clillll, ti 
bay leaf and a little green ginger, until lightly brown- 
ed. , Add a little curry paste and a little cocoanut 
milk. "While this is cooking, chop up a pound of fresh 
beef' (free from skin fat and sinew), with a little 
green ginger and a shallot, seasoning with, salt and 
peppei', and adding a table.spoonf ul of water, so that 
the balls are not too dry when cooked. Form into 
small balls and fry In hot fat until the outside is 
crisp, but th.e Inside left underdone. This can be ■ 
managed by the fat being boiling when the balls are 
put In. Ha^'Ing thus i)artly cooked the balls, strain 
off and add the sauce. Gently simmer for , /fifteen 
minutes, when the sauce should be a nice oonslsten'cy. ' ' 
q'hen servo with bolied rice. 

Scrambled Eggs and Mushrooms 

Required: Two ounces of butter, 5 eggs, chopped 
mushrooms, pepper and salt to taste, and slices of 
buttered toa.st. 

Method: First molt the butter In a saucepan, add 
to it the five eggs which have been lightly beaten, 
and a tablespoonful and a half of chopped muslin 
rooms 'seasoned to taste with pepper and salt. _Stir 
this over the fire until it begins to thicken, then 'take 
off the fire and continue to stir until It is of the con- 
sistency of thick custard. Have ready slices of toast 
cut to a convenient size, ppur the egg .mixture on 
them and serve very hot, ga'ttilshcd with, finely chop- 
ped parsley. f, 

Epicures Grill 

Required: Cooked shoulder of lamb, some nice 
stoeit, salt, cayenne pepper and powdered mace, one 
ounce of butter, French beans. 

Method: Taiie the blade bone of a shoulder of 
lamb, trim it neatly, put in a shallow- frying p.an and 
cover with stock. Miike thoroughly hot, take up, 
score thoroughly, scatter salt and cayenne over, also 
a very little pov.-dered mace, pour a little dissolved 
butter over, and grill before the lire. Dish on a bed 
of nicely boiled French beans and iiend some savory 
gravy to table with it, on a tureen. 

Coffee Crearn 

Required: Half a pint of mlllV a quarter of a pint 
of very strong coffee, two eggs, hltlf an ounce of gela- 
tine, and one ounce and a half of castor sugar. 

Method: Put the milk into a s.aucepan with the 
colTee and yolk of one egg. Bring to the boil and put 
on one side to cool. Beat the yolk of one egg with 
one oimce and a half of sugar, ami gradually add tho 
coffee, etc. Beat the whites of the eggs to a stiff 
froth, dissolve the gelatine which has been soaking 
in a little cold water, and strain Into the coffee mix- 
ture. Lastly add the whites of eggs, and beat all to- 
gether. Then place in a wet mould, and turn out 
when set. • ■ 

Baked Apple Jelly 

Required: Two quarts of apples, sugar to taste 
and wlilpped cream. 

Method: Pare and core two quarts of apples, jnit 
them Into an earthenware jar in layers, with as much 
sugar as the ai)i)les re<iulre. This must deijond on 
their acidity. Pour a gill of cold water over them, 
cover the j.ar with ony closely fitting cover, and bake, 
the apples slowly, till they turn red. Let them cool, 
arrange on a glass dish, and when set pile whipped 
cream on the top. 

Cheese Pudding 

Re(|ulred: Half a pint of milk, tliroe ounces of 
cheese, three ounces of breadcrumlis, two eggs, salt, 
cayenne popper, half an ounce of butter. 

Method: Boll the milk with the cheese and bread- 
crumbs. Stir all together and directly it boils pour 
into a basin, and when slightly cool add two well 
beaten eggs. Season with salt and cayenne, pepper. 
Place the preparation on a greased pudding basin, 
and bake for twenty minuter in a nice sharp oven. 
Serve at once very hot 

iced Coffee 

Put six oiinees of sugar Into one quart of good 
strong cli;ar cofl'ei; whilst hot, and set it aside to eoid. 
AVhen cold add It to half a pint of milk, huif a pint of 
cream, aiid vanilla essence to taste. Freeze to con- 
sistency of thick cream and serve in Ice glasses. Small 
fancy biscuit wafer.s ."sliould be handed round with 
this. 

Note — If desired, or If menu should be too long, tlie 
Meat Ball Curry could be omitted.

The Care of the Feet in Winter 



Many of the ailm.ents which are prone to attack 
the feet in winter might be prevented if proper care 
and attention were given and adequate means taken 
to keep the extremities free from cold and damp. 
The care of the feet, in fact is essential to the general 
health. Many cases of serious cold, leading to In- 
flammation of the internal organs, could be traced to 
neglect of proper protection of the feet. Now, of all 
seasons, is the time when the feet should -be,, kept 
warm and dry. Many people suffer habitiially. from 
cold feet and hands, due to the Imperfect circulation 
of the blood. Physlcar exercises are, of course, very 
Important In the; trei*tmenf of ■ cold extremities, but 
other:/means are also' 'necessary. ' "When the feet are 
habitually cnid they should be bathed every night in 
hot water and dried with a warm towel. They should 
then" be briskly rubbed for a few minutes with olive 
oil, especially rubbing the soles. In the morning put 
them again Into hot water for a minute or two, dry 
and rub again witli olive oil. Stockings of wool 
should be worn If knitted stockings are objected to, 
merino ones should be worn. These, If of good quril- 
ity, have such a soft surface that they do not irritate 
the most sensitive skin, and are besides perfectly , 
warm and comfortable. The boots should be large 
enough' to admit of free elrcuiation, otherwise cold 
feet will always:.be the penalty. Nothing tends more 

■ to .encPurage cpid feet than tight boots, or shoes. 

''Many . P&ow caiiriot w^ar goloshes, . as they "draw" 
the feet and cause 'tenderness and sometimes even 
soreness. An interlay of cork In the soles will pre- 
vent the need of wearing goloshes in wet weather. 
The soles of tho boots should be fairly thick and 
should 1)0 of good leather, otherwise they will easily 
be penetrated by damp. It is best to change the boots 
often; that Is to say, the same pair of boots should 
not be worn for sever.al days running. To have one 
or two pairs U far better economy, as in this way 
they last i^uch longer and are a relief to tho feet. 

Chilblains come from several causes — imperfect 
circulation, hereditary tendency and sometimes from 
lack of proper nourishment. If there is any tendency 
to chilblains, It is a very bad plan tc sit over the fire 
and warm (the feet and hands at it. The inflamma- 
tion of the skin, caused. by chilblains produces itch- 
ing, tingling an'd swelling. One of the best methods 
of treating unbroken chilblains Is to plunge thi.,feet 
into hot water, as h.ot as can be borne, and after keep- 
ing them there for a few minutes to dry quickly and 
then to rub into the skin equal parts of sweet oil and 
spirits of turpentine. •

Svipplemented by a book of rules and 
one with changeable sheets of paper for making tho 
scores. These can very well be made at home, and 
embroidered, or not, according to the skill of the 
maker. Every piece of each box must be cut out In 
duplicate, one set to be covered with .white silk or 
satin fpr the Inside lining, and the 6tHer with sonae 
dark-colored moire for the outside. The most'sult-" 
able and fashionable colors are a rich dark autumnal 
green, or a deep claret color or chestnut brown. Two 
thicknesses of such white cardboard as can be bought 
at any stationer's at 5 cents a sheet make a very sub- 
stantial box, and the outside and inside must be neat- 
1\- sewn together with silk that exactly matches the 
darker color. Regular and beautiful sewing is an 
ornament In Itself, and the piece that forms the lid 
should be douljle sewn at the back because this takes 
the place -of hinges. The best fastenings are two 
straps nuide of the dark .silk, neatly folded and 
strengthened with an in\-isll)!e strip of coarse muslin 
pointed at tho end and fiu-nlshed with Uttle steel or 
silver buclUes, such as"inay be bought at any good 
fancy shop. The Uttle books may be covered with 
silk to correspond and the whole set forms a pretty 
and very acceptable present, especially If daintily tied 
up In white tissue tied with dainty ribbons. A''ery nice 
boxes for markers, which are required for so many 
card games, can be made of the rotmd boxes in whlc'a 
ready cut-up candled peel Is sold for the prei)aratlon 
of Christmas puddings aiul cakes. They are very 
strong and the outsldes of both box and lid arc easily 
covered w-ith silk or satin, without many stitches, but 
a good deal of close imlling and adjusting. They 
must be Ihied with white watered paper with, the aid 
of seccr)tiue, very iicatly admlnlsteredrand, jiQ-'Pne who

/ An engineering correspondent of the London Times 
writes as follows: The essential feature of practically 
ail previous attempts to transmit pictures: and hand- 
writing by telegraph Is a selenium cell— thatils, a se-- 
lenium resistance sensitive to light, by the aid Of 
which luminous fluctuations are converted Into fluc- 
tuations of electricity and transmitted to a distance.- 
Though tlie selenium cells are able to render excel- 
lent service, they are rather capricious In working, 
and require a complicated apparatus .for transmitting 
pictures with the sharpness and faithfulness Indls- 
l^ensable for practical purposes. 

A French engineer, M. Edouard Belin, Paris, has 
therefore adopted an entirely different principle in de- 
signing the picture telegraph which has just been 
completed and of which some particulars are made 
public through tile courtesy of the inventor. 

Belin's apparatus en.ables pictures of any kind to 
be reproduced at the distant end of a telegraph line 
with a practically mathematical accuracy and a relia- 
bility in-ip6ssible in the case of selenium telegraphy. 
It is based on tlie well-known phenomenon that pho- 
tographic bichromate gelatine, on being struck by 
rays of light, will lose Its capacity of swelling when 
Immersed In water, In a. degree , dependent, on .the In- 
tensity of llluminatIori,,i>ThIa,^attributSS^^ 
means of producing reliefs' 'and' other' sculptures' by ""a 
purely photographic process, which Idea has been re-.' 
cer^y carried out in practice by, the Italian engineer^ 
Cam) Basse. Belin uses a. layer oft blchrpmate gela'- 
tine, upon which, when a picture Is " printed, " the 
brightest portions are at the same time the deepest 
cavities, and the darlcest the highest projections. As 
the height of relief affords a measure of the grada- 
tions of the picture, all that is required is to produce 
current oscillations corresponding to the height of re- 
lief of the various portions of the picture, in order to 
transmit^ these current. .fluctuatlons>i.to;-the:,^^eceI.ving 
station "ftid 'to recphvertlthe'm into':ligbt;.fli^^^ 
This Is achieved in 'the, foUPwIhg manner:— 

At the sending station a rotating cylinder Is plac- 
ed, on which the bichromate gelatine print is wound; 
This cylinder, simultaneously with Its rotation,- ad- 
vances slowly In the .direction of Its axis, so that a 
style )n ■ contact with its surface traverses the -whole 
picture In helical lines. The style Is fixed to the shor- 
ter arm of a double-arm lever, tho longer arm of 
which carries a miniature trolley sliding along a 
small rheostat made up of 20 silver plates and 19 In- 
sulating mica plates. The sliver plates communicate 
with the coils of a resistance box so that an addi- 
tional resistance depending on the actual condition of 
the trolley Is Inserted into the circuit, varying tlie 
current intensely in tlie telegraph line in proportion, 
in 1!) uniform stages between 3 and 12.6 milliamperes. 
These current fluctuations, according to the above, 
correspond to the height of relief and thus to the 
gradations of the various portions of the picture. The 
reconversion into luminous fluctuations and the re- 
production of the original picture are ensured by hav- 
Ihg at- the recel'vlng station a similar rotating cylin- 
der, the motion of which Is maintained In agreement 
with that of tho sending station by a convenient 
synchroni-.!:er. On tliis cylinder .is wound tho sensi- 
tive paper or film intended to give the photographic 
reproduction. Immediately adjoining the film there 
is, in the case surrounding the cylinder, a very small 
opening allowing a. beam of light from a Nernst 
iamiJ (reflected from the min'or of an oscillograph) 
to strike the photographic layer. An aplanatic lens 
concentrating tho beam of light is provided with a set 
of graduated light filters, so that tho rays traversing 
the centre of the lens are not weakened in any way, 
whereas the edge rays. are absorbed and arrested com- 
pletely. The pays strljclng tho Intermediary parts -of 
the lens (according to the deflection Imparted to 
them by the oscillograph mirror) are weakened In 
proportion to this deflection, wl\lch In turn It propor- 
tional to the current fluctuations (and, adcordlngly,, 
to the various lielghts of relief and gradations' .pf , the. 
original picture). Tlie intensity of the beam strlfclhg 
the photogr.apliic film, therefore, renders the grada-" 
tions of the original picture, reproducing tho latter on 
tile rotating cylinder point for i)oInt, Eacli plcturo 
point or element Is 0.17mm. in diameter, so that even 
the finest details of tlie original photograph are ren- 
dered; those limits of sharpness are at will reduced or 
increased. A picture of 13em. bv lUcm. contains 
about 860,000 picture elements, which are reproduced . 
i'n about 30 minutes. By a slight alteration of i his,;, 
apparatus, Belin, however, hopes to reduce this time ' 
of transmiisslon to IB. minutes. This apparatus. Is esl- 
pecl ally useful for the purposes, of the Illustrated 
press.

There have been a' 'great many new flour mills 
built In Canada during the past year. This will bo 
a great advantage. If wheat la made into Hour before 
it Is sent out of the country, more people will get 
work than when it is sold biU'ore it is ground. There 
are not yet railroads enough in Canada to move the 
Ki'ain to the seacoast as fast as It is sold. 

This win not be the case long, for there are at 
lest four great companies buUdlnij roads through 
the wheat lands, They are the Canadian Pacific, the 
Canadian Northern, the Great Northern and tlio 
Grftjid -Trunk Pacific. It will bo but a very short 
tlihejbefore the farmers will have railroad station^ 
within a very short dlstitince of their homes and when, 
It Is to be bopQ^, the freight rat'os will be much lower 
than they ar6;at prei8en.fc 

The grain merchants of- Winnipeg on New Tear's 
Eve showed that they were "only boys grown tall." 
They threw wheat about and covered one another 
with flour like so many disorderly schoolrboy3. If 
times had been as hard in Canada as they Ji^veAtfen 
in the United States at the' end of the year the fftialn 
men would not have been so merry. 

Thei C, P. R. has begun the New Year by setting 
hundreds of men at work to build the road between 
Well^gtpn and Albernl. Thls-ls a piece of good news 
that all iWlll;M glad Ip heir. As the Island is opened 
up on Vancouver Islaijd' all its cities will grbw and 
Victoria faster than any. '. • ■ ■ .. 

It looks as though the world would soon have to 
find something else to take the place of wood. There 
are, we are told, but few couhtries in the world that 
have timber to sell. These are Norway, Sweden, Rus- 
sia, Finland and Austria-Hungary in the old world 
and Canada and the "United States in America. 0£ 
these Canada, Sweden and Finland have the largest 
torests. There Is the greatest need for these c'oun- 
, tries to take care of their great timber areas. Here In 
British tJolumbla we have some of the grandest trees 
Ifi the world. Every year the forest fires destroy 
inany miles of them. It takes a long while for trees 
to grow and lt.:^lli;pay to see th^t our timber 'Is not 
wasted. ' "■ ' 

Although we have had for many years a Canadian 
currency the money has been made In England. That 
win not be the case in future. At Ottawa, on Thurs- 
day Earl Grey opened the Canadian mint. The 
Governor-General and Countess Grey coined the first 
copper cent. It will not be long before we will all be 
using coins made in Canada. 

There is much discontent in Ireland. Many Irish- 
men are determined that they will have a parliament 
of their own.

The 'interest attachln,? to such a dls:o\-ory i:j voiy 
great, . although of course everything deoend.s upon 
their assumed antiquity .being established within 
^e^sonable limits, It is not specially material that 
they "should be' proved to be older than any other 
veraUm. . If they are only a very old version of the 
-acred, text, it will not be easy to estimate;.. What 
part they may play. Apparently they arc almost 
complete; that is to say, .some of the omissions In 
dther- manuscripts seem to be supplied in these. 
There are also additional paragraphs. It follows as 
<>f course- that any version of the Scriptures dating 
froni the' early! day of the present Era- Is worthy of 
careful stud,-'. •. It would bq impossible In the space 
,. here avallfible toislvo'cyen a brief description of the 
various ; documents' to" which scholars refer ' In their 
endeavor to ascertain what the original taxt of the 
sacred narratives was. It may ho mentioned that 
none of them go back to a date within several cen- 
turies after the birth of Christ. The Hebrew records 
are of, comparatively modern time?, that Is, -^vhen we 
' consider the remoteness of the period to which the 
Old: Testawent; Scriptures refer. All the versions are 
' not alike, and It Is well known that In the early days 
6f the present lira, there wan much dispute- among 
Hebrews as to the authenticity of the several ver- 
sions then In use. The most notable of them all is 
•iviiat is known as the .Septuagint. There are copies 
of this which are between thirteen and fourteen hun- 
dred years old. The authorship of the Septuagint is 
very 'uncertain. There ; Is /a claim that an Egyptian 
Sih&,^ who reigned some t-wo and a half - centuries 
'before Christ, engaged seventy-two scholars to 
■write out in Alexandrine Greek the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures. • Tills was accepted In the earlier centuries of 
the Christian Era as correct, and it is generally be- 
lieved that the Jews living at the time of Christ were 
familiar with this version of their sacred books, and, 
' Jii' fatet,'u8ed It 1b their temples. There is,' however, 
a long 'blafik- p^^iod from the time the Septuagint 
■[vas supposed to have been translated from the He- 
brew to the probable date of. the oldest extant copy 
ef it, and for this reason, if for no other, any newly-- 
■dlHCOvered vcr.slon of tin; Old Testament, even if its 
Antiquity Is not as great as Is claimed for the I'reer 
manuscripts, would be exceedingly Interesting for 
purpbses of.coniparlson, and It might be very use- 
ful ifor,, the . purpose of clearing up any points in 
other versions, which are obscure either from omis- 
sions or from the imperfect condition of the text. 
• The contents of the Freer manuscripts are thus 
described: No. 1 contains the books of Dcuten'inomy 
and Joshua. The books preceding Deutoronomy la 
our accepted version seem to have formed a part of 
. iti-but are. now missing. No. 2 contains the Psalms, 
ah'd!a'lthoufeh' it Is In rather poor condition, being the 
oldest ot them all. It Is said that there will be no 
great dllflculty la deciphering most of these poems. 
No. 3 contains the four Gospels entire. It has been 
examined suftlclently to warrant the statement that 
it varies in some partlcular.s from the version con- 
tained In the modern Bible. No. 4 is older than 
IiTo. .3, and contains the Acts jmd the Epistles. It is 
Bibt ;lncaj very.''good state of preservation, and some 
p'irto 'of It' may prove indecipherable. The following 
p^a&^rsfpJjB are translations of- what follows the 
.fovS'rteenth verse of Mark XVI;, that- Is, It would 
come in Just before the famous Instruction to. the 
Disciples to go into all the' world and preach the 
Gospel to every creature: 

"And they answered, saying that this age of un- 
righteousness and- unbelief 1« under the power of Pa- 
tau, who docs not permit the things which are made 
Impure by the (evil) spirits to comprehend the truth - 
of God (and) hlfl power. For this reason 'reveal thy 
righteousness now,' they said to Christ, and C'hrlst 
said to them:

UNRECOGNIZED RESPONSIBILITIES

! V; From time Immemorial It has been admUte<l . that 
a man's duty is first to his State, second to his fanx-'l 
liyi and third to him.self. It does not matter a great, 
deal which wo consider first, our country, or our 1am- 
lly; for, it we work conscientiously for the real bet- 
torment and .-uivanceniont of the one or the otlier we 
are working for the -welfare of both.' Each of us can 
judge for iilmscif In how great a'degree he falls short 
of following this altruistic course of .conduct which 
Is supposed to produce the best of citizens. 

We read a great deal in the magazines and the 
public press of today of the curse laid upon the 
masses by the growth of the wealth of, the clasoos,' 
and they and tlie emj)loyers, are usually the object of 
attack. Granting that much , of - the. Invective and 
abuse-Is meritefl--by ^theae':-to»wtJ5»}n -It, la given,' there 
ls''5yet dnbthe'if -sMe to.'the qiiestipri^^^^^ In h6w:g,reat a' 
degree do^s the. responsibility .fbr'-'tiie 'exlsting condi- 
tion of things rest wltli th'e 'erhpioyee;' the tradesman,' 
the ordinary citizen? , ' ' 

There Is one truth . that Is perfectly apparent to 
every one who lets himself think at nil, and It Is; that 
as long as men and .woinen have for their one' object i 
In life the wiiges they can earn aiid the ama'asihg ' or 
money, Just so long' shall those men and women re- 
main narrow and degraded, unenlightened as to the 
real meaning- and worth of life. 

A great many hundred years, ago the wise old 
Sriartan lawgiver, perceiving the root of the existing 
evils of Laconla, made It a dl.sgraceful and well-nigli 
impossible thing for citizens to become . rich In, ma- 
terial possessionii. He called l.n all, the gold. and sliver 
and established as the only currency a sort of money 
nuide of iron "a great quantity of- wlilch:was but 
little worth, so that to lay. up twenty or thirty pounds 
was required a pretty large closet and to remove It 
nothing less than a yoke of oxen." So wise Indeed 
was the administration of .Lycurgus that' conditions 
closely approaching a Commune ', were.', established, 
each < cl tizen ' possessing ^hi^'^hous^ an^ land upon ■Which 
to raise wheat and cattle sufllclent for the needs ■ of 
his family. The country at harvest tlme was said to 
be a fair sight, (lotte<i all over with equal sized lots, 
newly reaped, upon ^\-hlch were stacked the golden 
grain. "Metlilnks," quoth Lycurgus,'- •"that.ali;:Ija- . 
conla looks like one family estate equally divided 
among a number of brothers." 

Bacon called riches the "baggage of virtue.". "The 
Koman word, he writes, "Is better still 'Irapedlnienta,' 
for as the baggage is to an army so Is riches to vir- 
tue; It cannot be spared nor left behind but it 
hindreth the march; yea, and the care of it some- 
times loseth or dlsturbeth the victory; of great riches 
there is no use except It be In the dlstrlbulon, the 

rest Is conceit. Seek not proud riches, but such as 

thou mayest get Justly, use soberly, "dlstribu'teViCheer- 
fully and leave contentedly. The waj-'s'to enrich are 
many and most of them are foul. Parsimony is one 
of •the best and yet it is not innocent for It wlth- 
holdeth Mian from worlts of liber.allty and charity." ' 

What Lycurgus acknowledged to be the root of 
the evil In his time, and what Bacon recognized s 
an impediment to virtue, is one of l,he, causes for the 
envy, hatred, and nmllce and nil uncharitablfen^5S''ex- 
Istlng today, and la responsible .for the unhappy con- ' 
dltlon of society, where tlie amassing of great wealth 
is- considered the worthiest ofcupatlon In which a 
man can engage. And the other cause, which Is per- 
haps an outcome of the first-named, is - thl's,— that 
those who follow the trades, those whose lives depend 
upon their knowledge of a handicraft, hold- that crjaft 
or trade in such contempt ' that " their work Is dis- 
honest and they are dishonest to their employer's 'ar»d 
di.shonest to themselves. 

A few hundred years ago in England , there was 
behe.aded ;i noble old statesman and schol.Tr, who .left 
behind him a work so worthy that the ideas involved 
in it have been used t)y hundreds of philanthropists 
and socialists since his day, when: they..:have.-cndeay.- 
ored in one country or another to establish aii Ideal 
state of socletj^ Probably Sir Thomas More bor- 
rowed some of his ideas from the history of the, civili- 
zation of ancient E,q-ypt, that great country, which 
gave to the philosopliers and reformers of old much 
of their -ivisdom. We read that no profession in 
Egypt was considered as sordid or groveling, . By 
this means all arts were brought to their., highest 
perfection. The profession of the father yraa handed 
down to the son, men became expert In the employ- 
ments which they had. always learned from infancy 
and the arts were Irnprpved by wonderful and num- 
berless Inventions. Sir Thomas More ; went a .stop 
further In describing the state of society upon his 
imaginary island. "Besides agriculture," he writes, 
"which is common to ail, every man or woman being 
instructed in it from their .childhood, every man t has 
some peculiar trade to which' he applies himself, 
such as the manufacture' of wool or flax-, masonry, 
smith's jvork or, carpenter's work; for tliere is no 
sort of trade that is not lield in great esteem among 
them. The chief business of the magl.strates l.s to 
see that no man m;i>- live idle but follow his trade 
diliBcntly working six hours a day. And the trades 
they follow are usually -those handed ^down' from 
father to son, though'lf a man choose he' may change 
his profession to one niore congenial to his fancy." 

And Just here Is brought to mind the : old glass- 
workers of Venice. Here was a trade so noble, that 
none but a tew chosen members of the aristocracy 
knew the wonderful secrets involved -In the making 
of the matchless ware. The secret of Its manufac- 
ture and coloring were handed down ft'om father , to 
son until so perfect' became the' art that 'Venice w.as 
famous for that and that alone and the fame lives to 
this da:-. 

What is true of one trade most be tnie of another; 
aii work becomes better and purer, and more nearly 
perfect as we undertake it with greater -earnestness 
and nobility of purpose, not li.avlng in mind the wage 
we earn but rather the perfection of our handicraft. 
And all -work' becomes menial, cheap and degrading, 
if wo tindertake It contemptuously and as a despised 
means to an unworthy end. 

If It could be understood once and for all that 
money ; does notTrmean , happiness, that very off teff It 
means everything else but that, and that those who 
follow th'eir trades diligently and wisely are far 
nobler, far mote capable of happiness than those 
who make money-getting their aim, no matter how 
prodigious their wealth may be, and that the re- 
sponsibility of existing conditions today , rests with 
the masses Just because they are the- masses, then 
■would it be possible to fabe the ' great Irisues that 
cbrifront us tbday s4nely and foariesHly;* * ' ' ' 

For those are strenuo\js times with us In America. 
There are great questions to bo decided, questions 
that involve the peace of our nation, tho sanctlty of 
oui- homes and ovu- freedom. If we love our country, 
if wo honor the flag under whoso protection we were 
born, then must -ive think and think , without preju- 
tjloe. .' If Aye will play our. partvas".' truej cltissferis '^letr usi 
honor bur' trade, whatever It may ^be,' too m'tich to 
degrade It for the s.ake of ii mean motive. Then will 
we hesitate to lay down our Jionest tonls to listen to 
the harangue of .some mistaken agitator and to fol- 
low him In a course that can have ro honorable end. 
Then shall each one of us decide. for himself what his 
duty Is, and ho will do, It wisely, and bravely as a 
dweller In the most beautiful country upon God's 
earth as a citizen under the flag that has always 
stood for: freedom. . . . , . 1';, „ , ,

"What is magic? Taking the word in Its broad 
meaning it may be said to be the operation of un- 
known laws. To an Australian aborigine many of 
the simplest transactions of ordinary life are magical. 
Moat people have heard the story of the African to 
who a missionary had given 'a chip on which he had 
■wrlft^n .a nje»sages|[0;hls wife asking b.er to send 
him a saw."- T<}sth'e-'Afrlcan this was magic. We may 
smile at the absurdity of such, an Idea, ,but If we had 
not been familiarized ' with .wonders.i'ithere. are v'dlsr: 
coverles of science -that would ^appear ' to us to bo 
magical To be able- to talk Into a little box and bo 
heard. hundreds of. miles away, with neither tube nor 
wire connecting us with the person spoken to, would 
seem- magical If we had not learned that there are 
laws governing such things. Therefore we must be 
cixutlbus 'how sweeping :we make our denunciations of 

.tell»whlbh'. 
'"of laws' 'of 

whose operations most of mankind are ignorant.' 

A belief In magic seems to be among the earliest 
developmenta of liutnan intelligence. No race is so 
low in the stage of progress tliat it does not explain 
many things by magic. Indeed one might say that in 
rudimentary civilization everything which could not 
be explained, was a(tributed\to'.,' magic. , Thus the 
native races of Australia aC^QU'nted for ' some- of the- 
simpler phenomena- of 'naturei- au'ch as thunder, shoot- 
ing stars'' a,nd 'the like a^' diie to'the magical influence 
of enemies. .'If a hawk cries In the night, they think 
it means 'that a child Is about to die,' which we all 
know Is very absurd; even if we wonder what it por- 
tends if the dog howls under our window three times 
ih succession', But a belief In ■ magic was by no 
means confined to primitive peoples. In Egypt, 
Babylon and, Rome at the very height of their civili- 
zation and' '.power.' the , people believed in maErlc 
Every one . is familiar with the story, of the-PIagues 
of Egypt.- Now becaiise the Jews s,ttrlbuted all ex- 
traordinary things to the, special interposition of 
Jehovah; Wo explain these plagues by 'saying that 
Moses brought -them abotit by divine command; but 
It will be remembered that Moses and the king's 
magicians. gave an exhibition of their rnaglcal po\Vers, 
Ji^ies.J'i^at-dow^^^^ roia. arid' It be'ciim'e a aef^eiiiv 
Whereupon'the maglhlans'cast down their rods, which 
became serpents, but. the rod of Moses devoured the 
rods' of the magicians. All these, whatever else it 
means, implies a belief In the Jewish race, In the 
potency of magic, although It was not equal to the 
power of Jehovah. In the Middle Ages a belief in 
magic was universal. It Is universal today; that.ls. 
It is as widespread as .the';huinan;race,!.altho«gh. there 
are more people now, wh6"''do, riot • beileve'in' It than 
ever before. In short,' as the domain of actual know- 
ledge: is ftieing' broadened, ; the' domain of the magical 
is necessarily being narrowed, and as. so much 'that 
has been thought to be magical has been proved to be 
simply the operation of known laws, there are thous- 
ands of people who refuse to' belleVe" In magic, al- 
though even they? would 'Just is, soon-npt-ispJU the salt 
and would preterite see the new m'oon'^over'the right 
shoulder. 



WILHELMINE VON BAYREUTH 

■ Those - -women of - the .eighteenth century, who 
haye.gained.a place- in^literature, are notable; chiefly 
for ' their" "meriib'frs; 'There had not afisien ,. a . school 
of literary women. Lines of social dema-rcatlon were 
drawn more sharply then than now,, and the. tendency 
of .education, was not 'to lead.' many^ persons to the 
pursuit of letters.' The cost of producing boolcs. was 
relatively' largi' .-and - the numbdr- of ; purchasers 
small. Tho''fleld In which the lady novelist finds her 
cUtotelethad 8ca.r6ely kny existence when Frederick 
the (Jreat was Irifluenplng the fate of Europe. I,iter- 
ature was tolerated rather than re.^pected. Hence 
It came about that those women, whose inclinations 
w.ere in a literary direction, gave expression to their 
ahibltlons in letters, whicli would reach a small' arid 
select circle of friends or In memoirs, whlcli would 
not. meet .with .publication .until. It might, sepra 
auspicious to , lay bare" the. secrets ' of . courts." To 
Wilhelnilhe. von Bayreuth' we are Indebted for an 
inner view. of Ilfo ln the Prussian capital during those 
eventful years when Frederick Wl!li;iiii I. and his 
great son' above named were upon the throne. .She 
was daughter of Frederick William, and her mother 
was Sophie Dorothea, daughter of George I. of 
England. She was born on July 3, 1703. Her father 
'wa.s a man of almost Inhuman characteristics. He 
was mean, sordid and cruel. For a long time lie 
walked with a crutch, and with this, . when angered," 
he,.would .beiabor hlg , wife, his }>hlldi;ep, '. his . mln- 
i.sters of stale,. his guests, his servants— any one, :ln 
short, who Tor some real o»'fancled' cause rtilght have 
IncuiTed his displeasure." His wife was naturally 
disposed to be gay, ■ but' lived' In a state of almost 
constant, terror, She was very ambitious for the 
future of her children, and one of iter most cherished 
plans was to make her daughter queen of J'higland 
by, a marriage with, her cousin, the then Prince of 
Wales, father of George III., but the influence of 
the. Emperor of Austria, 'who feared the results of an 
Anglo-Prusslan alliance, was sljfllclenf to prevent 
the" union from' being brought abolit. Wllhelmlne . 
does not appear to have much' regi-ctted the failure 
of her mother s'.plansi, for she shortly afterwards be- 
came the 'bride of "the Margrave of Bayreuth, a nian 
of very superior qualities, and witli wliom .'■•he 'II ved 
happily, althougli the surroundln,?s of Bayreuth were 
hardly in keeping with her great talent.s and strength 
of character. This union closed the door 'to 'all 
avenues of political ambition, and di.sdalning tlio 
petty Intrigues apd Jealousies of her own little "court, 
she gathered around her. a circle. composed^ of' cul- 
tured and' thoiightTul men and wfimcri; It' Is proba- 
ble that she would have played a con.splcuoiis part 
In the development of l':lghteentli Centur.\- literature, 
but' her health was never very good, and her consti- 
tution was' shattered by her vigorous life In her 
father'fi household. ,She died In her forty-ninth year. 
Between her and her brother, Frederick the Great, 
there were ties of an unusually deep affection, and 
one writer says that' "the shadow .'of her .'death 
stretched across the rom.alnlng years of his life." 

A? a ■writer, Weihjslmine Is 'npted -fo^ 
nesa.' She" wa'stes '-very ffew'wdi-'ds on" her descrip- 
tions, and never interrupts the ^thread of her story 
to givo us her Ideas or reflections upon what she la 
describing. She exliS'bits all the simplicity and 
graphic quality of Tacitus. Speaklng of the vislt'of 
Peter the Great of Russia to the Prussian Court on 
her return from Holliirid, she says; "As soon .as 
the Emperor saw mo,, ho recognized me — hav^rig'^seen 
me five years ago — took mo up In his arjiis faiiia' 
kissed me. all ,over my face, -i I boxed his 'ea.rs, aiid 
made frantic efforts to get away; from him, telling 
him 'he- had Imiulled ' niB. . This delighted him and 
made him laugh heartily," In such simple sentences 
she teliK the story ot this historic visit. Of Peter's 
wife Hhe says; "The Czarina, was small, liroad and 
brown-looking, without the slightest dignity of ap- 
peorancc. 'Vou hjid only to look at her to detect her 
low origin. . She might have pns.v'sd for a Gerninn 
actress, she had decked herself out In - such a man-r'v 
ner. Her drcHs had been bought second-hand a'nd'!'. 
Was ' trimmed' with .some dlrty-looklng silver,' . erii- 
broidery; -the bod tee J was covered with- pfeolotici 
stones, .arranged In ' such a' mahher as" to' 'roprdaont 
the' dquble! eagle. She wore: a dozen orders, and 
rotlhd:; the, '-bottom of her skirts hung quantltles\pf 
relics "aria .pictures of saints, which rattled when she 
walked, and reminded one of a -smartly harnessed 



mule." She describes Peter as tall, wtll-'formed 
and handsome, although with a coarseness of ex- 
pression that inspired fear. The Emperor's visit 
lasted two davs, during whicli time he lived at a 
beautiful palace known as Monblgou. v.'hlch Wlihel- 
mlne describes 'really a . little gem," and from 
which the Queen liad taken the precaution to re- 
Bi'jve everything that mlgnt get broken, ' as the Rus- 
sHuin gentlemen are not , noted for being particular 
or over-careful"; ( but the prudence availed :;n0thing,- 
for she . telIsi US.v"ThIs, barbarous court , happily . .left 
after-:.two .'.days.i;!| The, Queen rushed -at/onco;' to j,Mon^ .

Everything was destroyed so that the Queen was 
obliged to i-ebulld the whole house.'- In such word- 
pictures as this she describes the court life of her 
time. Her treatment by her father during the time 
she had the small-pox was incredibly cruel, and 
her description of It, gives us an Insight into court

The chairman, In his introductory remarks, said the

-iiCr... Balfour, who was received with loud cheers, 
said:-— Lord'JIount-Eagoumbe, my Lords, Ladies, and 

• Gentlemen,— Surely no man who witnessed the greet- 
ing which you have given me and saw the vast sea of 
faces, all animated by one belief, all. determined to 
■further one great cause, could suppose that the Un- 
ionist party is now a divided party. ("No.") Nor do 
•I believe that, as a matter of fact, that charge can 
any longer be brought against us. (Cheers.) If I 
read aright the signs of the times, there is not merely 
a growing conviction, but a conviction which has al- 
ready grown, on the subject of fiscal reform (cheers), 
which is no longer, or In a few months will, no longer 
be, as I am. well convinced, a auWect of (division in 
any section of the party, but will rather be an ani- 
mating motive, a deep-rooted, ijatrlotlc, and national 
conviction which, Insphrlngf alUte leaders and follow- 
ers, is predestined to make the Unionist adminlstra- 

■ tion memorable in the history of this country. 
(Cheers.) Now, X do not propose— I think It would oa 
quite unfitting, for reasons which you will appreciate 
in a moment— I do not propose to go in detail over 
this ancient, but now closing, controversy on the fis- 
cal question. I believe that more and more the 
thinking members of the community are coming to 
the surelv not irrational conviction that a fiscal, sys- 
tem 60 years old, brought into being at a time ^hen 
the Industrial relations of this country to ot^^ej coun- 
tries were wholly different from what they are now— 
a system brought into l^etag before we had preat^^^^ 
dustrial self-governing colonies as co-equal members 
of one great emph-e-a system which took no account 
of tht dinberate, settledf and most 'Stable purpose of 
foreign governments to take every advantage, legiti- 
mate Ldillegtlmate, 'which could further the com- 
Se^clStS^f their own countrymen Bome imes 
at the expehse of our country (hear, hear)— a sy.stcm 
hrought into being under conditions so wholly and ut- 
terlv different from those which prevail now is a 
sy^^'^m which sur^y, in the mind of the least and the 
most sceptical critic of fiscal reform theories-I say 

)phPers > I believe we are all in this room unani- 

fearned f?om the great meeting of CpnservaUves and 
Unionists a? Birmingham has already found an echo 
In every part of the United Kingdom among those 
Who shLe^ur general views. I °"iVf ,hVgTca"t 
Imlty because without unanimity not one of the great 
causes committed to our charge, as^ a party can be 
faithfully or adequately safeguarded;: iDecause wltlj- 
out unanimity we are helpless aS social. reformers, we 
are hoTS as fiscal reformers; .nay, we are even 
^^in-pql as critics of a Govetninenf than whom no 
Gorrnment J^er required to toe more faithfully dealt 
Avlth., (Laughter and cheers.) ■ 

' The Art of Misgovernment 
I propose to deal with them iCalthfully (Laughter) 
and I should like to make two small studies in the 
art of mIsgovernmSnt. (Laughter.) I think the Ad- 
ministration have escaped far too easily at present. 
(Hear.) They came in upon a rush of public reaction 
the value of wWch" ! do not propose to comment upon 
now%ut, naturally enough, under that flood was tem- 
porarily submerged the critical faculty of a large por- 
tion of the community. I hope It lias h en to e 
surface by this time (laughter), and that It "kes the 
•prospect of devastation which is presented to Its view. 
(Laughter.) Let me first make a few observations 
upon oho great 'department of Governmental admin- 
istration which ' touches, as you well know, vw> 
nearly the life, the ordinary domestic llfo, of a ',11^,0 
section! Of the community of this countrjv (Hear, 
hear)— I moan the administration of the Education 
aetiartment. (Hear.) I am not going to discu.ss at this 
moment the abortive Bill which was brought in oy 
the present Government, which during its pa.s.sage 
through the House of Commons received but scant 
favor from critics even on the Government side of 
the House, which was amended in the Lords In the 
direction of lU^erty of conscience In a manner whlcii 
did not meet with the favor of a Government which 
cares nothing for liberty of con.scicnco (hear), which 
was thereupon thrown out by ihcm In a fit of temper 
(cheers), in the utterly mistaken hope that an inuig- 
nant country would shout a.s thoy shouted now nearly 
80 years ago for "the Bill, the whplc Bill, and nothing 
but the Bill" (laughter), but who, as a matter of fact, 
received either in contented silence or with loud ap- 
plause the action of the Hou.se of Lords, whose cup 
was to be filled up by this particular legislative per- 
formance of the present Administration. (Cheers.) 
I am not going Into the rnerita of the defunct Bill 
(laughter), nor am I going to make any prophecies 
as to the Bill that we have been promi.^ied by the 
new Minister for Education (laughter); but I may, 
perhap.s, be permitted to call attention to a slight dis- 
crepancy—shall I say of statement or tone?— which 
I noticed in some of his recent speeches. He made a 
speech in July, for example, a truculent speech 
(laughter), in which he announced to an expectant 
country that he would make the House of Lords 
rcp^ret the course they had taken with regard to, his 
predecessor's Education Bill, that the Government had 
brought forward a pcacablc solution, 'tout that that 
solution had been rejected by the House of. Lords, 
and that now ho w^s, going to bring a sword In order 
to deal with tiie recalcitrant iA.ssenitoly. ButLvi^aa not 
very much frlghtCDod &t the time. (Laughter and 
cheers.) I am less than ever frightened now (laughter 
and cl.cers), because,! observe that frort,-a more re- 
cent utterance, an utterance delivered after.the county 
and borough munlclpalv elections ^■(cheerS),-,'.aj:r.i Mo- 
Kenna said that it wtLs certainly the desire of the 
Government to hold out' tfie olive branch (laughter), 
and such would continue to beMfhelr desire: There 
was 'a remarkable change between July I? and No- 
vember 28. (Laughter.) What particular mechanical 
operation had turned Mr. McKenpa'scsword into the 
ploughshare I do not know. (Iiaughter.) I do not 
know what substituted the olive branch for the threats 
which only a few months ;ago he thought it wise and 
decorous to utter against one of the Integral portions 
of the Constitution, but I" conjecture that ho has b^-' 
gun to see that the treatment by the Unionist party 
of tho education question was not, and Is not now, as 
has been grossly misrepresented, a sectarian treat- 
ment, but, on the other hand, a sincere and admitted- 
ly, as far as secular education was concerned, a suc- 
' cesstu! attempt to put national education on a good 
lind satisfactory basis. The attempt we made In 1902 



to settle the Inevitable religious difficulty ■ was 'not 
wholly successful. We are not blgoteds'advooates of 
this iorj that denomination, but we thought then, and 

-we 'think now; that the very basis of the education 

' of 'the community, of a great community like ours, 
should be that. If the parents desire It (cheers), their 
children shall enjoy the greatest of all educational 
blessings, the blessing Of religious education. (Cheers.) 

.'Now,>wlth;Vthe; ctiaraoter:of the religious education It 
ls|iipitith^fpt^^ the central Government, or of 

■'the-JcbUhty* council:; or of the borough council to deal 
(cheers), but it .is, the affair of the parents them- 
selves. (Cheers.) , .The Act of 1902 did not Indeed glvo 
the complete advantages which I should desire to see 
given to every parent througliout the land, and why? 
because that Act was built, and purposely built, up- 
on' tho old foundation that wo found existing. We 
used this foundation to the best of our ability, wc 
improved the ■ 'structure, we gradually added tn the 
privileges which under the Act of f870, the Radical 
Act of 1870, were given to Nonconformists by Mr. 
Gladstone and hl:3 colleagues and followers; we did 
our best to make that old, and in some respects, I 
quite admit, unsymmotrlcal and illogical, arrangement 
work to the best advantage, and I believe it Is working 
and wherever it is allowed to work it will work. But 
of you moan to alter it — I do not object if you mean 
to alter it — in tho matter of religious education tliere 
is only one scheme and one principle which we can 
sulistitute for the old empirical method, and that prlu- 
cljile, that scheme, is one by which the parent shall 
be allowed to decide what kind of religious education 
shall be given in the primary schools of this country 
to his own .children... (CJheers.) 

Mr. McKenna's Administration 

I did not mean, I frankly admit, when I came Into 
this room to go at any length into the general prin- 
ciples on whicli wc should act in legislation, because 
what I want to bring to your attention Is not legis- 
lation, but administration, not the BilLs which the 
Governmont have brought In, but, the procedure of 
their own Education I\!inister. And let me remind 
you that it i.s one of tlie well-recognlzed principles of 
administi'ation la this country that every department 
Is given ^a discretion in administrative affairs on the 
decided understanding that discretion Is to bo used ir- 
respective of party, that thougli the Minister Is a 
party man he is not to wrest and twist the powers 

. entrusted to him by the House of Commons to carry 
out a policy not embodied In the statute law, and If 
a Minister so misuses the administrative powers 
granted to him, he commits an offence, In my Judg- 
ment, not merely with regard to i>Hrtlcu!ars in which 
ho misuses his power, but In regard to the whole 
scheme of Governmental adminlstr.ation In this coun- 
try, of which, I would venture to say, that hitherto, 
until the evil precedent set us by Mr. McKenna and 
his friends, the work has been carried on to the satis- 
faction of both parties In the State, no matter what 
party for the moment happened to be In power. 

"(Cheers.) Mr. McKenna, the Minister of Education for 
the time being, has quasi-judicial powers with regart" 
to trust deeds of schools and training colleges of all 
kinds; he has powers, to make regyiatl.Oh^Yppwers 
given him In a rash ippmaht'by Parliament " The 
present holder of the office, I believe, is . deliberately 
using these powers to - destroy by administrative 
tyranny what he has been unable to destroy by legis- 
lative folly. (Cheers.) I do not believe he will succeed. 
' (Cheers.) But I do believe that, although he will 
not succeed in destroying the voluntary schools of 
this country, he will do a great deal of perfectly un- 
necessary damage. He will cause much suffering and 
greatly Injure the cause of education and lower the 
whole position of the administrative department over 
which ho presides. He has Issued regulatlon.s about 
training colleges which, as I believe, violate their 
trust deeds. He is using all his powers to throw 
conditions on voluntary schools so onerous that it Is 
Impossible that they should carry them out. You are 
all ratepayers — I dare say you regret it. (Laugliter 
and "No.") I wish you to consider for a moment 
what the effect is going to be on the rates of that 
kind of procedure. I was accused, as one of the 
authors of the Act of 1902, of increasing tho education 
rate. The accusation was .an unjust one, because 
although it was perfectly true tliat the education rate 
rose, that was because more money was required for 
education; it was not because the Act of 1002 threw 
a greater burden upon the rates, but simply because 
the county councils and the borough councils, rightly 
on the whole, thought that education required mor( 
money. Tho.v pressed forward their schemes, and no 
doubt the rates sometimes rose to a point which I 
think deplorable. But look what tills Government want 
to do. They want to destroy the voluntary schools. 
For every voluntary school you destroy you must 
have .a provided school In its place. For every pro- 
vided schooj the ratepayer will have to find the money, 
and all the money. And is it not folly! At the in- 
vitation of the State great denominations— th'e BJng- 
lish Church, the "Wesleyans, the Roman Catholics, and 
others — came forward and out of their own pockets 
did that which, if they had not done it, the ratepayer 
would have had to do. Is It not folly that the 
Government are coming forward now to burke all this 
private enterprise. If I may so call it, and insist that 
the whole unalleviated burden of the primary educa- 
tion of this country should fall upon tho unwilling 
shoulders of the ratepayers? I called it folly, but it 
is wor.se than folly. It is folly from the point of view 
of the ratepayer; but from the higher, the wider, 
the deeper point of view of those who desire to see re- 
ligion remain, as it has always been, an Integral and 
essonliai p:u-t of our . children. Is it not folly to say 
that there shall be In future no religions education at 
all, or that it .sliall be a kind of reli.gious education 
which happens to please this or that I'^ducalion Minis- 
ter, this or that town or county counsrl, but not tho 
reii.gloiis education which the parents of tho children 
desire for their offspring? I Jiave a great deal to say 
to you (eiioers), and if I am to say it 1 liave not time 
to dwel Icitiier upon Mr, McKenna's tro.-itincnt of the 
training coIlcLjes or his treatment of tln^ socondar.\- 
schools, or, Indeed, in any detail on his treatment of 
the primary schools. I content myself, so far as this 
half of my study Is concerned, with calling your at- 
tention .and, in so f.ar a.s my voice will carry, the at- 
tention of tho whole community, to tho misuse wi'th 
which I charge tho present Minister of Education In 
tho exercise of his Ministerial and seml-judlcial func- 
tions with which Parliament and the country bavd 
entrusted him. (Cheers.) 

Misgovernment In Ireland 

Well, T turn to the second head of iny study in 
misgovernment. (Laughter.) I cross St. George's 
Cjhiinnel (choer-s), and I come to a country with whoso 
government I have at times been very closely connect- 
ed. (Cheers.) I think it was on the inth of May that 
the present Prime Minister announced that the con- 
dition of Ireland was satisfactory. (Laughter.) Does 
even the Brtme Minister think It satisfactory at thi^ 
present time? (Laughter.) Seven, months have pass- 
ed- since he made .that memorable announcement, and 
those seven months .have been marked, tragically 
marked, by a rapid, growth of lawlesi^ess and bf ..dis- 
order, of outrages itjpon -'property, 6f<.'ini|uFies to' those, 
engaged In peaceftil. occupations. ' Barts ,. of Itoland 
which oven ln.the.:most di.f3turbed times knew little of 
disorder, have become the yery. focus of lawlessness. 
(Hear, hear.) Twelve counties, I am Informed, at 
least, are now Involved in this growing spirit of law- 
lesness. It la spreading from day to day, and any 
of you who have studied the history of Ireland, Indeed, 
who .have studied the history of any community, 
know woU that If you allow a spirit of lawlessness to 
grow unchecked, tho consequences are almost incal- 
culable. Tlu'y reach Issues which you supiio.so would 
never bo touclied b,v them, they affect Interests which 
appeared to bo remote from the- original .agitation. 
They touch the life of an organized and civilized com- 
munity at ev( ry point, and at every jiolnt they do In- 
calciilalile injury. (Choors.) Now, I do not. profess 
• to umhu-sl.'ind what the general policy of the Govern- 
ment Is with regard to Ireland. (Laughter.) We must 
all admit that Ireland Is not a subject which It Is eas> 
to ignore. You must have ;in opinion on It. Y'ou 
cannot put it nsldo in a drawer and say, "This is a 
subject T will consider a year hence or two years 
hence." Ireland Is with you always. (Laughter.) 
It ha.s been with you, and Is going to bo with you 
(cheers), and whatever you do, whether you give

, whether you 'Withhold Home Rule, as I am sure you 
' vWiU^whatever alternative, you accept, > doi no t ; suppose

Devolution 

Well, .but then,. If that is so, and every responsible 
statesman knows that It is so, what, let mo ask you, 
Is the policy of his Majesty's Government upon this 
Insistent and ever-presslng problem? I remember tho 
Prime Minister was extremely angry with me at the 
time of the general election (laughter), becauso I sug- 
gested there was some kind of arrangement between 
him and the leader of the Irish party as to a policy 
whl^;h was, on the one hand, pursued by tho Irish 
Nationalists in the House of Commons and, on tlio 
other, by the Governmeul of wliich tlie Prime Minis- 
ter wiis the head. I do not know why he was angry. 
(Laughter.) It was a very natural supposition, and I 
do not see that it was a discreditable one. I cannot 
for the life of me understand why they should not 
talk the matter over outside. However, the Prima 
Minister indignantly repudiated the sugpestion, and 
I accept absolutely his disclaimer. Then .Ihero was no 
.arrangement Ijctwecn those two gentlemen, but what 
did actually happen was that tho Prime Minister said 
ho would not give Homo itulo in the cour.se of the 
I>resent Parliament, but that he would give them de- 
volution. (Laughter.) That is what he said, and 
what Mr. Redmond said was that tho Unionist Gov- 
ernment had been ah atrocious and a wicked Govern- 
mot, and he hoped that everybody would agree with 
him and would vote for Sir Henry Cnmpbell-Banner- 
mani (Laughter.) ' Well, that in al' right. (Laugi;t.-r^\ 
I make no complaint. (Laughter.) what probabl.v' 
would have been done after the conversation was ap- 
parently .done without the . Qonversation, (Laughter.) 
Then oariie a time when this policy, which was npt 
an arrangement, had to be carrietl out. Mr. Bitrell 
btoiight in a Devolution Bill which was to be a ste^ 
towards the larger policy. The Devolution Bill li'nlpod 
and tottered through its first reading. It never got 
to its second reading.'' .(Laughter.) It was kicked out, 
not by tho efforts of the party to which, we bQiong, 
though wo did our best (cheers) to attain so excellent 
a consummation — It was kicked out by the IndigQcint 
contempt of the Irish people for whose benefit it was 
brought in. (Laughter.) Very well, then, It may be 
taken now as settled that the policy of devolution a; 
a step towards a larger hope Is abandoned. Thoy got 
a. mandate, so they said (laughter), from the electors 
of this country to give the Irish devolution. They 
brought in their Devolution bill. It never even was 
read a second time. So much for the mandate. 
(Laugliter.) But tlien, where are thoy now? Tliey 
are not going to give Home Rule, they are not going 
to give devolution. "What are they going to give? 
Well, they are going to give, as far as I can make 
out. tho only thing which the Irish want, which is a 
free hp-nd to do exactly as they like With regard to 
law,- order,: property,, th?! rights.. .of. individuals, and 
popularOlbetty in Ireland. , 

The Government- anil Disorder 

Mr. Birrell, the Irish Seciretkry, was extremely in- 
dignant the other day in a speech which he made, I 
think It was three weeks ago, at Southampton, In 
which he said that tho Government wore most falsely 
accused of not doing their best to repress outrages, 
and ho repudiated with vehemence tho suggestion that 
they had not done their best to throw the whole Gov- 
ernmental weight into the scalo of law and order. 
I have the honor of Mr. Blrrell's acquaintance, and I 
know perfectly well thiit ho is an English gentleman 
who probably loathes disorder. I do not for a moment 
doubt that he has the utmost disgust and horror of 
the kind of things which he I^ at this moment per- 
mitting to go on in Ireland; but when he accuses 
Others of falsely accusing hlW- he "really ought to ro- 
memberithatShoiJtABf given* oo«^ as has never 

yet b'Seh'glVeh^ si) far as I know, by any Minister of 
tbe: fcrbwn...for precisely this kind of accusfttiom This 
Cattl6,4r4iaini|;ff-5;ou knojiv what cattle-raiding Is. .It is 
i .aelibei'ate''att'emi5t oft the pai-t of persons in no 'Wa.v 
cohcernea pBrionaUy"'Vi?ith the .c^ntro^versy to 'prevent 
men carrying' ^iti.a 'buslriess whlih ir ndt Only liWful 
and proftlable in itself, but most \iseful for the coun 
try In which they live; and they arc pr'eventea from 
carrying on that business of ' grazing by seeing tho 
cattle driven off, exhausted, sometimes worse than ex- 
hausted, by the treatment they. receive, and their busi- 
ness made an Impossible business, as everybody wlto 
knows anything of agriculture as well as those who 
know nothing of agriculture can at once perceive. 
How was this offence treated by the Government res- 
ponsible for the time being for the preservation of 
ovory one of his Majesty's subjects in the ordinarj 
rights and securities which in every country In the 
world Its cUizens jiosscss? (Cheers.) What was the 
langu.age they used? The representative of tho Irisi 
Office in tlie House of Lords said: "Wo" — he did not 
speal^ for himself, but the Goveninient of whom lio 
was tho mouthpiece — "wo consider cattle-driving to bo 
comparatively harmless." (Laughter.) The Irish 
Secretary himself made a speech in tho House of 
Commons — I think he gave an answer to a question, 
I am not quite sure which — in which he said that un- 
doubtedly cattle-driving was illegal, but it was not 
nearly so bad as cattle-llfting (laughter), which took 
place some centuries ago (renewed laughter) on the 
border country between England and Scotland. An- 
other member of the Governmont spoke in Ireland and 
told hla audience that cnttle-drlving was not ver\; 
serious and that it was not nearly so bad as a great 
many Dtlier things. (Lauglitci-.) I ask any man of 
common sense in this room whether that is tlio way 
in wliieh llios(.> responsible for law and order in an> 
country, and most of ail in Ireland, ought to .s])eak of 
these coinhlned conspiracies to Injure intiividu.als and 
to defeat the l;iw? Supposing there was an outbreak 
of burglary in this town, and 1 was to come down 
and say, "Burglary is no doubt an offence against the 
law, but let us rejoice It Is not burglary with violence." 
It is quite true that burglary without violence is not 
so bad as burglary with violence (laugnter), and if I 
\\'as drawing a criminal code that would, no doubt, 
appear on the face of the code; but If you preiich in 
publlc^in Ireland or In this country In a way that 
will reach Ireland, and, instead of spending your time 
in showing that the crime committed is a crime in- 
consistent with clviliii^d society, you say, "This is a 
crime, no doubt, but it might be w'orse.f Do not you 
think that in the guise of condemning it you do, no 
doubt unintentionally, but still most surely increase 
tho very offence against' which, in appearance and in 
words, you are making a protest? So It Is with the'se 
people. The very events that have recently occurred 
in Ireland vrovc that It is so. 

The Abortive Prosecutions 

You have had countless trials, all of them abor- 
tive, and what has been sajd, either by the magistrates 
on the Bench who, according , to the Irish Secretary' .-^ 
own admission, are not doing ithelr duty, or by the 
counsel for the accusedi who, 1 trust, according to 
their lights, are doing their diity? 'What did' they say? 
Thoy quoted the Government They quoted tha very 
words to which I have called attention, and they told 
th,e jury before whom they- were speaking that, in tho 
opinion of tho Qov'ernment, obviously these were not 
very serious crimes. 'Who'is to' blame- for that?' I do 
not hellovo Mr. BlrrcU approves of cattlo-drlving. I 
do not believe Mr. T, AV. Russell approves of cattle- 
driving. But what I do believe l.s that In tho fear of 
offending their Nationalist supporter.'i in and out of 
the House of Commons (loud cheers), thoy ho.vo at 
the initial stage of this movenient so quallJ'ied and 
watered down their condemnations that they . were 
taken to be approvals by the very people whom Ihey 
desired to condemn. (Laughter.) Now. wlitit is tiic 
course Which any Government, any self-resiiectinp 
Government (laughter), any' Government conscious of 
the fact that, whatever might be its mission in legis- 
lation, Its primary duty wa.'f to see that tho lives, the 
liberty, and the jirojierty of those siibJectR committed 
to its charge were .secured — what would be tho course 
they would liiivc taken? Thoy wmild havo tak(!n ad- 
vantage of every in.slrument that the statute law of 
the country puts Into their hands and thoy would 
have seen to it tliat justice was done. (Hear.) The 
Oovornment have not done that. They havo not oven 
tried to do it with regard to the leaders. (Hoar, 
hear.) And why havo thoy not tried to do It with re- 



:'gard;.tO;; the leaders? "Oh." says the Chief Secretary 
"If 'we 'were ;to'.p'i"OBecute Mr. (iinnell, and I am itch- 
Ing to pro'seoute him — (laughter) — I did not prosecute 
Mr. Ginnell because If he had been in gaol four months 
or so. when he came out he would be a hero. He 
would have greater powers than he ever had before, 
and Ihut Is wiiat he wants." I am not at all sure that 
Mr. Ginnell does want to go to prison for four months 
(laughter) ; but putting that point aside, I should like 
to ask you what is the Chief Secretary doing In tho 
way of creating heroes? He Is producing them by tlu 
score. He told us himself that he had prosecuted 400 
people. It is quite true that .100 gloried In their 
crimes, but it also true tliat not one of the 400 receiv- 
ed any punishment whatever. (Laughter.) There you 
have 400 village llampdens sent back to their res- 
pective abodes with tile onornio^s sat|?)itabtion of hav- 
ing flouted the law, of havingl^niadei' 'tjie government 
of Ireland ridiculous, of having destroj'-ea the living of 
a great may respectable fanners, and of having suf- 
fered no jjenaity whatever, arul of liavlng attained tho 
summit, having worked for their country's freedom 
at absolutely no cost or inconvenience to theihselves; 
not even the cost of that four months' Imprisonmerit 
of which Mr. Birrell speaks with such airy lightness. 
I, therefore, do not think much of-, this arrangement 
that you ought not to prosecute, for an- off enoe becaus'" 
you turn the man Jyou prosecute, into af'hero.' At; all 
events, If you are^golng td'- prosecute and-'lf you- are 
afraid' of turning people into heroes, you had better 
take care your prosecution is .successful, at all events 
so that the laugh shall not be wholl^■ on the side of tho 
gentlemen you prosecute. Weil, wliy are not their pro- 
secutions successful? Everybody knows, there is no 
secret about it. it is because the Government refuse 
to iiut into force the Crimes Act, (Cheers.) It was 
devised by Parliament and placed on the Statute- 
books exactly to meet these outbreaks of agrarian 
crime to which from time to time, unfortunately for 
herself, Ireland has for generations been subjected. 
(Cheers.) And why do you think the Crimes Act is 
not put Into force? (A voice, "They are afl-aid to.") 
V\"ell, what are tliey atiaid of? 1 thinlv I can tell 
you. They are not a,fraid of Englisli indignation or 
Scottjish indignation, aiul J do nol tliink tliey are 
■ afraid of Irish indignation. They are afraid of their 
6wh;speeches and they, axlmit it. Mr. Birrell says al- 
most-pathetlcaliy, "Are Vfe really to put the Grliiids 
Act in force? Consider how we spoke against it, how 
we voted against It?" Is it then come to this? The 
law is openly flouted. Are' yoii going to make It re- 
spected? No, we. make speeches. (Laughter.) 
Throughout whole counties there Is no grazing far- 
mer who is not afraid of seeing himself from day to 
day ruined by the outrages directed against him, not 
on account of anything he has done, but simply. 011 
account of the fact that he is carrying on a legiti- 
mate business in a legitimato way. (Cheers.) Are 
you going to do nothing to protect him? No, we , 
value speeches. Men ' are brought up before magis- 
trates in the county ^and before Judges In Dublin, 
their offences proved, .up to the hilt; it Is not denied' 
even ;by" the defending counsel; it is a matter of unl- 
versail inptoriety,. Thpse men are acquitted. They go 
back triumphantly popular heroes to their own vil- 
lages. ' Are you going to do nothing to preserve au- 
gust traditions of the law and the privileges and the 
rights which I had supposed were the common herit- 
age of every subject of the ivlng? (Cheers.) We are 
going to do nothing. We make speeches. (Laugli- 
ter.) it is bad enough, ladles and gentlemen, to bo 
governed by a Pvadicai administration (laughter), but 
when the members of that administration are them- 
selves the slaves of their perorations, when they are 
themselves in a perpetual bondage of their own 
foolish .deeds and their, own rash speeches, it ; seems 
toime that, our cohdltion is doubly baa, that.;the, teh- 
der ihercles bf these gentlemen might Indeed be tol- 
erable If they had only been a little mOre careful and 
a little more scrupulous in their use of the weapons 
of political, of party warfare. The shadow of their 
own rash and unscrupulous statements lies over 
every deparlmen't of their public policy. (Cheers and 
a vuice, "Rub It In," and iaughter.) The ylaca.rda 
about Chinese labor have long rubbed from your 
walls, they have been condemned as inaccurate by the 
govc;rnmcnt themselves (hear, hear), they have oeen 
stlgniatined as mendacious by everybody else; but 
these inaccurate or mendacious statements — choose 
your epithet yourselves — have bound and hampered 
the whole administration of the colonial oflice in re- 
gard- to South Africa ever since,, and have done- in- 
calpulabl^ harm to -our great colony, in! addition ito 
the harm \5hlch no doubt thej' did to our party when 
the lies were first started. It is a small matter rela- 
tively that we sliould transfer from one party to an- 
other the administration of tlie country so long as 
the .administrators are able and honest at heart and 
accept those broa<l principles which are common to 
every civilized government. But It is another matter 
wiieii the government go in by means of placards like 
those to which 1 liave politely referred and then find 
ttiemseives bound by those placards. Radical gov- 
ernment would be quite tolerable if the Radical gov- 
ei anient could only forget what they said and what 
they printed at the time of general elections. 
(Cheers.) In the same way as I have just pointed 
out, their wild and foolish propaganda .against the 
Education Act of 1902 got them into 'a' hopeless mud- 
dle in their first session,' which! continued into the 
second, and, If my powers of prophecy are not wholly 
at fault, is going to get them Into a worse muddle in 
the course of their third. (Laughter.) Is that be- 
cause they are incapable of dealing fairly If left to 
themselves with the education problem? Not a bit, I 
am sure that if you got Mr. Birrel) or Mr. McKenna 
or the prime minister Into a room and quietly talked 
to tliom over tlie education dilHcultics you would lind 
them the most reasonable men; but tliey have their 
speeches and their votes behind them, and tiieir pla- 
cards behind them, and they are, going to get-them- 
selvesand us into a 'hopeless mess over this very 'dif- 
ficult and delicate question. "What is true of Sbuth 
Africa and education is true, and doubly true, by 
their own admission, of Ireland: Nothing stands be- 
tween them and tho administration of the law as it 
ought to be administered but those votes and 
those sjieechcs to which Mr. Birrell so jiathetlc- 
ally and so helplessly made referene(> the other day. 
Is it too miicli li) ask thai the.v should, for a moment 
at all events, imt aside this liiGon\'eniont memor.y — 
that tliey should allow spocclies which nobody wlslies 
to read to sleeji comfortably obscure, unlionored but 
harmless. In the pages of "Hansard" — is it too 
much to ask them to for.get the votes and wild state- 
ments on platform^ and tho shameless »jlacards and 
devote themselves to that which, now they are in of- 
fice, ho matter hOw they got' there,' ik thelf ' prliliary 
duty of seeing that every citizen of the country has 
the rights which the law has guaranteed him carried 
out In practice (cheei's), that evt:ry pariuit should 
have the 'greatest of all freedom, the freedom to edu- 
cate his child as he wishes to educate it, and tliat the 
farmer of Irul.-ind, carrying on what Is the .^■reatest 
industry of tli,.; cnuiilry, carrying it on jjeaceably, ac- 
cording to law, with tlio approval of his neiglibor.s, 
.should not be allowed to be disturbed by irresponsible 
l)au<is (if rulllans, coming from afar, who are flaunt- 
ing tiie law wliicli it is the business of tho chief sec- 
rcuarv to administer — a husiness.to -which, I regret to 
say, he has not as yet'glv^n muoh oEhls mlnd-or his 
atleution

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THE NEW NAVAL BASE 

Lord Tweedmouth, speaking at Duns, said that 
tl^ejr were now" about Issuing tenders; for a new great 
rfEval base in the Forth, says ' -the ' London Times. 
There had been a long exploration of tho Eorth, -and 
deep borings had been sunk to find out what the §loil. 
at the bottom of the Forth was like and to see,' how 
far they would have to bore before they got, aispund 
foundation. - The ria'wii -basin would 'cover :66,: acres, 
•Bind would have a depth of 36 feet at all tides.' 'They 
■would have accommodation, at the quays for 22 war- 
ships, and that number could be doubled by banking 
them two and two If It becnme necessary. Besides 
there would be a big dock that would take In the 
largest battleship of modern days. Of course, this 
was going- to cost a good deal of money, and it would 
take ten years to complete; but he believed it would 
be a most useful addition to the naval equipment 6i 
the country. It would be an absolutely necessary ad- 
dition to their naval establishment. They had had it 
more or less forced upon them, the. necessity. of ^btitli^r, 
ing these enormous ships,'. 'aha, therei';Ts^s, 'npt at'>pr^^^^ 
sent on the icast seaboard, of this country a dock sut- 
flolent tO: admit, them.,; . And even from Portsmouth 
i-lghtrouhd'.the^hbrth. of I Scotland they had got no 
dock that Vi?ould hold One of the big modern battle- 
ships until they reached the Clyde. In the Clyde, 
Severn, Mersey, and at Belfast there were docks, pri- 
vate docks, that could take them in. All along the 
east coast, however, there were none. At Portsmouth 
and Devonport they had docks that would take them 
in, but along this most attachable coast they had not 
at the present moment either a private or a govern- 
ment dock that would take In one of these large bat- 
tleships. He thought the base they had- chosen was 
the l ight place. In his humble Judgment the Forth 
had not only a splendid railway .cpmmunloatlon and 
good water supply, but it was' close to the great ship- 
building firms at Lelth and Granton, and, of course. 
In case of emergency, their best shipwrights and-eur . 
glneers could be got from the Clyde In a very' short 
time. All these considerations had led them to-' ^tho 
final decision to carry out this -work, and ho was very 
hopeful indeed that it would be a great addition for 
securing the 'safety of the nation. 



WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY 

According to tho Berne correspondent of the Echo 
de Paris, tho Swiss military, administration have been 
conducting experiments wlthiMarobni wireless tele- 
graphy instruments, ■which qnqe^inoro . dem^ 
that such despatches; kept! secrjst, as a re- 

ceiver registers! messages sent by Other ' instruments 
with which it has no direct communication, says the 
London Times. An endeavor was made to establish 
communication between a fixed Marconi Instrument 
on tho Rlghl and a movable one placed In a small 
valley of the Canton de Valals, almost completely sur- 
rounded by high mountains and situated at the foot 
of the Dent de Morcles. Although no messages reach- 
ed this station from the Rlghi, it received numerous 
other despatches in German, French, English, and 
even Russian, the origin of which was unknown to It. 
These, comprised reports on, the health, of the Empsrr 
or :Wllllaxht'.th6 Djuma, and the departure and arrival 
of ships.' The interceptea messages, which were very 
distinct, are believed to have - come from the largCi 
station in the south of England, and perhaps from 
Paris. In this particular Instance the electric wire of 
the receiver, instead of being stretched between ' two 
tall ipolesi was fastened: to t-vyo rocks in such a mah- 
ner that it faced the Rlghi; ■ ' ' '

LANT. thickly enough; to form 
sventually, a mass of foliage suf- 
ficiently, ^denseiV;, to completely 
hide khe '^groun'd.' J - Scattered 
plants about a newly raked bed 
may look neat, but so would per- 
fect rows of painted stakes. 
Neatness can be more perfectly 
attriined by the close grouping 
of ]Dlants of similar foliage. Too great a niiM- 
ture of leaf-forms and colors often gives a tan- 
.gled and untidy effect. ^,T;he aim is the. happy 
medium between the sarteness of ia ' tot) 
large group of one species ^^'iid the careless 
mixture of many species. ]\IaUe the groups de- 
cided enongli to be called groups in compari- 
son with the area of the ])lanting, but lot them 
be irregular and lileud into the surrounding 
$i;,grouijings with pleasing contrasts. 

A very effective way of planting, especially 
where the border is long, is to use a jargo 
quantity of a few kinds of plants which fbll6\v 
each other in bloom through the season, and to 
plant the whole border in small groups, so that 
at one time the entire bf)r<:ler appears rair;ic- 
ti\"c with flowers of one kind and of one or jier - 
haps two colors, to he fi^Uowed by a flower of 
another color. This method changes the color 
effect of the whole border almost every week, 
but;it;flfiCOurse cannot give the effect ofca solid 
'mass of flowers, as woukM>e the case if the 
same list were planted, each kind in a plot by 
itself. A list) for this purpose to follow each 
other quite closeh' through the summer might 
be; Yellow daffodils," purple German iris, rose 
and white peonies, scarlet Oriental poppies, 
Japanese iris (white, with jiencilings of color), 
yellow day-lilies, monardas (red), phlox 
(white, or nearly so), rudbeckias- (yellow), 
purple New England aster, and hardy pompon 
chrysanthemum ,(^^^ If a larger 

list, wittf-piants' of several colors appearing at 
the same season is used, the effect is ,.|entire|y 
different, and care will be needed t6'-bbtam' the 
more pleasing contrasts of color. 

The preparation of the beds for perennials 
should be very thorough, especially as the soil 
cannot be deeply dug or greatly enriched after- 
ward. If the subsoil does not provide: siif? 
ficient drainagfe«*to prevent.^ .water staying on , 
the surface of the ground or'tlie soil.'firbm ;be- 
coriiingliexcessi wet during tlie ■ rainier 
seasoh'si then undcr-drainagc to a diepth of at 
least two and a half feet will be necessary. 

A first-class perennial bed, suited to sustain 
a large variety of plants in vigorous growth, 
should have the ground made loose to a depth 
of two feet. It would be best to have the en- 
tire tv((o .feeti^ade ttg. »f surfacg soil and then 
dig over the 'stibsoil 'and mix with it a fair 
amount of manure, bone and wood ashes. If 
the soil is clayey or sour there is nothing bet- 
ter than screened coal ashes to make its con- 
dition satisfactory. An application two inches 
deep to a foot of soil will loosen a stiff clay, 
and it will stay loose. Sand will answer to 
the same end, but not as well. 

The top soil should, if possible, be a.good 
loam, and be at least one foot deep. It-shouId 
be well enriched with well-rotted .^manure, 
bone and wood ashes, or other mineral fertil- 
isers, and put in a finely pulverized condition. 
The growth of vegetation cannot be vigorous 
without a deep, rich, well-drained soil. Keep 
the surface soil rich, and do not get part of the 
subsoil mixed with it, as many of the garden 
plants are shallow-rooted and need a very 
mellow soil; and further, a good friable .sur- 
face is needed to allow the growth of annuals 
and small plants, especially those raised from 
seed. A good depth of soil gives a lower feed- 
ing-room for the strong-rooted plants, and al- 
lows the growth of more shallow-rooted plants 
among them, with far better results than could 
possibly be obtained on a thin soil. 

When purchasmg plants for a border, take 
pains to oljtain good, healthy stock, and see 
that it is carefully planted as soon as received. 
The best season. to transplant any particular 
plant is while it is yet dormant and just before 
its roots start to grow. Plants in general, and 
early flowering ones in particular, make .con- 
siderable root growth in the fall. lA good rule 
to follow is: Plant in the early fall' thbsfe 
species that blossom before July, and in' ^ the 
spring those that Ijloom later in the year. 

If it seems best to make the planting all at 
one time, then early fall will pcrhajjs be tlie 
best season for the greatest number. Fall 
planting should be early, so that the plants can 
become established in the soil at any season, , 
but more care must be used. . 

'A well-drained, deep soil under the plants! 
is the first and best jn-otectidn. Too miicli 
water in the soil and too weak a root system, 
with the alternate freezing and tlffawing, arc 
the main reasons for the winter-killing of oth- 
erwise hardy plants. If the bc'ds are given a 
dressing of short manure in the fall, just suf- 
ficient to cover^the earth without smothering 
the crowns of , the plants, it will prevent the 
too 'quick f reez^^^^^ 

Plaititif th^^^ tender to cold 'must 

be mulched to keep the frost from the roots. 
I'his can be accomplished with any material, 
.such as straw, leaves, etc., thatts open enough 
to form interior air spaces, aud^ so be a poor 



conductor of cold. It is well to place this m;)- 
tcrial in' heaps over the' crowns of the plants so 
as to at least partly shed the rain. Theioil 
must be extremeh' (by to injure an establftherl 
dormant plant, but it can easily be too wet. 

AVhen, after a few years, tho border be- 
comes too thick or the clumps too largo to give

Natural Increase of Daffo'dils- : V 

Daffodil bulbs split up and multiply by off- 
sets. The natural increase in some varieties 
of daffodils is so great that the se*cond year 
after planting, the num.ber. of' bulbs will be 
tresbled and in time (yarding from three to six 
years' no' mitf ' wMt'^^ttie ' variety is, the 
clumps will have beconie so dense tluit they 
need lifting and dividing. These offsets usual- 
ly attain full growth in about four years. Of 
course, the clumps may be left to flower in- 
definitely, which they will do i")rovicling the 
soil and other conditions are congenial. In 
order to attain the best results, the bulbs must 
be dug, lifted, and sorted every? two years, the 
'Smaller off stmts' being grown oh' separately. 
.■V^hen the' bulbs are atiout i&ur' j^eays old^^ 
pfoduce the 'best flowfers, and in the following 
year will develop into the double, or triple- 
nosed forms — that is, two or more bulbs being 
enclosed in one skin, ^^hese bulbs will break 
up the succeeding year. The cuttinp; of the 
flowers this season will not have anything to 
do with the production of next year's crop. 
(3f course, it will be better to j^revcnt the seed 
from ripening, thus encouraging, on the other 
hand, the full growth of the foliage, and lift- 
ing the bulb.s. about the time when the fdlikge 
has yellowed down "to about ohe-tliircl from 
the top — not laj;er. The bidbs may then be 
stored in a cool, airy, shaded place and allow- 
ed to ripen and cure until the old roots are 
dry, when they are easily cleaned off and the 
bulbs divid,ed, and replanted as soon as pos- 
sible. In replanting, give them new soil.

Few plants will grow under trees, particu- 
larly under such trees as the ash and elm. 

''which are notorious for sucknig every bit of 
moisture from the ground. All that can be 
done is to suggest, which will necessitate your 
doing more or less experimenting, so do not 
buy too many plants of a kind to start with; 
liny a few and if they succeed, then go ahea'31. 
Some vines which are to be recommended 'for 
shaded places are woodbine (Ampelopsis quih- 
quefolia), Japanese ivy (Ampelopsis tricus- 
piclata, but usually spoken of by the nursery- 
men as A. Yeitchii), the running si)indle tree 
(Euonymus radicans), climbing hydrangea

tints, together with the dejith of the sajiijliire 
and the hue of imperial purple; and as the 
mountain.,'Siiows shine ; more resnlendcnt in a 
settnig of bine sky. and the purity oi the dia- 
mond adds to the cftcct ol the .sapphu-e, so the

striking white centra! petals of the Delphni- 
ium form the best of all i)ossible contrasts to 
the color of the surrounding se]jals. 

The foliage of the Del])hinium is shapely 
and classical in outline, possessing a siniilanty 
to that of the Acanthus, which, it is supposed, 
was the model for the capitals in Corinthian 
architecture. The columnar spikes of bloorn 
are freelj^ borne, as our photograph shows, 
and succeed one another through a ])rolonged 
.season with a little nianagement. A bed or 
border of Del()hiniums will often remain m 
full flower for three months, and the whole of 
that time will add a color to the gard.en^'which 
would otherwise be wanting. • ' ' 

Daffodil Nomenclature ' , 

'i*he poeticus, polyanthus (Tazetta), narcis- 
sus, the jonquil, and' the large trumpet daffo- 
dil are varieties of. different .species in the one 
botanical genus Narcissus. The trumpet daf- 
fodils are varieties of N. Pseudo-Narcissus. 
The polyanthus narci.ssus (including the Paper 
White, l^ouble Roman, etc.), are varieties of 
N. Tazetta. The poet's narcissus includes all 
the varieties of the species N. Poetici'is : the 
jonquil is a species known as N, Jonquilla. 
The narcissus . family is divided into three big 
groups, called' .respectively, i, Magni-coronati, 
..or.large.trurrip'et; 2, Medii-coronati, or cup daf- 
ifodils;?

Cold water should never be used for watering 
house plants, and, in the case of calla lilies, the 
water should feel warm to the hand.

The Way To Plant Fruit Trees 

E have just received an admir- 
able little work on the cul-:' 
ture and management of fruit 
trees and strawberries, pub- 
lished by IMessrs. Bunyard & 
Co., of Afaidstone, . price is. 
I\Ir. Bunyard's experience of 
fruit-growing extends over 
many years, and his advice 
may always be relied upon. The notes on 
planting fruit may well be reproduced, as the 
subject is opportune. It is mentioned that trees 
received during frost should (without nnpack-. 
ing) be placed in a warm cellar or froUt-proof- 
house till the return of suitable weather for 
planting, and thifs treated they will take no 
liarm; the roots .should not be allowed to be- 
come dry through the wind or sun. If trees 
ajipear dry or shrivelled on their arrival from 
the nursery, place them in water for twelve 
hours to, plump them up before planting: All 
main coarse roots should be shortened with 
a sliarp knife and injured roots cut clean.,away. 
- Prune back the roots that go right down and 
remove the .bruised portions — cutting from the 
uiidersidc. The best months for planting 
•. bushes and trees are the end of October, No- 
vember, Eel)ruary, and the first half of March, 
or in open weather before Christmas. ^Merely 
digging a hole, cramming the roots in, shovel- 
ling the soil over, stamping it down and bury- 
ing'it, is, the wrong way to plant anil can only 
result in ^failure.. The right way is : (i) Never 
to let trefis^lie about with their roots exposed 
to the air. If several have to be planted lay 
the roots in the ground first and then plant at 
your leisure, or lay a mat over those to be 
planted within an hour. (2) Open a hole at 
least I ft. broader than the roots spread. Throw 
out the top spit,) then well break up the bot- 
tom to the full depth of a fork or spade, re- 
place some of the finer soil in a mound in the 
centre 'of the hole, and set the tree upon it. 
(3) If .; the roots , are in any way jagged or 
torn, qiit thelends cleanly off with a sharp knife 
from ithe imderside, and shorten back all roots 
pointing downwards. (4) Place the tree in 
position at such a depth that when the planting 
is finished it will be at the same depth as it ■ 
was in the nurserj^, as will be seen by the soil 
mark on the stem. The depth should be such 
that the upper roots will be about 3 in. or 4 in. 
below the surface when finished. (5) The 
roots will generally be found to be growing 
from several parts of the stem. Spread the 
lowest roots out carefully on the mound, and 
scatter a little fine earth over them ; then 
spread out the roots next above these, adding 
more soil; also those higher up, and so on, 
giving a slight shake now and then to let the 
fine soil run in between the roots. (6) When 
all the roots are spread out and covered, add 
a little more soil and tread it firmly (not hard), 
and fill up the hole slightly above the sur- 
rounding soil, as it will sink r in. or 2 in. (7) 
Give one good watering, unless the soil is very 
dam^. (8) Put a strong stake to the tree, and 
be sure the two are fastened together in such 
a way as to make it impossible for the bark of 
the tree to chafe itself against the stake when 
the winds blow. If two stakes can be used so 
much the better. (9) Protect the trees from 
rabbits, cattle, and sheep. (10) As soon .as 
the land is dry enough in spring, hoe. the' sur- 
face round the tree to prevent evaporation. 
Constant hoeing is one great secret of success 
in fruit-growing. No drought will hm-t trees 
^rbund ■which the soil is hoed every ten days. In 
America fruit-growers hoe once a week. — 
Country Life. < 

, Don't Double-Crop the Orchard _ " 

It is poor policy to 'try to take two totally ; 
■different crops off the same land at the same 
time. Sod culture is all right in some sections, 
but taking off a clover crop would be danj'er- 
ous unless there is ample rainfall in the grow- 
ing season, and a heavy application of fertilizer 
is made to replace the plant food removed. 
Apple trees are particularly hcav}'' feeders on 
potash which a second crop of clover, plowed 
under, would not furnish. Clover would draw 
heavily on the moisture supply of the soil at a 
tiiiie when it is needed ;by the trees. What is 
generally considered 'tlie' best practice is clean 
cultivation in spring and summer, with a cover 
crop plant.ed in the fall to be tiirned under in 
spring.

The Best Mulch 

The best all-aroijiiii|l^^^^^^^ for the aniateur 
gar<lener to use is'.strawy horse manure. If it 
is not practicable to get, and leaves can be ob- 
tained, use them, for they make an excellent 
mulch and the following spring they can be' 
turned into leaf mold. If neither of these can 
be usecl,^thcn use salt hay, any long litter that 
can be found about, or, some pine needles. If 
these latter sre used; a two-inch mulch is deep 
enough. Do not make the mistake of mulch- 
ing the bulb or other beds before the ground 
freezes for it gives the ground mice an excel- 
lent chance to make a winter nest, .

O doubt to many of our readers

liautam as a utility, fowl?" 
Certainlv up to now we haye 
not looked upon them in this 
Ugly;, but this is no proof that 
we should not do so, especially 
when we consider h^yir many people would like 
to keep fowls if only they could find sufficient 
room. Further, Iiow many are keeping, say, 
five or six- fowls in a run hardly roomy enough 
for two, tlic result being coniiilete disappoint- 
ment, retiring from tlic poultry fancy thor- 
ouglily disgusted, fully confident they can Imy 
what eggs they require much cheaper than l)y 
keeping a few fowls for their own egg supply, 
case, fully. illustra^ this point cani^ -to my 
|notit^%fe^ A gentlemari I know 

contracted the hen 'fcyer, bought six hens and 
■a cock,' kept them in a run wherein they could 
hardly turn round, and in a ^•ery short tiiue 
S-iiifdrrned nie that Avhat eggs he did get, which 
we're A'ery few, cost him at the rate of 25c each ; 
and this I am afraid is not an isolated case. 

To people wdth only a very few yards of 
ground at their disposal, who are desirous of 
keeping a few fowds for their own use, I have 
■.110 hesitation in advising them .to gfp^^ for 
Bantams; and :if only'MvH&*^t' 'JirfeTds are 
chosen i the result will be satisfactorily finan- 
cially, arid a sbtirce'bf enjoyment to the owner 
as well. A\'e nnist not close our eyes to the 
face that a great secret of success in all 
branches of farming lies in suitable stock and 
"sufficient land. 

Apply the same to keeping large poultry on 
a fe\v feet of vacant ground; they look nd- 
thing, and prove very unprofitable. Keep the 
same number of Bantams in the same space ; 
they flourish, are quite contented, and very 
prbfitablb. Unfortunate^, Bantams by the 
majority of persons are looked upon as. rather 
expensive hobbies,, purely from a fancy stand- 
point, and outside the show pen as utterly use- 
less. As egg producers complete failures, and 
for table purposes little better. 

I myself have heard it said over and over 
again they are not worth the trouble of killing 
and cleaning, but tliis is a very mistaken idea, 
and simply stfengfthens , my contention, and 
goes to prove how little they are understood. 
Where for its si?e-can- we find .a fowl firmer, 
or one whose flesh is more delicate and juicy 
than the Bantam ? If they are small, the bones 
of the bird and the necessary waste are small 
in comparison. Still, I have wasters myself 
from Rock and Wyat^dotte Bantams which, 
when ready take the scales at 2^4 pounds. We 
must not forget the cost of keep is also cor- 
respondingly small. A pen of five birds can 
almost be kept on house scraps alone, certainly 
with a very small portion of 'corn thrown iii. 
I^know more than, one ardent town fancier at 
th^ present time keeping Bantams in a 'small 
:,back yard with splendid results, having an egg 
• average that would make many a small coun- 
try fancier blush. Rock, AVyandotte, and 
Pckin Bantams are very profitable as utility 
fowls, contented, and capital layers in confined 
runs, the two former breeds of good-sized 
eggs ; in fact, strange as it may seem, I know 
hens of these breeds, remarkable !a)'ers, whose 
eggs compare very favorably with manj'- a 
pullet's egg; — Feathered World.

The Best AU-Around Breed From An Eng- 
lishman's Point of View 

Fowls of this class are, generally speaking, 
tlie most profitable for farmers, unless they 
particularly wish to specialize in either egg 
productioa or table chickens, as they combine 
the two essential characteristics, without ex- 
celling in either; they are better layers than 
the table breeds, but less suitable for eating, 
vv'hile tiicy possess better flesh qualities than 
the non-silters, but produce fewer eggs. Hens 
of this class are our best winter layers, produc- 
ing, when hatched at the right lime of 3'ear, a 
large proportion of their eggs during the win- 
ter months. .Xhere.are five good general pur^ 
pose breedsj one' , of which, however, is not 

-nearly so popular", as it wa§ a. few years ago, 
- owing to the fact that it hiais been surpassed 

■by some of the newer varieties; I refer to the 
Langshan. One of the remaining four, the 
Faverollcs, is a comparatively newcomer, and 
although the breed undoubtedly possesses 
some stci'ling qualities, it cannot equal in 
utilit}'' chai'acteristics eitlier the Orpington, 
Plymouth Rock, or AVyandotte. Of the Or- 
pington there arc several varieties, but the 
Buff is the only one with which we need deal, 

-as it is generally admitted by everyone who 
has kept both varities, that the Buff is far 
superior to •thejBIack; of the Wyandotte there 
are seven vaneties,' but again we need only 
consider the White, vSilvcr and Buff, as al- 
though the I'emaining ones possess some ex- 
cellent characteristics, they fall a long way 



short of these, three. The Barred and Btiff are 
the "two best varieties of the Plymouth Rock, 
the ' r^m& ones being more p:u ticuhivly 

useful for exhibition purposes., The three 
breeds are almost identical-in^economic quali- 
ties, the Buff Orpington posses.sing just one 
advantage, namely color of flesh, which is 
wiute, whereas that of the Wyandotte and Ply- 
mouth Rock is yellow. Apart from this there 
is nothmg to choose betv/een the three var- 
ieties< They are excellent layers, especially 
in-'the\vmter ;,they are hardy, and easy to 'fear 
successfull}^; fori: heavy fowls..';they develop 
rapidly; both 'the adults and - chickens stand 
confmement well the hens make reliable sit- 
ters, and careful mothers; aiul the qualit}', fl.v 
vor, and texture of the flesh leave little to be 
desired/r-fe.^ T. B„ in .^'arm Poultry.

more expensive to keep. As an antidote 'to 
both conditions Mr. Gilbert says: 

"I find nothing better than Epsom salts. 
They clear out all impurities from the droop- 
ing ones, and reduce the fat. It is quite re- 
markable how beneficially they act. 'Hialf a 
teaspoonful every other day. for two weeks in- 
varii^bly produces good results. Mix a^ little 
soft appetizing food, add the salts in propor- 
tion to the number of fowls, "and let them take 
this wdien hungry. Another sure way of dis- 
tributing the salts evenly is to dissolve them 
in water; then mix the meal in. I find this 
medicine so useful that I give salts* to the 
fowls now and then, whether they seem to re- 
quire it or not, *as this acts as a preventive of 
disease." , -. ' 



Caring For the Geese During Winter 

No one is thinking of hatching goslings 

1 now. The grass must be green, and snow- 
storms things of the past, before the geese 
will care to lay. It is not too early, however, 
to be considering tlie welfare of the parent 
birds, for a little care in housing and fec(ling at 
this time of year will be invaluable to tiie 
youngsters when they do come. To begin 
with, it is best to prepare permanent quarters 
for the old geese and to separate any that are 
quarrelsome. It is generally the lightest and 
most nimble among the ganders that win the 
battle, and you may come upon your heaviest 
and most valuable with his life choked out, or 
his head injured. An open shed with a wire 
front is the best kind qf house for geese,' as 
they do not like very snug quarters, preferring 
if left to their own choice, roosting out on the 
snow. A nest should be made for ever}' goose 
and a china egg placed in each one. The 
geese will become familiar with those eggs, 
aiid unless idisturbed will . always: lay beside 
one of them." Thisy/should ■ali'be' fedrk li^^^ 
grain every day, and a little mash with a pinch 
of poultry spice in it. -This will not hasten the 
laying of the eggs unduly, but will ensure a 
higher fertility during the season. I do not 
find tliat the geese will cat meat of any kind 
unless it is mixed into the mash, but I do not 
tliink that they require it. Good sharp shell 
grit may be added, and when the snow is deep, 
clover hay, hemlock branches or any kind of 
root crop or green stuff may be given. They 
require but very little to winter them through, 
as they, are better if not fatt— Octavie Allan, 
Ganges, B. C, ' 

Farm and Poultry Notes 

There should be a yard or paddock in ' 
which the family cow can be turned out for a 



time on cverj'- pleasant day.nvhenever possible, 
and the old-fashioned stanchion or tie-up 
should be replaced by a chain or swinging 
stanchion. 

Remcmbef that live stock of all kinds: re- 
quires both air and exercise in order to remain 
in a healthy condition. . 

Breeding-pens may be made up this month, 
and the incubator, if one is to be used, should 
be overhauled and put in readiness for spring 
'.work. 

If the hens are laying well this month, it 
will be because they are fed a variety of grain 
and forced to keep busy scratching in a deep 
litter, of ,hay,.:.^traw: or leaves, as well as kept 
free; from: lic^i ah^ iii dry quarters. 

In order tor.;be;,5urfe that the fowls do not 
becotiie afflicted with colds "or roup, give them 
plenty, of ventilation, although they should al- 
ways be kept free from drafts. There is hardly 
a day in winter when the windows cam'iot be 
opened wide.

Some Truths About Stock Foods

i*^- HERE is a good deal of misunder- 
Standing aljoiii the real value of the 



various condimeutal stock foods as a 
part of tlie,,radon^ :;;f or. either stoc or 
l)oultry. Professor' F. W. Woll, of 
the AA'isconsiu station, in Bulletin 
Ko. 151 has summarized some feeding oxperi- 
mcnts with theni. Triids were conducted ])y 
about a dox.en experiment stations — in all 
twenty-three different trials. In twenty-one 
out of the twenty-three experiments nothing 
was gained by including these foods in the, ra- 
tions and they were a iJetriment in that the 
cost of the ration •vva§^;iii'i;ri^'a':^i^^^ 
tion, thus increasing,fh'ei.(|:pst of thC; products. 
Therefore there ' is hdtIiin"g' "'to .:''^ 
feeding a healthy anim'all with one of these 
condiments. As a rtiedicine they arc not much 
better, as has been pointed out by the loiva 
Agricultural Experiment station in Bulletin 
No. 87. One half or more of these foods is 
composed of cominon feeding stuffs and are 
worth about $1.50 per 100 pounds. About 
one-tenth is coniposed .of, common salt, another 
tenth of charcoal, whidhii' leaves only about 
three-tenths of the bull^i^be riiade up of such 
simple drugs as anise, sulphur, ginger, red pep- 
per, sassafras, and Epsom salts, all of which 
■possesses mild medicinal properties but be- 
cause they are fed in such small daily quanti- 
'ties really do no good. To show how little 
good these drugs do when fed in a. stock food 
consider the gentian, for instance.. This is the 
most important, remedy found, in 'a , stock food 
and really is the backbone of the preparation. 
A dose for a horse is one ounce, for a' cow two 
.ouncesrfa tablespopnful), of the jnire drug, but 
as tlie'^fock- fodds 6r tonics contain only about 
two per cent., the animal gets only about one- 
fiftieth or one-hundredth of the required dose 
of the drug if fed the "food" in the quantities 
recomnmided by the manufacturers. It is ob- 
vious from the light thrown on the .subject by 
these expenments'that . money expended:, on 
condition powders is ..thrown away.-T-Garden 
Magazine. ^'

"Feeding. in Cold Weatlierf.^^ ... ! 

It/sometimes happens that tHe beekeeper 
finds a colony of bees in his apiaryat this time 
of year that, either through carelessness or 
lack of opportunity to give it proper atteiuion 
at the proper time, is short of stores to such an 
extent that it will certainly starve to death be- 
fore spring unless something is done to help it, 
and often because the owner does not know 
just what to do and how to do it, the unfor- 
tunate bees are left to their fate, and the un- 
fortunate owner is out of pocket tp the extent 
of their value. The discrepancy iii weight is 
usually discovered wdien the hive is lifted to be 
carried into the cellar, or is being prepared for 
packing on its summer stand, and the owner 
wonders how he came to miss it at the general 
feeding time, and what is to be done with it 
now. The hccs cannot he fed liquid feed now, 
as they could have been two or three months 
ago, for the weather is too cold for them to 
leave their cluster to carry the feed from the 
feeder, and it could not be jiroperly ripened 
and sealed up even if it should be stored in the 
combs. It is obvious, thecefore, that some 
other method of feeding must l)c adopted. A 
good way to sujiply a colony with food at tliis 
late season of the year is to make "candy" of 
white granulated sugar and w'ater -and l;iy the 
cakes of candy on top of the frames directly 
over the?cluster of bees, so that they can reach 
it without leaving the cluster. The candy is 
made by placing granulated sugar in a vessel 
Avith just enough water to moisten it, then 
place the vessel on the stove and melt up the 
sugar. IvCt it boil, and stir it occasionally until 
it is "done," To find Avlicn tliis stage is reach- 
ed, dip out a little with a spoon every few min- 
utes, and stir it on a cold dish. When it will 
cool hard and white, without any stickiness, it 
is done. Have read}'- ;i pan or dish of some 
kind— a square-cornered pan is handiest, as it 
makes a cake of candy of a shape most conven- 
ient to lay on top of the frames of the hive — ' 
pour the material into the pan, having first 
very slightly greased the latter, or, better still, 



Hhedit with paraffine- paper, to prevent the 
candy' adhering to it when cold. Stir the candy 
while cooling, until it becomes too stiff, and, 
Ayhcii it has hardened antf cooled, remove it 
from the p;in antl place it on the frames direct- 
ly over the bees. " Cover it up with several 
thicknesses of. cloth, if in the cellar, and with a 
cushion in addition) if outside, and, there you 

ne,; y er}^. i m 
' iSvtHaHtIie;:greate^ 

let the , sugar become'burint - or -•' "scdrehed" in 
the melting, as candy that' has' "be'en ' even 
slightly burnt will kill the bees sure if. fed to 
tlietn. 1! it should become burnt, it must be 
discarded and a fresh lot in;ulc. AVithin the 
last few years se\-cral successful beekeepers in 
various ]:)arts of the .country have reported 
gf)f)(l -rcsults-jfronv feeding ordinar}^. lpa£>^^ 
just as it'dbme^'-from the grocdry,'-'vonl5^|y<;ry 
slightly moistened with water. If this, can be 
used successfully — and it apparently can be — - 
it will do away with the necessity of making 
cmdy as dcscril.ied above. The candy, how- 
■c\-cr, has stood the test of years, and is almost 
universally used where becs 'have to'be fed in 
cold weather. — l.C. G. Id. 



Putting Humus In the Soil 

Hauling enough clay to cover twenty acres 
of sandv soil is out of the cpiestion. A 6 or 8- 
inch dressing means moving , and spreading 
40,000,000 to 60.000,000 lbs., w--liich would-, cost 
more than any twenty acre farm . t.knpwr of, 
even if the clay was .riglit,«|at' haiid'.'^.ifA light 
dressing, turned under shall6w''''aiiid . well har- 
rowed in might pay if hauling and labor are 
very cheap. A light sandy soil may quickly be 
.niadc;,to hold enough moisture for a corn crop 
■by-heavy dressings of coarse stable nianurc, 
or more slowly by a combination --fif stable 
manure and turning under green crops. Either 
of these nielhods will tend to form a rich mel- 
low soil, mill ai'C preferable to clay dressings. 
An implement known as the sub-surface pack- 
er, much used on light soils in the arid regions, 
should prove of value on your light soil. It is 
used - after plowing and before harrowing, 
working' between the furrow slices, and pack- 
ing- the .botltonT of the furrows so that more 
of the rainfall is held in the upper soil.

Do not use -coal' ashes as a fertilizer, ribr as 
a mulch for fruil^>trees if there is any other ma- 
terial at han"d;f ;They have no value as plant 
food and ar^ even of less value as a mulch than 
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sand. Coal ashes archest used on very heavy 

clay soils to improve the physical- condition 
b}'- making them more porous ; but often fail 
in that effect by m,iking the clay into a sort of 
cement. They are used as a "filler" to increase 
the bulk of concentrated fertilizers but add no- 
thing to the value of the mixture. 

To Cure A Kiciiirig Horse 

AAHien a horse kicks in harness, place a 
.siircingle around the body, take a good stout 
rope and put it around the horse's neck, then 
run the end of it between the fore-legs and 
through the surcingle to a pulley in the end 
just back of the surcingle. Next put a good 
strap around each hind ankle. Take another 
rope and. tie into one strap and run up through 
the pulley,and back to the other. Allow just 
room enough to walk with ease and -you can 
^oonjb^nquer a kicking horse. 

Excessive Moisture In Butter 

The greatest-yarying factor^ n is wa- 

ter. The variation iii dairy butter sometimes 
runs from 9 to 25 per cent. It is not desirable 
or honest to incorporate a high per cent of 
water. The law of the United States has re- 



cognized 16 ])er cent.as the' maximum amount 
of water that butter may contain. - The con- 
trolling of moisture in butter to^a per- cent is -i. --- 
.a, d[ffi.cult problem ; . therefore, a maker would 
Saf\s fin ' riot trying to go .dver 14 per cent. 

Butter fat exists in cream in. the form of 
miscroscopic spheres known as fat globules. 
Under proper conditions the concussion of the 
churning makes the globules strike' ,:togethcr 
and the impact causes them to form nuisses. 
The masses continue to increase in size with 
the progress of churning and rise to the sur- 
face .of ^ tlie vbutte^ 

Buttgr-ma'de^^^ cream and churned 

at a lovv'-ieiilperature gathers very slowly for, 
the followihg reasons: (i) The fat globules . -'•I 
arc distributed in a large fVolume Of milk '^^i 
serum and tlie chance of striking one another ■',), 
is less than in thick cream. (2) The low 
temperature hardens the fat so that the glo- 
bules do not cohere r(!a(lily and may probably 
strike together several times before adhering. 
The siirf.ice of such granules usually becomes 
smooth and tli^,. granule itself;,.becomes very 
compact. 

A rich cream, that has been kept at a com- 
paratively high temperature, will churn very 
rapidly. The globules are in close proximity 
and there are naturally many chances of strik- 
ing together to form large masses. Butter, 
churned from this kind of cream has a ten- v 
■dency to gather in irregular shaped. granules 
which are not driven together so violeiitl)', 
conse(]uently they hold more water or mois- 
ture. ]f cream is churned at a very high tem- 
perature, the result is that butter will gather 
qnicklv and incorporate an excessive amount of 
water and casein; which will affect the body 
and colpr. An excessive amount of: water has 
a tendency to make the btit^er;*lifeless arid 
pale, in color. A 35 to 38 per cent cream will 
'^i-v'e'as good satisfaction in churning as cream - 
of any other per cent.,. . Churning at 50 or 52 
degrees, or at a low 'ehdugh temperature so 
that butter will gather in 40 or 45 minutes in 
granules about as large as wheat, and not too 
soft or too hard, will produce butter of the 
very best (piality. Long churnings or quick 
churnings are not desirable. A large sized 
granule is conducive to highj moisture."-.There- 
•fore, ? the factors that control ''irioisture^'iare 
'thickness^ of "cream ; temperature of churning ; 
amount of cream churned at a time, remem- 
bering that a churn two-thirds full will give 
greater over-run than a churn half-full under 
normal conditions and the last factor the kind 
of churn used. It would be well for every 
creamery to have two churns, one large and . , 
one medium sized, so that when the supply of 
cream falls off the smaller churn could be 
used,— G. L. McKay, Iowa Colege of Agri- 
culture!

AVith the barrel 
in place between the posts, fasten some com- 
mon galvanized poultr}^ netting, whose width 
is equal to the height of the barrel, to one 
post. AVhen securely fastened bend the netting 
around the front of the. barrel until the sec- 
ond post is reached, and cut off the surplus 
netting at thi^ point, . ' • j/ 
.::.In the second post' screw < three or four 
hooks, and over, these; Idop the :'nieshesj of the 
netting; '•' ' !,,',; 

At the base of the first post set a good 
plant of honeysuckle. Within a season^ tli? 
barrel can be completely screened: by^training 
the strongest shoots horizontally on the net- 
ting. The screening can be readily removed at 
any time by simply unlooping the netting 
from the hooks and pulling it back toward you. 
It is just as easily replaced when desired. 

Put three bricks at regular intervals on 
the ground, and rest the barrel on these in 
order to save its bottom, and bore a hole about 
two inches from the bottom to keep the barrel 
free from water and from injury by freezing 
in winter. In summer cork the hole and allow 
sufficient water to collect to prevent the barrel 
from drying and falling to pieces. ' 

A wooden or fly-screen cover will keep out 
flies. If a stif f er netting with coarser mesh 
is desired other fence wires 'will be found suit- : 
able. ' ■

Tears ago, be- 
fore I^T. < John. Morley had bad^the opportunity^ of 
Bh.owlns : that h« could deal ..with ^ great empire in 
rtti^ spirit of ; a great satesman, lie wirote a boolc in 
" which he 'spoke i of ^ W as "the great 

' criminal" and the foundation of British dominion In 
India as "a long train of intrigue and crime." Ho dliJ 
not know whether with fuller knowledge Mr. Morley 
would hold these views now. He hoped not. Any- 
how, he believed them to be Incapable of historical 
demonstration. Borne empire-makers had been bad 
and vicious men. By no stretch of Imagination could 
Caesar or Napoleon possibly be de.scribed as good 
men. But these characteristics had not been fonflned 
to the making of empires. If they looked at the list 
of the men who had carved out the Brltisli empire, 
they would find that moral virtues, a .spirit of hu- 
manity, and an almost Puritanical fervor had been 
more common qualities than those of tho llllbusterer 
or the bandit. In India In particular, after a careful 
examination of tho evidence, he held that nu substan- 
tial case could be made out against either Cllve or 
Warren Hastings, and that those who had added most 
to our empIro there had been men with clean hands 
and a high moral purpose. The second tlioory, which 
he believed to be equally fallacious, was summed up 
in the famous phrase that the British Empire was 
acquired In a fit of absence of mind, or in the more 
recent apophthegm that what was won in a nlglit 
might be lost in a day. It had needed many days and 
nights, even in the widest acceptation of the terms, 
and the concentrated puipose of many minds to build 
the Brltidh IDmpire. He would describe the empire 
. as the result not of an acetdent or a series of accidents 
biit,of' an instinct — that, Ineradicable and divinely Im- 
'p'larited; impulse' which had sent the Snglisbman forth 
. iiito tbe\ uttermost part of the earth, and made him 
there the 'parent of new 'societies and the architect of 
unpreitieditated creations. As a result of three cen- 
turies of such effort we bad the British Bmplro as it 
now existed. About one-fourths of the world's surface 
and more than one-fourth of tho world's inhabitants 
were Included in the British Dominion. It was the 
largest empire that now existed or that ever had 
existed. It was also unique In character and organi- 
zation. But numbers were not the main thing, ex- 
cept as indicating the scale of importance and re- 
sponsibility; the test was not size, but the work done, 
the good things accomplished, the bad things wiped 
out, the general Impress left upon the well-being of 
mankind. Wherever the empire had extended Ita 
borders, there misery and oppression, anarchy and de- 
stitution, superstition and bigotry had tended to dis- 
appear, and had been replaced by peace. Justice, pros- 
perity, humanity, and freedom of thought, speech, and 
action. There had also sprung, what he believed to 
be unique in tho history of empires, a passion of 
loyalty and enthusiasm which made the heart of the 
remotest British citizen thrill at tho thought of tho 
destiny whlcli he shared, and caused him to revere .t. 
particular piece of colored bunting .is tho symbol of all 
that was noblest in lii.s own nature and of the best 
Import for the nond of the world. Whon Hume was 
threatened by tlie b.arlj.irian.s she called to her stan- 
dard her scattered IcRions from far and near, and 
they frequently rebelled and mutinied on the way. 
But there never rallied to her aid the offspring of her 
own loins, as Australia and Canada poured their 
volunteer manhood into South Africa. 

Other Modern Empires 
Great Britain, however, was by no moans alono in 
her career of empire. She started earlier upon the 
quest. But the example had found faithful follower.s, 
and expansion seemed to bo the law of tho modern 
vigorous and progressive State. How futile it was 
to decry empire, or to protest that virtue was only 
found or was more readily found In small communi- 
ties, when thoy observed that other nations, alike the 
most autooratic and tho most republican, were follow- 
ing a similar bent. If Russian expansion was capable 
of being regarded as Caesarlsm, and of being identi- 
,flod with the Imperialism of material r.athor than 
moral force, what was to be said of the lOmpIrc-malc- 
Ing phase upon which America, the most democrntic 
and hitherto the least Imperial of all groat countries, 
had entered? Ho believed that even at this moment. 
If thoy were to poll the whole of tho United States, 
tlioy would find a largo and possibly an overwhelm- 
ing majority oppo.sed to any concrete policy o£ Im- 
perial expansion. But circums^nces had proved too 
strong for the AmerloaniB. The' Same Impulse that 
carried them early in tthe last century to the IliiokieB 
and the Paglfic, nQW that the continent had fllUd pp, 
•was driving ! them' furtber 'afleW. ' It bad obiniipelled 
them to lay hands upon the Sftmoan and Sandwich 
groups in Uio open Pacific, to assume Ql\arge of I^uer- 
torlco, as they would ultimately have to ..ajsume 
charge of Cuba, to clutch at tho Isthmus Of Panama, 
and in the case of the Philippines to stretch out their 
hands even to the shores of Asia. Political parties' 
miffht denounce, and the more thoughtful Americans 
might deplore tho. expansion. But he doubted if any 
President, Democratic or Ropubllcan, would Colne to 
Congress with a Message propo.slng to revoke It. It 
then, even In tho case of a nation whore there waa so 
little of tho Instinct of militarism or aggraiidlsemont 
as America, the country was found liondlng straight 
towards an Imperial destiny, was not the conclusion 
Inevitable tliat she was meroly obeying a general law, 
and that Providence, once pronounced to be on tho 
Bide of tho big battallon.s, wa.s now found to bo on tho 
side of the big nations? In Europe tho same lesson 
VJM taught by Germany, whlcli had repudiated Bis- 
marck's warnings against over-seas adventure: by 
Italy, whieli had barely « achieved ntttlonal oonsollda-i . 



tion before she startedsforth upon external expapslonj - 
and by France, the growth' of whose colonial empire.', 
was only second to tirat of our own. Japan had been ; 
swept into , the same vortex and could not resist the 
Inexorable compulsion. If the doom of small nations , 
had not sounded, at least the day of great nations 
seemed to have dawned. Amid these modern empires 
the British Empire stood distinguished not merely by 
its unitiue composition. It was not a mere grouping 
of territorial acquisltlq,ns achieved by the valor or 
good fortune of the race. It was not a cluster of su- 
bordinate units grouped in deferential pose round an 
Imperial centre. It was.nelther a military Empire,' as 
was that of Rome, nor, a^Federal Empire, as wa^'that 
of modern Germany. 

The imperial and the Anti-lmpeHal View 

He remembered reading a few years ago a remark 
made by the present Prlmo Minister, that tho object 
of his party was the strengthening of tho centre of 
the empire, instead of wasting our force upon its out- 
skirts. The first part of the sentence was sound 
enough. But there was a world of fallacy, and, as ho 
thought, of dang(^r. In the second. It showed In. a 
flash the difference between the Imperial and the an- 
ti-Imp4rlc.l stahdpolnt To the Imperialist the dut- 
SKlrls of empire— India, Canada, Now Zealand, Natal 
—jvfeire: .hot less important than liOhdon, IiiverpQol,,or 
,Bii?mingfham, 'We ought hot to think more them, 
but w^ ought not to think less^ If tiie Colonies' fakd 
taken a similar line we should have }iad no Colonial 
contingents In South Africa, If they Should hence- 
forward begin to think maihiy or exclusively - of 
themselves as the Inhabitants of these islands .were 
Invited In this passage to do, wo a.iould very soon 
have no colonies to think about at all. If there were 
no outskirts there would bo no empire. As America 
had gone so might Canada, Australia, and South Af-' 
rico go. There was plenty of Influences at work to 
tempt or encourage the severance. A sheaf of popular 
arguments could easily be found for casting off the 
Indian burdens. He asked what this country would 
be without the empire, and whether, when India had 
gone and tiie great colonies had gone, they supposed 
we could stop there. Our ports and Coaling stations, 
our fortresses and doclcyards, our Crown Colonies and 
protectorates, would go too. Fov either they would 
be unnecessary as the toll gates and barbicans of an 
empire that had vanished, or they would be taken by 
an enemy more powerful than ourselves. Then wltii 
a navy reduced, for there would be nothing but these 
shores for it to defend, and with a small Army con- 
fined to home service, what would be tho fate of our 
home population ? England, from having been tho 
arbiter, would sink at the best into the inglorious 
playground of the world. Our antiquities, our na- 
tural beauties, our relics of a once mighty sovereign- 
ty, oiir castles and cathedrals, our inanslon-houses 
and parks, would attract a crowd of wandering pil- 
jgrlms. Fieople .would, come to see us Just as thi^ 
climbed the Acropolis at Athens o'r asbended the.vlrkt- 
ers of the Nile. A congested pbpulatlOh, tninlsterlhg > 
to . our reduced wants, and. unsustaihed by the enor- 



t-' mous depiandifrom :India and the Colonies, would load 
7 a sordli^'extstenceiiwith no natural outlet for its over- 
flow, wit!i:,ilo;marlcets. for ;lts manufactures beyond 
such as were whoH'ji;vor::partlally barred to it by the : 
' hostiiia. tariffs, . with v'rio^^^ a but a narrow 'arid' 

/seUish ; materialism,. 'and above all with no traininlj 
for , Its . manhood, Otir emigrants, Instead of proceed- 
ing td lands ' wliere they could still remain British 
citizens and live and work under the British fl'ag, 
would be swallowed up in the whirlpool of American 
cosmopolitanism, or would be converted into foreign- 
era and aliens, England would become a sort of glor- 
ified Belgium. As for tha priceless asset of the na- 
tional character, without a world to conquer or a duty 
to perform, it would rot of atrophy and Inanition. 
(Cheers,). 'v-^'-i^ ■ '■ ...r,,.^!. 

Groat empires before how had sunk to small 
States. It might ba that in the fulness of time tho 
turn of England would come too. But at least lot it 
not be dono of her own act, and In the plontltude of 
her powers. Whatever our politics, lot us not volu;': 
tarlly allow our locks to bo shorn. In empire we had 
found not merely the key to glory and wealth, but tho 
call to duty, and the means of service to mankind. 
Let us no more forswear empire than we would ab- 
jure our own souls., Such being tho manner in which 
empiro had been won and was' now held, in what 
spirit should it bo administered or regarded ? The 
answer to that iiuestlon. would give them the true 
Ihipbrlaltsm. tt they had" an empire they must have 
Ihiperi&Msm, ImperialiBin beln^ the essence or spirit 
of ' empire. An ^ptre could not be maintained with- 
out Imperialism any more than a workshop could be 
run^withoilt a knowledge of meohanloa, or a picture 
gallery without a sense of art. (Hear, hear.) Ho 
repudiated tho many caricatures which were put for- 
ward with such suspicious alacrity by those who wore 
enemies to Imperialism because they were enemies of 
tho empire itself. Sometimes they were told that Im- 
perialism was militarism, which ho saw defined in 
the dictionaries as an excess of the military spirit. 
Ho confessed that to accuse us In this country of 
militarism, when it wa.s with the utmost difficulty 
that wo obtained recruits for our exceedingly limited 
army, whon the soldier's uniform, Instead of being re- 
garded as it ouglit to be, as a source of pride, seemed 
generally to be treated as if It were something to be 
ashamed of and hidden away, when we were so ab- 
surdly backward In military organization that evory 
fresh war minister sought to distinguish hlm.self by 
inventing a new military system (which commonly 
pa.ssed Into oblivion along with its author), and so 
deficient in military knowledge that we went to war 
without maps of the country which we wore called 
upon to invade or defend, when It was notorious 
among foreign nations that a British government al- 
most had to be kicked and cuffed before it would 
consent to fight, and when, having gone to wiar('::we 
only came through, if we did, after a.series of de- 
plor&blO fiascoes and blunders at^ the start— he skid 
th&t to abouse stich a people ot being easily tempted 



into a policy of military adventure ' or < braggadocio • 

was almost a Joke.. (Cheers).!' vlf,' on the vOther ;ha,nd/;! 
. militarism were held to . imply that upon every nation 
4^as~''lmPbS self-defence, and, that 

V hatiohal ih^'epehdence did rest in tho last resort upon 
the possession OH adequate force, then ne wisned tnat 
we were, rather more militarist than %ve were; for ho 
held compulsory training to be of the essence of cltl- 
zen.qhip, and he thought that our empire would very 
likely somo day break down unless it were applied. 
There was nn coll to draw the sword from the scab- 
bard or to brandish it In the air. It was a common 
saying that wo held India by tho sword, and in tha 
last resort every dominion must rest upon the sanc- 
tion of force. But when he went there as Viceroy lie 
registered a vow that ho at least would never use tlja 
phrase, for It seemed to him that we held India fa,r 
mora by moral force than by bayonets; and In sovon 
years ha was never unfaithful to his pledgo. Tho 
army was strong In India, stronger t>i,Tn in any otlier 
part of the empire. But even there, ui.lesa wo wore 
foolish enouglii to impair tho supremacy of the civil 
authority, miiitarlsni could not prevail. A variation 
of tho same charge was the allegation that Imperial- 
ism meant Jingoism, which he took to be a swaggering 
and aggressive attitude; or Chauvinism, an Image for 
which meant the sort of exaggerated national pride 
that found vent' In the" warwhoops of the music hall 
statfe. B«ti ittuslcs hills i.Tvisre. hot the oounbll/cliam- 
bera of staltesmeh,! ind' jeablnet ministers were; not, 
or were not siipp'osod t6 i>e 6omedlanB, and ho doubt- 
ed if a public mail could now be found in any country 
who would conduct a policy In any such spirit. Even 
if there were. It would not be In the ranks of Imperial- 
ists that he should expect to find him. (Cheers,) No 
generallaatioa could be more historically inexact than 
to say that Groat Britain had been urged into an' Im- 
perial career by national vanity or territorial greed. 
If our empire had advanced by leaps and bounds, it 
had commonly been In .spite of our government and 
.statesmen. There was liardly an Important acquisi- 
tion from whicli wo liad not at some time or other 
tried to recede. Tho parings of the Brltisli empire 
throughout the world — i.e., the areas which It had at 
one time hold and had afterwards surrendered — 
would make .1, respectable empire of themselves. He 
could not see how any fair-minded student of history 
could peruse its pages without realizing that, how- 
ever our empire had grown groat, it had certainly not 
been from the passion of territorial cupidity :or. from 
an appetite for dimensions. (Cheers.) '.-,'■' . 

Comerclalism and Imperialism 
Among the false images of Imperialism which had 
been set up by its enemies, there was one only against 
which ho thought that wo ought to be on our guard. 
In a country so qualified as ours by aptitude and ex- 
perience for tho pursuit of commerce ^therbl.i^vas^.ali 
ways a fear that empire might rest upon -too. imaterlal 
a basis. Commercialism and materlailsin' Were^din- 
gersiagoihst Which the imperialist reaUlfed itt ,M^^^^ 
clilly upon his guard. The maxim that trade follow- 
ed the flag suggestied the i^lantlrig of the flag in order 
that it might be idlldwed' by' trade. In his view the

HB accompanying statenient in reference 
to the past year has been prepared for 
general Infonnation. It Is proposed to Is- 
sue a similar statciinen i tiunually. 

The whole number of scholars at the 
beginning of the October term, 1907, was 
160. Of these 157 were In actual rosl. 
dence; three wore temporarily absent on 
account of illness, or for purposes of spe- 
cial study. They are distributed 
among the colleges of the university as 
follows: Fourteen at Balliol, fourteen at 
Christ Church, twelve at Queen's, eleven each at New 
College and St. .John's, ten each at Exeter, Worcester 
and Merton, nine at Oriel, eight at Magdalen, seven 
at Hertford, University, Wadham and Trinitj-, six 
eacli at Brasenose and Lincoln, five at Pembroke, 
two each at Corpus and Jesus, one each at ICeble and 
St. Edmund Hall. 

Twenty-oight now scholars were elected and en- 
tered into residence In Ocf.nb'^r, 1906. Of these, six 
were from Australia, eight from Canada, five from 
South Africa, one each from Bermuda, Jamaica, New- 
foundland and New Zealand, and flvo.from Germany, 
No scholars from the United States were elected for 
1908. 

For 1B07 seventy-three scholars were elected, 
forty-five of whom were from the United States, 
eight from Canada, six from Australia, five from 
South Africa, five from OenOany, and one each from 
Bermuda, Jamaica, Newfoundland, and New Zealand. 
Three states/of the American Union failed to supply 
aualifled candidates. The three scholarships provid- 
ed for Khodesia were not taken up.

ON SCOTTISH LOYALTY 

N Saturday evening the Royal Scottish 
Corporation held its 248rd St. Andrew's 
Day festival, at the Holbom restaurant, 
says the London Times. The object of 
the corporation is to relieve natives of 
Scotland of honest and creditable record. 
In need, living within tho boundaries of 
the Greater London district, more par- 
ticularly the aged, the widowed, the fath- 
erless, and such as are In occasional and 
temporary distress. There was a very large attendance 
at the dinner.. The L9rd Chaiyjellor, mani^ging governor 
of the corporation, presided, tii'nd !prdposed the toast -of 
ithe t'evening, "The Royal Sci'ottisb Corporation.'', He 
jSAid the corporation had been for many' generations 
'of Scotsmen the Instrument by which those who had 
been fortunate even beyond their deserts were privil- 
eged to assist those who liad been unfortunate even 
in spite of merit. The spirit of Scottish nationality 
had also been largely fostered — it could not be in- 
creased — by tiie presence in England of the corpora- 
tion; that was a feeling wliich now found efpression 
everywhere. Since their proceedings commenced 
there had come numerous telegrams from ail parts of 
the world from their countrymen sending them greet- 
ing. (Cheers.) Probably In every part of the habit- 
able globe at each of these meetings the circumstance 
would be recalled that this year was the 200th an- 
nivers^y of the Act of Union between England and 
Scotland. (Cheers.) He said the Union between 
England and Scotland because he was speaking io a 
Scottisii assembly. If ho were speaking to an English 
assembly, ho should say the tjnlon between Scotland 
and England. (Laughter.) It was a notable epoch, 
and It had produced effects of the most remraltabie 
and abiding kind upon the national character. He 
did not know any more interesting record in history 
than the record of the way in which the ancient ani- 
mosity between England and Scotland had, In course 
of time, been transformed Into an indestructible 
friendship. CCheers.) The way it had been done, the 
slow steps by which it had proceeded were well wor- 
thy of study. When first the. idea of a Union with 
Scotland was proposed in England It was resisted, as 
the records of parliament showed, with every feeling 
of hatred and fury. It was true that some great men, 
wise before their generation, advocated It in England. 
One was Lord Bacon, the greatest Chancellor that had 
ever been in this country; but he was almost shouted 
down in the House of Commons, so unpopular was 
the .'jcheme. Then came the Union, but It did not 
bring friendsliip with it. For 100 years, or more, 
there was a bitter feeling between the two countries. 
But the greatest Englishman of that century, Chat- 
ham, was always friendly to Scotland, and desired 
tliat his countrymen should be so also. Then arose 
the great wizard of the north. Sir Walter Scott 
(cheers) who .not only added to literature volumes 
that never could perish, which could be read over and 
over again, from youth to age, with increased delight 
at each reading, but he was also one of the fevi;. great • 
men of letters who had been privileged to affect not 
only the heart and tlio Intellect, but almost to alter 
the destiny of tho nation; for ho led England to be- 
come attached to her old enemy, and taught Scotland 
to return, heartily and unreservedly, that feeling of 
frlendslilij. (Clieors.) That was one rca.son why, 
altliough he was rathor sad, indeed, ho might say re- 
sentful that the name of Burns was not to bo on one 
of the medallions of the British Museum Libniry, he 
was glad that Sir Walter Scott would llnd there the 
recognition which his memory so thoroughly deserv- 
ed. (Cheers.) The result of all that was past and 
gone was tliat the Scottish people were on terms of 
tho utmost friendship with their southern neighbors 
and that they had learnt not only to accept the Brlt- 
isli nationality and bo enthusiastic In regard to it, but 
also in regard to that wider nationality which em- 
braced all tho parts of tlie empire. (Cheers.) These 
were pleasing recollections, and it might fairly be 
claimed that the Royal Scottish Corporation had done 
Ite share In keeping the sturdy national fooling of 
Scotland rcconolleablo with the most complete lovaltv 
to the British empire. (Cheers.)

Each one of these men' 
had been firmly convincevl of the destiny of his coun- 
try. The same belief shone out from the Bpeschet; of 
another great Imperialist, Lord Mllner. An honorayjlo 
pride In our inheritance, a belief that it carried with. 
It great obligations, and a resolve to retain It intact 
were characteristics of the life work of all these men. 
He believed these sentiments to be shared by the 
great majority of tho working classes of this empire. 
He was not himself a believer in SocIalLsm, though 
there was much to attract in the Socialist ideal. But 
even wore he a Socialist, he would see no reason why 
his ideas should not be sot in the framework of an 
Empire as well As in that of an industrial Republic. 
But It was certain 'that, if the empire pf the future 
was tO„contintie, it must rest Upon a democratic basis 
and must satisfy democratic Ideals. He declined al- 
together to believe that this was an Impossible . as- 
piration. Whether democracies would ! possess the ' 
sobriety and the patience, the breadth of view, and" 
the tenacity to maintain great empires Intact remain- 
ed to be proved. That democracies would have the 
sense and the insight to understand empire and to' 
incorporate It in tlieir political formulas he entertain- 
ed no doubt. . . r^ '^^ , 
Tho Policy of Imperlalisn* 
Imperialism, however, must give us moro than a 
conviction. In the ca.-je of the British empire, at any 
rate. It would 111 Justify itself unless it were to fur- 
nish us with a policy. What that policy must be was 
clear. The empiro was still only In a fluid and tran- 
sitional formation; it had yet to be welded into a 
^eat' World-State. The con-stituents were there; the 
BP.iTit was there; but the problems were still unetflVed 
and the plan had yet to .be produced. Wo had so to 
work that the concentric rings should continue to re- 
volve round tho, c(entral. star,; not merely because it 
had hitherto been' the law of their being, but becauso 
it was their Interest and their voluntary choice. In 
the economy of the Imperial household we were deal- 
ing not with children but with grown men. At our 
table were seated not dependants or menials but part- 
ners as free as ourselves, and with aspirations not 
less ample or keen. That they were bound to us by 
sentiment was a. priceless asset; to throw 'it away 
would be a criminal 'blunder. This 'was the colonial 
problem. The Indian problem was much more diffi- 
cult, for there we were dealing, not with young and 
ardent democracies of our own j,bl6i3d,, bUt 'with a so- 
ciety cast in a conservative and Mgld';jnbuid^^ 
from our own by religion, custom; v'an^.jrace, though 
here, too,^ a spirit 6f nationality wiis^niSyinir ou .uie 
face 'Of ;the waters, aihd 'unsuspected forces were dim- 
ly strugglIng :,to light It was vain. However, to pre- 
tend, thatflndia, could be granted self-government on 
the colonial lines. It would mean ruin to India and 
treason to our trust. The empire could not apply the 
same policy to the colonies and to India; but It could 
be animated by the same spirit and it could pursue 
the same end, which was continued and contented in- 
corporation In the Imperial union; albeit, here again 
the limits of disruption would be very different. 
"Were the colonies to break away they would survive 
and ultimately flourish, but the empire would be 
weakened. Were India to be lost she herself would 
reel back Into chaos, and the British empire, at any 
rate In Asia, would perishu (Cheers.) As he had said, 
the policy of Imperialism was confronted with many 
problems which it must attempt to solve. They would 
keep it fully occupied for generations to come. The 
mechanical problem — i.e., the problem of conquering 
distance — was being rendered less formidable every}- 
day by the astonishing development in electricity and' 
steam, although in one case, that of India, the shrink-, 
age that resulted cut both ways, bringing the two' 
countries physically nearer — a condition which facill- ' 
tated communication, and therefore knowledge, be- 
tween the t\^o— hut estriinging the heart of the Eng- 
lishman In "India from his ' Work, a consequence which 
was in every ;'5vay to- he. deplored,' The racial problem 
must always remain an anxious one, since when ex- 
cited It was capable of transcending all others in ex- 
plosive energy and importance. The' political or ad- 
ministrative problem would also, have to be faced. It 
was impossible for the empire;to continue permanentr 
ly to be governed by the existing organization. Some 
form of Imperial council, ad-visory If no , more, must 
sooner or later emerge. The defence problem — i.e., 
the question how the empire was to divide the burden 
of military and naval defence between its members — 
and the tariff problem, or the question whether the 
empire could he made more self-contained and self- 
sufficing in respect of its trade, were still only In tho 
preliminary stages of evolution. At least a quarter of 
a century would elapse before they were solved, If 
then. Of one thing he was certain — viz., that In prop- 
er hands the Crown would become, if not more power- 
ful at any rate more indbspensablo and more impor- 
tnnt. He looked forward to the day when tho Sov- 
ereign ■would visit his dominions In person, and hold 
his court in Calcutta or Quebec. Nor could he imag- 
ine .any stronger cement of empire than Its govern- 
ment and unity, as typified by the Sovereign, should 
from time to time be Incarnated In the allied States 
or dominions. The capital of t!io empire would prob- 
ably never leave London. But there was no stationery 
necessity- or obligation In the crown. (Cheers.) 
Moral Basis of Imperialism 

He had' skeitched the tasks, the urgent and para- 
mount tasks,, with which the Imperialism of the near 
future was charged. That any other policy or any 
other polltliBal. cre^d • could successfully solve them 
there was no- reason to believe. Insular Radicalism 
could not sblve'them; cosmopolitanism could not; So- 
cialism could'.not ' 'To Imperialism alone could they 
look to satisfy the heeds and to holde together th 
framework of the British Dominion. (Cheers.) But if 
Imperialism was to play this part, let them bo sura , 
that it was animated by tho supreme idea, without'^:!, 
whch It was only as sounding brass and a tinkling '' 
cymbal — namely, the sense of sacrifice and tho Idea 
of duty. Empire could only be achieved v/ith satis- 
ffictlon or maintained with advantage provided it 
had a moral basis. To the people of the mother state 
it must bo a discipline, an in.spiration, and a faith. 
To the pooplo of tho circumference, it must bo mora 
than a flag or a name. It must give them what they 
could not otherwise or elsewhere enjoy; not merely 
justice or order, or material prosperity, but the sense 
of partnership In a great idea, the consecrating In- 
fluence of a lofty purpose. As to the future, if he 
found any audience of his countrymen, who were 
plunged in doubt as to what it might bring forth and 
who wondered whether the handwriting might not al- 
ready be tracing Its sentence on tho wall of our em- 
pire, as It had done upon those of Babylon, and Nine- 
veh, and Homo, ho would say to them, "Have no such 
craven fears. From tlie sordid controversies and tho , 
sometimes depressing gloom of our insular existence

,N an earlier chapter of these chron- 
icles alln.sion \va.s made to the pre- 
sence of a large number of South- 
erners who gathered at .yiQtoria 
al tlie' outbreak of the war between 
the North and South and' formed 
a numerous colony for the dissem- 
ination ,of^ Southern ideas and the 
adoption pi- .'plans for the destruc- 
tion of Amei-ican commerce in the Pacific. 
Among the most energetic of these colonists 
were a Mr. and Mrs. Fusey, who were des-

Savoyi where they entertained lavisl^ly. - AH 
..whom they welcomed were friendly to/ the 
. 'cause' of. the South. j:'#.rs. Puscj' was certainly 
-a charming hostess—she was al)out forty — 
■ large, tall, and handsome, and elegantly gown- 
ed. If the gems she wore on her fingers were 
, real they were Avorth a goodly sum, while her 
solitaire earrings were large and apparently 
of the finest water- Her husband was a 
cipher, a lean, meek little man, with iron-gray 
hair- and a shukmg-in-the-wall manner, lie 
was often snubbed by his oveirpp,wering wife 
and wa^. forced *to 'take a-back seat whenever 
i.-a-disciission arose.

pi^y^^HE problem of our age 'is the proper 
administration of wealth, that the 
^S^-Ch ties of brotherhood may still bind to- 
a^^f^ gether the rich and the poor in har- 
monious relationship. The condition 
of affairs under Avhich the best inter- 
ests of the race have been promoted 
have inevitably given Avealth to the compara- 
tive few. Individualism, priA'ate property, the 
law of accumulation, do perhaps sometimes 
ojierate unjustly or unequally, but they are, 
nevertheless, the highest results of human ex- 
perience, the soil in which society, so far, has 
produced the best fruit- Accepting conditions 
as they exist the sitiia'tl&n can be sufveyeci and 
pronouijced good. What, then,- is the proper 
mode of administering wealth after the laws 
upon which civilization is founded have thrown 
it into the hands of the few? It is of this 
great question that I believe I offer the true 
solution. 

There are but three modes in which surplus 
wealth can be disposed of. It can be left to 

the families of the^ decedents; or it can be be- 
queathed for public uses.: or finally it can be 
administered by its possessors during their 
lives. Under the first and second modes most 
of tlie Avealth of the Avorld that has reached the 
few has hitherto been api)lied. L,et us in turn 
consider each of these modes. The first is the 
most injudicious. In monarchial countries, the 
estates and the greatest portion of the wealth 
are left to the first son, that the vanity of the 
parent may be gratified by the thought that 
his name and title arc to descend unimpaired to 
succecdin.g .generations. The condition of this 
class in Europe today teaches the failure of 
such ho]ies and ambitions. The successors 
have l)ecoine impoverished thi'ough their fol- 
lies, or from the fall in the value of land. Un- 
der republican Institutions the division of pro- 
perty among children is much fairer; but the 
question which forces itself upon thoughtful 
men in all lands is, why should men leave 
great fortunes to' their children ? If this' is 
done from affection, is it not misguided affec- 
tion? Observation teaches, that, generally.^ 
speaking, it is not Avell ioY the children that 
they should be burdened. Neither is it well 
for the state. Beyond providing for the Avife 
and dau.glitcrs nioflerate sources of income, and 
A^ery moderate allowances indeed, if any, for 
the sons, men may Avell hesitate; for it is no 
longer questionable that great sums bequeath- 
ed often work more fprntlje,'; in jury than for 
the good of the/recipientSi C^Iibdking upon the 
usual results of the enormous sums conferred 
upon legatees, the , thoughtful man must 
shortly say, "I A\'ould as soon leave to my .son 
a curse as the almighty dollar," and admit to 
himself that it is not the .welfare of the child- 



ren, but family pride, Avhich inspires these 
legacies. 

As to the second mode, that of leaA-in.g 
Avealth at death for public uses, it may be said 
that this is only a .means for the disposal of 
wealth, provided a man is content to wait un- 
til he is dead before" he becomes of much good 
in the world. Knowledge of the results of 
legacies bequeathed is not calculated to inspire 
the brightest hopes of much posthumous .good 
being- accomplished by them. The cases are 
not fcAv in w'hich the real object sou.ght by 
the testator is thwarted. Men avIio leave \'ast 
sums in this Avay, may fairly be thought men 
Avho Avould not have left it at all had they 
been able to take it Avith them. 

There remains then only one mode of us- 
ing great fortunes ; but in this we have the 
true antidote for the temporary unequal dis- 
tribution of wealthy the"reconciliation of the 
rich and the poor — a reign of harmony — an- 
other ideal, differing, indeed, from that of the 
communist in requiring only the further ca'-o- 
lution of existing conditions, not the total 
overthroAv of our civilization. It is founded 
upon the present most intense individualism, 
and th<^ race is prepared to put it into ])ractice 
by degrees Avhenever it pleases- Under its 
sway Ave shall have an ideal state, in which 
the surplus of the few will become, in the best 
sense, the property of the many, becayse ad- 
ministered for the common good; and this 
Avealth, passing through the hands of the few, 
can be made a much more i^otent force for the 
elevation of our race than if distributed in 
small sums to the peoiilc themselves. Even 
the poorest can be made to see this, and to 
agree that great sums .gathered by some of 
their fellow citizens and spent for public pur- 
poses, from Avliich the masses reap the princi- 
pal benefit, are more valuable to them than if 
scattered anion.g themsch'cs in trifling amounts 
through the course of many years. 

This, then, is held to be the duty of the 
man of Avealth : First, to set an example of 
modest, unostentatious living, shunning dis- 
play or extravagance; to provide moderately 
for the legitimate wants of- those dependent 
upon him; and, ^fter doing so, to Cpiisider all 
surplus revenues which come to him simply as 
trust funds, which he is called upon to admin- 
ister in the manner which in his juclgment is 
best calculated- to produce the most beneficial 
results for the community — the man of Avealth 
thus becoming the mere trustee and agent for 
his poorer brethren, bringing to their service 
his superior wisdom, experience and ability to 
adniiuister, doing for them better than they 
woi^tld or cpuld do for themselves. 

In bestowing charity, the main considera- 
tion should be tp help those who Avill help 
themselves; to provide part 'ofvtherineans ..by 
which those who desire to iniprpve, riia^ do so ; 
to give to those who desire to rise the aids 
by which tiiey may rise ; to assist, but i-arely 
or never to do all. Neithier the individual 



nor the race, is improved by almfegiviug. 
Those Avorthy of assistance, except in rare 
cases, seldom require assistance. - 

The rich man is thus almost restricted lo 
foIloAving the examples of Peter Gooper, 
Enoch Pratt, 'of Baltimore; ^Mr. Pratt,, , of 
Brooklj^n; Senator Stanford and others, \vlio 
know that the best means of benefiting the 
community is to place Avithin its reach the 
ladders upon Avhich men are helped in body 
and mind ; works of art, certain to .give plea- 
sure and improve the public taste ; and public 
institutions of A'arious kinds, Avhich Avill im- 
prove the general conditions of the people; in 
this manner returning their surplus of wealth 
to the mass of their fellows in the forms best 
calculated tp do them lasting good. - 

Thus is the problem of rich and poor to be 
solved. The laAvs of accumulation Avill be' left 
free ; the laws of distribution free. Individ- 
ualism Avill continue, but the millionaire will 
be the trustee for the poor ; entrusted for a 
season' Avith a great part of the increased 
Avealth of the community, but- administering it 
for the community far better than it could or 
Avould have done for itself. 'I'hc best minds 
Avill thus have reached a stage in the develop- 
ment of the race in which it is clearly seen 
that there is no mode of disposing of surplus 
wealth creditable to thoughtful - and earnest 
men into whose hands it flows, save by using 
it year by year for tiie general good. This 
day already daAvns. Men may die without in- 
curring the pity of their fellows, still sharers 
in great l)usiness enterprises from Avhich their 
capital cannot be or has not been withdrawn, 
and wdiich is left chiefly at death for public 
uses, yet the daA' is not far distant when the 
man who dies, having neglected his duties to 
his fellpws during life and leaving behind him 
millions pf available wealth, which was free 
for him to administer during life, Avill pass 
away "unwept, unhonorcd and unsung," no 
matter to Avhat uses he leaves the dross Avhich - 
he cannot take Avith him. Of such as these 
the ])ublic verdict Avill then be: "The man 
Avho dies thus rich dies dis.graced." 

Such, in my opinion, is the true gospel 
concerning wealth, obedience to which is des- 
tined some day to. solve the, problem of the 
rich and the poc^r, and to bring, "Peace on 
Earth ; . Among.' Men • Good "VV:ill," , , .

A novel apparatus to enable a person to 
study the internal structure of his own eye is 
the device of a French oculist. Dr. Fortin. The 
light of a mercury vapor tube is reflected by a 
highly jjolished mirror throu.gh two thick- 
nesses of blu.e glass to a lens, and this concen- 
trates the ray upon the eye.

ROFESSOR G. G. Ramsay, of the University 
of Glassow, contributes to the Glasgow 
Herald a noteworthy appreciation of 
Lord Kelvin, evidently written on tlie day 
of hl3 funeral In Westminster Abbey: 

The greatest Scotsman has been burled 
with all due honor in the place wliere He 
the greatest of our dead, and the story of 
his marvellous career of discovery -and invention has 
been told in every journal of the land, and drunk in 
eagerly by his countrymen of every Aesreo. 
of the Scot for his country Is proverbial, and If there , 
Is one thing more than another that the Scotsman 
loves It is to see his brother Scot become the objeoj 
of universal recognition. The moment the word 
"Westminster" was pronounced it waa felt , everyi 
where, and most of all In Glasgow, that that, was the 
one restlns-place worthy of our great couritrynaan, • 
and it is not too much to say that If the very natural 
private considerations had prevailed Vfhloh BUB^Mtea 
a Tiore home-like resting-place t]i.eire wpuld nave 
been a feellny of national disappointment tliroug^iout 
the leng;th and breadth of Scotland. 

Rut now that the first words of homage and ad- 
miration have been spoken, now that the great,, na- 
tional act of honor has been paid, it may not be out 
of place to record from a more private and less.l^fty 
point of view some of the more personal oharaoterts- 
tica of the rare man, who has been taken from-UB m 
the full ripeness of age, no doubt, butistlll in fttll and 
flexible possession of his splendid. power^hlB dgmln- 
lon over men's minds in the great realm of thought 
In which he moved still undisputed. ^ 

The public journals have told us of his achieve- 
ments in science and in the application of science. 
Science herself has laid her tribute at his feet, 
throuKh the pens of those most entitled to speak on 
her behalf, and as a great summary of a great life 
nothing could bo more pungent thani that produced, 
within a few hours of hla death In the leading a*;^Jcl? 
of the Times of the IStH Inst. But I^ord KeMn- was 
no specialist, even in science., To hlni' all seiencp, all 
knowledge, wae one, and science did ' not ejdiau^t thfi^ 
possibilities of his capacious hraln. , No irian, can 
be really great In anything without shedding -an at- 
mosphere of greatness oyer all; his tth^Jtliig and all 
his doing, over even ihe common- Incidents of every- 
day life'; and ,those-wl»'o have' cotriei In contact with. 
greatne«s,> -^pugh' tlhfejfs may *9 unable to 'appreciate 
or even understaind .the; essence, of tb&t greatness, may 
he sensible- and - apprfeeialtlve of .those, nttle e3;ternal. 
wavelets which, however.' trllllng Jii tWirislBlvfe,' all 
JjfLve : their oHifln in . the: central fopce; wl»t<??j)^t? '^^^ 
■whole in motion. ...j.^ - ■' 

Hence the delight and the Instru'ctlVene'ss ' of 'the 
blogrfiphles of such men; hence the. avidity' with 
which the record of • their private, lives' is devoured. 
Men like to know how big men have disported ttoem- 
Helves in the small things of life. Not a few of them 
have had their foibles, tl)pir.; eccentricities, theh? faults 
of temper and wl>at .iiot,. which the hlpgrapher has to 
explain or palliate. ' Some reader? perhaps derive a 
pardonahle satisfaction - in ' discovering that' the pub- 
:*U61iero'has'not,been altopether devoid of private hu- 

•liftinVftalltles. 

■ No'' suclr burden will be thrown upon the blo- 
. gptfpher'ot Xbird- Keitln. So far as the human soul 
■ can be. Bcanned:'or Judged by human eyes, there prob- 
ably- never wasi a life ' which, > from, its earliest mo- 
ments of promise 'to its peaceful, and -noble close, 'was 
so entirely «ree^flt;om. any .touc)):,of .' ^aliure; so free 



from anything which the most delicate conscience 
could discover as deserving o£ condemnation or re- 
gret. He-possessed in an eminent degree that essen- 
tial charaoteriatlo of genius— slmpllciay. Never was 
there a' soul more transparent, mors truth-loving, 
more, wh'olfe-hearted, more absolutely devoid of pe- 
dantry, affectation, and the whole tribe of unrealities. 
No man was ever more free from jealousy, and tha.t 
is 'a want that can by no means be predicted of all 
scientific men. The 'jealousy of science has probably 
been as potent a fabricator of discord in this world 
as the "odium theologicum." We know the contests 
.that have been waged over the priority of dlscover- 
laa; we.lcn'ow of. the self-advertising man of science; 
iwe Jiave heard of the jealous explorer who will bottle 
up' some unexpected ilnd even from his companions 
lor-.foar that he should lose some of the credit of It 
With the world. No bo Lord Kelvin. Shrewd as ho 
was, quick to perceive the practical posslbll ties of 
an Invention, he never turned a blind eye to the dis- 
coveries of others. His laboratory, his sympathy, his 
advice, and his information were at the command of 
anyone who had a new thing to suggest or a new idea 
to exploit, and the honest Inquirer, were he ol tne 
humblest sort, was never sent empty away. 

An interesting correspondence has recently taken 
place on the general failure of scientific lecturers to 
get hold of their audiencos. Some are accused of 
alro.ing too high, of addressing themselves only to ex- 
ports, and of losing themselves in technicalities. 
These seek to justify themselves by deploring the ig- 
nore.nce of their audiences, who are incapable of un- 
der.Ttanding scientific ideas. Others givo as ,T,n ex- 
cuse that they are warned beforehand that they must 
treat their audiences as if they know nothing what- 
ever of the subject, and begin right from the be- 
ginning. These lecturers are apt to forget that tholr 
hearers have any Intelligence at all, and they nnlsh 
before reaching the threshold of their subject. May 
we suggest to both types of failure that they are 
largely due to the want of careful framing In lan- 
guage, to want of perception as to how to state 
things so as to make them intelligible; and, secondly, 
to a still more fundamental absence of knowledge, of 
the working of the human mind, and of the methods 
by -which, in minds of ordinary calibre, the unknown 
passes into the known? Few things would do more 
for the spread of science and for the public interest 
In science than a little more cultivation by its votar- 
ies of the art of writing English and a little elemen- 
tary study of the laws of logic. 

Lord Kelvin's lecturing was not considered his 
strongest point. He knew too much, the grasp of his 
mind was too big, to bo compressed within the limits 
of an hour. But let any man of ordinary Intelllgenco 
go to him and ask him, as a non-scientific nian 
might, some fundamental question as to the trend of 
modern science on some great question— as to the 
latest point of development in It— or In what form 
would an up-to-date scientist nowadays put some par- 
ticular question, no one would give a more absolutely 
clear, precise, and satisfactory answer than Lord 
Kelvin. He would answer a child on any child's 
physical or mechanical problem In the same spirit; 
anil it wa.'5 delightful to see the zest with which he 
would enter a nursery iVi which mechanical toys were 
the vogue, and give an amused but exact scientific 
description of their action. 

It was a treat to be lecturing on Lucretius in Lord 
Kelvin's neighborhood. His admiration of the Lu- 
cretlan philosophy is well known— as well known as 
his disbelief in "The Secret, of Hegel." However busy 



he might be, It was a Joy to him to have repeated ex- 
actly how Lucretius put and solved his problem.-!; he 
would point out exaGtly where ho was right, where 
wrong, either in theory or observation, at what point 
he Inferred, rather than observed, his phenomena; 
and rejoiced especially when ho could say how very 
near he was to putting the thing In the right way. 
And so it was with everyone who asked anything of 
him; there was time for all,; fUU'fl-ttentlon and a sat-, 
Isfying answer. 

Nor was Lucretius 'the only ancient author he was 
Interested in. He was an out-and-out friend o£ clas- 
sical education; and, though always regretting that 
he had cut short his classical studies so soon (he was 
only thirteen when he entered those Classes in the 
university), he was never tired of recounting how he 
liad enjoyed the prelections of Sir D, Sandford and 
Professor W. Ramsay, and of acknowledging that he 
had left the benefit of them all his lite. No one held 
more strongly that a sound literary training was an 
indispensable foundation for a succes.'sful career In 
science or in any other intellectual calling. ; .. 

He liad cohvlottons on many subjects outside his 
own wide domain^; and he held them all whole- 
hearte^lsl-. On oho subject his views were very pro- 
nounced, onrf, thbugh the present current of opinion, 
or at least of practice, has set in the opposite direc- 
tion, calm observers who are also warm sympathizers 
with the cause have seen much to malce them doubt 
whether ha was not right in the solution which he 
would toave.proposed for it. No one was moi'e anxious 
than he was "to advance the cauao of higher fcmalo 
culture; no one had ever more cause to know the 
value of woman's sympathy and support In the car- 
rying on even of his highest work; and yet no one 
was more opposed than he to the system of joint uni- 
versity education. He held, as many educationalists 
of authority have held, that, while granting to the full 
the equality of mental capacity between tho sexes, 
and the right of both to equal opportunities, there 
are fundamental differences between the mental, mo- 
ral, and social characteristics of tho men and women 
— to say nothing of their ultimate differences of aim 
In life— which differences are emerging In a critical 
form and requiring most careful consideration just at 
the time when university life begins, and which can- 
not bis obliterated by adding the word "women" to 
a university statute. To ignore thoso differences by 
imposing a system of common education on both was 
to subject both to grave danger without the certainty 
of advantage to either,; ahd experience has yot to 
prove that he was wrong. The .-iolutlon which ho 
probably .would have advocated when sufficient re- 
Sources could' be found would be to make away with 
the present makeshift system by which women have 
been admitted Irjto, universities, who-sc whole arrange- 
ments have' been worker out for men, and found new

One immeniie aid to Lord Kelvin In his career, of 
uncearlng work, was the. splendor of his constitution 
and the Indomitable spirit by which It was supported. 
He came of a tough and- hardy stock, yet he had by 
no means at any tinia the special qualities or OQP- 
flguratlon of an athlete. - He won the Silver sculls at 
Cambridge, not by His rowing • form,' but by sheer 
tenacity, by a grim determihatlqn to" hold on.' and not 
to be beat A- serious accident in carlK , manhood 
lamed him for life, and interfered with' all ' forms of 
active exercise, yet it never had the slightest' effect in 
lowerlngr'hls spirit or In debarring . him from such 



kind of activity as was 'BtlU'J-OPen :to him. I s^hall 
never forget an exampleiof -hls tenacity- which I saw 
when bathing with him In the Hhlne. He desired to 
swim a- set distance against the rapid and powerful 
stream,' a' feat only'. possible for a strong swimmer, 
and practically imp'osslBle for him with his lame leg. 
But," though baffled many times, he returned again to 
the task, determined not to be beaten in the end. 

Lord ICclvin's power of mental abstraction was ex- 
traordinary and well known. Wherever ho might be 
—at Senate or other meetings, In carriage or in train 
—he would havo his familiar green notebook with 
him, and bo working out mathematical problems, un- 
conscious of the world around him. Yet he seemed to 
hear what was going on If he wa.s with others, and 
would throw In his word or his opinion, and then go 
on as before. My late colleague. Dr. Barr, has re- 
counted me today one remarkable Incident out of 
many similar incidents that might be quoted. Ho 
was travelling from England by a train that should 
have arrived at 10.30 p.m. There was some break- 
down on the line and a stoppage. Getting out he 
found Lord Kelvin in another portion of _the train, or 
of another train, immersed In his green boo^ and un- 
annoyed, perfectly contented. They parted, DrisBarr 
arrived In Glasgow at 2.30 a.m. next momlff. Short- 
ly after he met Tiord Kelvin. "'Well, litjw did you, get 
on that night?" "Oh, excellently," said Lord Kelvin, 
"I got into Glasgow at 4,30 a.m. I solved that prob- 
lem on which I have been at work for thirty years!" 

Of his physical powers of endurance no better ex- 
ample can be given than the fortitude — no lesser 
word will express it — with which ho bore the agony, 
continually recurring during the latter years of his 
life, from some peculiar condition of one of his facial 
nerves — known, I believe, as the fifth nerve. The 
pain would come on in the most sudden vv'ay, while 
speaking or lecturing or at meals, and was so severe 
as to render him speechless and motionless for a 
time. No remedies availed, yet he bore it without a 
murmur. Ho had been greatly suffering from It tho 
day before, and tho day itself, of his inaugural ad- 
dress as Chancellor. It was quite doubtful if it would 
be possible for him to deliver the address at all, and 
I had to bo ready close by to read the address for him 
if the thing became absolutely unbearable. Yet he 
never flinched, and the audience neyer had- cause, to 
guoss the conditions under whioli' that most interest-' 
Ing address was delivered, 

, There remains one word to be said on the most 
delicate; the moat universally interesting, the su- 
preme of all topics — Lord Kelvin's attitude towards 
religion. Never was a more clear and unmistakable 
deUverance uttered from a region which of all others 
must command respect. We are accustomed to tho 
shallow' materialism of specialized science and of 
small men. Wo have. been accustomed for years to 
the no less shallow dissemination— happily far fewer 
■ how than when there was less apparent cause for 
them — from so-called orthodox pulpits, which have 
■wearied us with tho pretended antagonism between 
science and religion, as if no explanation of the Di- 
vine order of creation could be accepted which was 
not of the crudest and most unintelligent kind, and 
which still find an echo- In tho condemnation of all 
modernism by the modern doctrine of infallibility. 
On the crucial subject of life we know how foreign 
men of science are apt to turn up their eyes when 
they hear of a British physiologist who believes in 
the Divine go-vernment of the world. But on a great 
oooaslonrwe heard from the master mind whose life 



has been spent in that highest region In wmcn all 
sciences meet, -whose Imagination could picture, 
whose mathematical reason could explain, the great 
movement of a universe In which our solar system 
found but ah insignificant part, proclaiming as tho re- 
sult of a life time spent In the contemplation of those 
problems In which physics and metaphysics seem to 
meet, his profound conviction that "proofs of intelli- 
gent and benevolent design lie all around us,' and 
"We are absolutely forced by science to believe with 
perfect confidence In a directive power — in an influ- 
ence other than a physical or dynamical or electrloal 
force." 

Never was there an utterance more fitted to give 
hope and confidence to the millions of mankind. 
Those words have been little dwelt upon; they have 
almost been hustled out of sight by the writers of the 
scientific world; but they have, brought comfort, and 
are calculated to bring comfort, to millions. No 
doubt every man of ordinary Intelllgenco has abun- 
dant roa,son3 -within him, and from what he can see of 
the world without him, for his religious belief. But It 
Is disquieting to the man In the street to <llscover, or 
to be told, that those who know most believe least; he 
is Impressed by great names; and ho seldom has 
logic enough to console himself with the reflection 
that the moment a man of science, or any other man, ■. 
steps beyond the limits of what he kno-s\'.s, and ven- 
tures to dogmatize, negatively or atrirmatively, on tho 
great eternal problems which He outside his sphere 
his conclusions deserve no more respect than those of 
the humblest of his leilow-creatures. Lord Kelvin 
used often to object, Indeed to protest, against tho 
limiting word "Natural" placed before "Philosophy" 
to denote the subject of his Chair, Like Plato, he 
claimed to philosophize from the highest of all hu- 
man standpoint; his philosophy, so far as he had at- 
tained to It, was the philosophy of the universe. It 
was a momentous utterance when he proclaimed at 
hia jubilee in 1896 that he knew no more of the real 
nature of material forces than he did when he began 
to teach; it was a still greater pronouncement when 
he proclaimed the necessity, to which he had been led 
by science herself, of a belief in a Creative Spirit. 
Such a word, coming from that height of human 
knowledge, will be a staff of support to many a 
wavering and doubting soul, and deserves to be re- 
corded as one of the most beneficent of his utter- 

^"/The most striking, perhaps, of all the Illustrations 
of Lord Kelvin's eminence in science was that glve^ 
to me by one of my scientific colleagues at the time 
of the jubilee In 189G. If all the groat men of science, 
he' said, from Newton to Kelvin, were placed, in 
row, each raised to his full intellectual height, and a-^ 
cord were stretched tight from the head of Newton;, 
to that of Kelvin, It would touch no head on its pas-- 
sage from the one to the other. Today we have seen ; 
his remains laid side by side with those of his great;' 
equal. Seldom, If ever, we are told by thoso whp, 
know, has a Westminster burial been accorded with-;; 
such absolute unanimity. No whisper of dissent from 
any quarter has been heard. Never was a man laid 
in his grave who could better claim to bear ' 
in his hand the white lily of a blameless life. We are 
wont to prav for our friends when they leave us, and 
to say of them that they are now at peace; but -we 
may say of this departed friend that, though his life 
has been a life of the most strenuous work and 'en- 
ergy, and, if need w^ere, o-^ combat, it has been, from 
its simple beginning to its honored close, a Uf e ,of unt 
sullied purity and unbroken peace. 



Sir Edward Gray's Speech 




IIR EDWABD GBEY addressed a meeting 
of his const "'.lit .Its in the Corn Exchange, 
Berwick, last evening. Sir Francis Blake, 
chairman of the Berwick Division Lib- 
eral Association, presiding, says the 
London Standard, of December 20th, 

Sir Edward Grey, who met with an 
enthusiastic reception from an audience 
of about 2,000 persons, referred, at tho 
outset to the Irish question. He then proceeded to 
deal In a comprehensive way with the whole subject 
of our foreign relations, with respect to which the 
' indicated confidence In tho peaceful character of the 
outlook. He expressed satisfaction that whilst Per- 
sia was practically in a st.ate of revolt, the Anglo- 
Kusslan Agreement removes tho temptation of Mace- 
donia, he pointed to the Importance of doing nothing 
• to break up the concert in Europe. 

. Sir Edward Grey said: The first subject with 
which I wish to deal is, at any rate, a safe and plea- 
sant one, and that Is to acknowledge the pleasure 
which I believe the whole country has felt from the 
visit of the German Emperor which has lately been 
concluded. All the public utterances connected -with 
the visit have been most beneficial In tone, and I 
am sure that the friendly atmosphere of welcome and 
hospitality on the part of public opinion In this coun- 
try and the cordial way in which It was reciprocated 
and acknowledged by the Emperor, are bound to have 
a good effect upon both countries. Half, or more than 
half, of the difficulties of diplomacy disappear when 
two nations become each convinced that neither of 
them wishes or intends 111 to the other, and no So- 
vereign could have stayed so long as the German 
Emperor did stay in our country, and left It With such 
a cordial message to our people as he did, without 
having done something to promote good feeliner and 
friendly relations between the two peoples (cheers). 

.Going a little further back, and dealing with forlgn 
policy generally, tho first point which I would empha- 
size is this: that we inherited from our predecessors 
certain alliances and friendships which we believe to 
bo in the British Interest, and those alliances and 
friendships had boon ratified by public opinion In this 
country at the time they were made. It was essen- 
tial of the reputation of the country tftat those alli- 
ancea and friendships should be maintained, and the 
honor of the country waa Involved In observing them 
firmly and generously. 

On bohalf of the present Government, I clalfn 
that WQ have, i» letter ajid spirit, maintained the al- 
liances and friendships which we- inherited from our 
predecessors. 

Japan«Be Ailianee 
First of all, there Is the Japanese alliance, of which 

. you hay* beard, but Uttle in tho last five years, for 
this rBa8bh,;tKat our allies have been peacefully oc- 
cupied' Ih' consolidating and developing their own 
country and .'th«>r PW» Position. T^*'^ proceed- 

) ' ed make treaUes and arrangements with France, 
which have rendered the objects of the Anglo-Japen- 
eiia alliance more secure than ever, because they have 
proved that other nations havo recognized those sub- 
jects as compatible with tholr own interest.s in the 
Far East, and, therefore, of that I havo nothing but 
What is good to say. And so also with regard to 
some agreements with Prance which were made by 
the late government some three years ago. Tho let- 
ter of those agreements remains unaltered, but the 
scope of them has, I think, been increased, becauso 
out of those agreements have grown a spirit of friend- 
Bhlp between tho two peoples, which has boon ex- 
ceedingly popular on both sides of tho Channel, 
(cheers,) It remains today as popular aa over. When- 
ever there has been occasion to test tho strength of 
the frlend.shlp in diplomatic Intercoiirao the test has 
only shown how healthy and vigorous It is. Wo 
Svi»h ^ihd intend that it should continue to bo so. 

Passing' from what wo have Inherited from our 
orodecessors, I would say that what we have done 
ourselves has been all In tho same direction of con- 

■ Bolldatlng and strengthening the good relations which 

' existed with other countries previously. 

We have, for Instance, eupplementcd our agree- 
ment with Franco by an agreement with Spain, and 
ITrance has also done the same. Which are further In- 
Btances that Powers with direct Interests In the 
Mediterranean do not aoslre a policy of .aggression or 
expansion at .tii.9 expense of each other, but they de- 



sire to maintain the status quo In relations of. Inti- 
macy and good faith with one another. And of all 
these agreements I would point out that while they 
are meant and intended to strengthen the friendly 
relations l)etween the countries Who make them are 
not directed against any other country (cheers.) 
There Is no exclusive Intention In thfim, and we are 
as ready no-w to entertain proposala for agreements 
of a similar kind on subjects on Which -we and any 
other nation may be directly concerned (cheers.) 
Understanding With Russia. 

We have given proof of our readiness to do so by 
the Convention which we have lately signed with 
the Russian Government There is In it, I trust, not 
merely the actual letter of the provisions of the 
agreements, but aJiso an intention on the part of both 
Governments that there should be a change of the 
general policy with regard to each other. For some 
time past the relations between England and Russia 
had been more or less relations of discomfort. There 
have been various times during the last fifty years 
when those relations, though not critical, were not 
altogether pleasant. The root or origin of the dis- 
comfort between the two countries was In certain 
European questlonB some fifty years ago, and the 
difficulty afterwards spread to Asia. 

The first thing I would ask you to notice In the 
Anglo-Bussian Convention is that both countries 
have determined that, instead of continuing to travel 
along the path of political distrust and friction, they 
win begin to retrace their steps and travel In the op- 
posite direction, which leads to peace and friendly 
relations. 

I am glad to see that Lord Lansdowne the other 
day very freely and frankly said that he accepted in 
principle the agreement which we had lately made 
with the Russian Government. That moans that if 
the present Opposition came into power tomorrow the 
convention would continue to be worked by the 
Conservative Government In the same spirit of good 
faith and good will In which. It has been contracted 
by the Liberal government. With that I am quite 
content. 

I freely admit that the Anglo-Russian Agreement 
is admission on our part that we are not going to 
embark upon a forward policy. I say it Is no sacri- 
fice to have given up a forward policy. On the con- 
trary, I believe it to be in.jtne best Interests of this 
country that wo should hayp given up a forward 
policy. On the Russian sld6, I think the same con- 
siderations are equally true. 

"Persia in Revolution" 

If you consider the Persian part of tho Anglo- 
Eusslan Agreement, I believe you will find that wo 
have received, so far as agreements can secure any- 
thing—that we have secured by that the safeguarding 
of the Indian frontier, and that wo. have done it with- 
out foregoing commercial prospects In my part of 
Persia whoris -we "had any. 

Any one who considers what the condltton of 
Persia Is at the' present time— beoa;use It is practic- 
ally in a state °t revolution at the present moment 
—must realise that but for the Anglo-Russian con- 
vention there would have been a groat temptation 
eitner 'for -Russia or England to Interfere in I'ersl.-m 
affairs. The Anglo-Russian Convention had at any 
rate remo'-ed 6ne"of tho groat incentives mul mo- 
tives for either England or Russia to Interfere In th« 
Internal affairs of I'ersia. 

Tho proper policy, in my opinion, with regard to 
Persia Is that, so long .as there are no attacks upon 
foreigners, BO long' .as Persia does not dl.splay an antl- 
forelgn feeling, so long should foreign nations ab- 
stain from interfering and le.'ivo the Porsiana to set- 
tle their own affairs, and I am sure I hopo and wish 
them a happy Issue and better govornmont and tho 
power to keep their own house, in better order for 
themselve.s, . , ' ■•

And if peace between England and Russia Is assured, 
depend upon It that It is the interest of social reform 
and internal development In both countries; and if 
peace between England and Russia Is assured, It is a 
valuable contribution and an importjtnt element in 
securing the peace ' of the whole world. 

Macedonia 

I pass to one or two other subjects. The question 
. of the Congo Is Interesting to this country. But I do 
not propose to add anything on that subject to what 
the Prime I^IInister has .said. Then there Is the ques- 
tion of Macedonia. Last year, in connection with the 
Customs dues, we Initiated and put forward proposals 
of our own for the benefit of Macedonia, and we also 
welcomed Ihe Initiative of tho Australian and Russian 
Governmonts. The question is one which must con- 
tinue to occupy tho attention of the Great Powers; 
and you may rely upon it that while we are perfectly 
ready and willing to support tho proposals put for- 
ward by others, wo shall be renrty also to suggest to 
other Powers proposals wlilch may seem to us de- 
sirable and well calculated to Improve the condition 
of affairs. 

But under no circumstances ought any Power to 
run the risk of breaking up the concert of the Euro- 
pean Powers. Behind tho Macedonian question lies 
the Turkish question. Without the concert of the 
Powers the Turkish question might again become a 
danger to the peace of Europe; and, therefore, In the 
first place I regard the maintenance of the concert 
of the Powers with regard to Turkish affairs as a 
guarantee that European peaco will be preserved. 

The Hague Conference 

I notice that certain attacks havo been made upon 
those who were the British representatives at The 
Hague Conference. Those attacks are most unwar- 
ranted and unjustifiable. I say without fear of con- 
tradiction that tho British delogatlori was at The 
Hague Conference up to the high water mark attained 
by any other Government. 

If more progress was not made it was not becauso 
our delegation lagged belilnd. Tlie oxpenditure In 
armaments Is becoming one of the nio.st serious ques- 
tions In Europe. It was said, "Why was It not pushed 
forward at The Hague Conference," but you cannot 
push a question like this further than other nations 
are prepared to go. 

Wo have made a considerable reduction In mili- 
tary expenditure in the last two yean^ but this will 
not groatly affect the Continental armIi?R. Our naval 
expenditure i.s, no doul)t, a great fiictor in the naval 
expenditure of tho world. AVe should like other 
Powers to recognize a certain Iiidoiiendcnce between 
the naval expenditure of tho grput countries, and 
compare In advance their navul in-ogrammos with 
each other with the object of achieving mutual le- 
ductlons. That view has not yet been accepted. 
Possible Naval Inorease^ 

It i,H well known that tho Gorman Govornmont are 
embarking on a very largo naval programme, I havo 
no complaint to make of that, I mention the subject 
because it Is Important and not In a carping spirit. 
At tho same time, if other natlpna. increase their na- 
vies we shall undoubtedly have to increase ' ours, 
"jchere Is no need for ua to be rushed Into naval ex- 
pendtttirs at tho present moment. The position, as 
fat" as the .British Navy Is pp^oerned, is perfectly 
secure, at any rate for a year or two.^more (cheers.)

Japanese 

?HB special Toklo correspondent of the New 
York Evening Post writes: 

There are some phases of Japanese life 
that In no small degree shock the obser- 
vant foreigner who expects to find In full 
swing all the amenities of modern civiliza- 
tion. This statement Is not intended to 
apply so much to those bizarre exhibitions 
of dress or undress, as the case may be, 
or other superficial aberrations from the customs of 
the west, that variously manifest themselves In this 
country, according to class and community, but to 
certain graver eccentricities in the genius of Japanese 
civilization itself. 

The Occidental world has apparently come to be- 
lieve that Japan is a civilized country in the common 
acceptation of the term, whereas the Japanese are 
civilized only In a comparative sense of the word; 
that is, in a technical, t>ut not an Occidental sense of 
the term. Civilization, like every other question of 
human advancement, must be regarded as a matter 
of degree as well as of type. Now, while Japanese 
clvHlsatlon may be said to reveal an admirable type, 
as peculiarly suited to the Oriental mind, yet when 
the degree of Its development is taken into account. It 
must be ranked far below that of some other nations. 
This conviction Is the result of some years of resi- 
dence among the people, and a careful comparison of 
their civilization with the social and civil evolution of 
more advanced peoples. 

The Differentiation 
Although, as already intimated, the minor eccen- 
tricities of Japanese civilization need not be too ser- 
iously taken as representative of the genius of the 
civilization itself, yet we can never forget that the 
almost unlver.sal indifference that prevails In Japan 
In regard to matters that we esteem as Of the Utmost 
dellcacv, i.s amply suliiclent to differentiate Japanese 
civilization from anything that wo can consider as 
highly developed. The utter disregard, even among 
the highest of tho land, of nude forms moving about 
tho public streets, is certainly striking. 

The spectacle of a dozen or more carpenters along 
the front of a building In the course of erection on a 
metropolitan thoroughfare, all less completely clothed 
than tho sculptured figures on our architectural mas- 
terpieces, and tho picture of men and women 'bathing 
on tlie public liighway, savor of nothing that we as- 
sociate with the properties of high civilization. But 
wo can i)aKS over Japan's extraordinary attitude In 
this rcsijcct, and wo can further overlook the 'strange 
insonsibiiily of tho Japanese to the most intolerable 
odors daily haunting tho average home of the nation, 
which proximity to filth, if permitted In a Western 
land would rosult in most decimating epidemics. 
Sale of Girls 

To many foreigners one of tho most condemnatory 
features oi' .Japanese civilization is its heartless 
and cruel immorality, Tho social system that per- 
mits and encourages among parents tho sale of inno- 
cent diuighters against their will to a life that forever 
condemn,s tho child to a condition of the most Inhu- 
man slavery. Is too Infamous to bo accorded a place 
among the customs of a high clvlHz.atlon, Yet it goes 
on all the time In Japan, Girls are bought up by the 
thousand Many are exported to ^^slatlc, American 
and Australian ports, Tlicso facts are known to the 
autli()rltie,s but the government cannot consistently 
punUsli that upon which it imposes a tax and draws a 
considerable revenue. That this trafllc should pass 
without protest Is of Itself sulUelent to rate that 
civilization low In the scale of civil evolution. 
. , Indifference to Crime 

A montli or two ago a foreign gentleman, was go- 
ing down the street in Yokohama, one of he largest 
cities of the empire; It was about eight o'clock in the 
evening. As his Jinricksha passed an open lot he 
heard a woman scream In such a manner as to leave 
no doHbt that She was In distress.

This sort pf thing Is so 
common as to be a marked-feature.of, the country, and 
a serious reflection on the bivIllsaUon that can toU 
erata it. 

Lack of Chivalry 

This utter lack of dtlvalry for womanhood and the 
general indifterenoe of the strong toward the sorrows 
and misfortunes of the weaJt, are at times so appall- 
ing as to excite the Indignation of foreign i-esldents. 
In other countries should a pedestrian be attacked by ■ 
a robber on the public street, the victim would not be ' 
disappointed In expecting assistance of every passer- 
by, but in Japan Jt Is not so. Such an emergency ' 
would-be regarded by everj*- Japanese as an occasion 
that was positiyely' none of his business, and he would 
let you bo robi3ed or killed, for all he would offer by 
way of protection or relief. Such dereliction of duty 
would be incredible were there not so many examples 
of it In the genieral experience of daily life in tljff 
country. j X'. ■ 

Relic of Feudal Days 

A further astonishing characteristic of Japanese 
civilization Is the "thug" system that Is allowed to 
dominate it under certain circumstances, Tills is, of 
course, a relic of the savage customs of feudal tlmoK, 
when certain bands of roughs called "soshi" were 
hired by discomfited warriors or by citizens that had 
been insulted, to avongo their wrongs and "get oven" 
with their detractors, Tlie "soshi" were to the com- 
mon man what the retainers were to the feudal lord; 
his avongors In time of need, only they were open to 
hlro. And even today 1£ any man wants to punish his 
enemy he may employ these thug.s to undertake it for 
him, and they will perform it with an irresponsibility 
and a vengeance tliat he could not at all command, 

A forcible example of the cf feclivoness of this bar- 
barous system was witnessed In the commercial cir- 
cles of tho city of Kobe not long ago. During a con- 
flagration there, a big warehouse belonging to the 
Mlta Blshl Company was burned, and a largo quan- 
tity of damaged rice saved from the lire was after- 
wards offered at auction. A merchant from Nagoya 
came down and bid the rice up to a figure beyond 
what the Kobe men wanted to pay, and the rice was ^ 
knocked down to him. The others apparently ao- . 
qulesced, but not becauso they Intended to let him 
have tho goods. The disappointed merchants simply, . ... 
hired a band of thugs to do him up, and he was soon 
.IJjtlmldated into ^a,bandonln« the eale. 

Spirit of Bushido 

The peculiar attitude Japanese civilization as- 
sumes toward crime Is well Illustrated in reference to 
the man who some years ago attempted to as.sassln- 
■,i.tn Count Oituma and then committed suicide. It 
will be remembered that the bomb of the would-be '\ 
assassin blew off one of the count's legs, and maimed 
him for life. Yet tho Toklo Historical society has not , 
only decided to raise a: monument to this criminal as 
a national hero, but asked Count Okuma to acquiesce 
in their alleged laudable desire; and, moreover, the 
count felt obliged to comply with the request; for he 
could never lift hla face as a knight of Bushido had 
ho refused. In Japan, patriotism easily overlooks the 
crime of murder. The shrine of the Forty-seven Bon- 
Ina, where thousands worship from year to year in 
Toklo, is simply tho tomb of assasRlhs. 

The other day a citizen heard that a-.certaln other 
citizen had boon a Russian spy; he immediately set- 
about to deceive the offender into an Interview when 
he dispatched tho spy with a sword. The sick wlf* 
of the murdered m^n -was Immediately ejected from 
her fathei-'s house, and not a hotel or private house 
In the whole capital could be found to take. her In; it 
would be contrary to Bushido to show any kindnMs 
to one whose relations had been a spy, ; .
